Proposal To Hire 
Fire Study Firm 
To Board Monday 


A proposal to hire a professional con- 


sulting firm to study existing fire protec- 
tion services and future needs in Hoff- 
man Estates will be presented to the vil- 
lage board Monday. 


The consultants will be asked to exam- 


ine the feasibility of operating the Hoff- 
man Estates Fire Protection District as 
a village department. 


Village Trustee Dyrlc Rathman, who 


heads a joint committee of village and 
fin district trustees, said If the village 
board approves the proposal, he will call 
for a committee meeting to determine if 
the fire district wishes to participate fi- 
nancially In the study. 


A bid of $8,500 for a four phase exam- 


ination of the situation has been received 
from National Loss Control Service 
Corp. of Long Grove. 


RATIIMAN SAID he has not ques- 


tioned the trustees of the fire district yet, 
because he thought It would bo appro- 
priate to get approval from the village 
board first. 


"If the village board Is negative to- 


ward the proposal, than we will not pe- 
ruse it any father," Ruthman said. 


Rathman said he personally Is In favor 


of hiring the consultant to conduct the 
study. But he added it has not been de- 


termined If the village can afford it. 


"The question of money might be a de- 


termining factor, "Rathman said, adding 
that Village Mgr. George Longmeyer is 
currently reviewing all village funds to 
determine if the village can afford the 
expenditure. 


The joint committee, which was 


formed last winter, has not met for sev- 
eral months. Trustees for both the vil- 
lage and the fire district met several 
times to discuss various aspects of oper- 
ation. 


VILLAGE TRUSTEES decided to in- 


vestigate hiring a professional consultant 
to examine the situation. 


The consultants' proposal calls for a 


four-month study to examine existing 
services and community development, 
evaluate alternative fire protection sys- 
tems and list steps for implementing the 
new systems. 


The fourth phase of the study, which is 


not included in the initial cost estimate, 
would be in cooperation with water sys- 
tem consultants concerning fire protec- 
tion. 


Village officials have been reviewing 


the consultant's proposal for several 
weeks.

SHS Students Vote For The President 
Richard Nixon Was The One

Nixon was the one for students at 


Schaumburg High School yesterday, but 
by a smaller margin than projected by 
R e p u b l i c a n leaders in Schaumburg 
Township. 
• 


Students voted in a straw poll during 


their lunch hours at the school. Out of 741 
votes cast, 468, or 63 per cent, were for 
President Richard Nixon. 


Sen. George McGovern received 188 


votes for 25 per cent of the total. 


"We have been trying to tell the Demo- 


cratic kids that if they turned that kind 
of percentage in to McGovern headquar- 
ters from Schaumburg Township they'd 
be heroes," Carl Flaks, chairman of the 
school's social science department, said. 


"I talked to someone who's very tied in 


to Republican circles and he said on the 
basis of their canvassing they expect 
Nixon to {jet BO per cent of the vote hi 


Schaumburg," he added. 


THE STRAW VOTE followed a spirited 


morning rally at the school which fea- 
tured speeches for both presidential can- 
didates and marching' and chanting by 
supporters. 


Students arrived at the rally armed 


with printed posters and home-made 
signs praising both candidates. Teams of 
cheerleaders lined up on both sides and 
band members played "Happy Days are 
Here Again" and "Battle Hymn of the 
Republic." 


Keith Yarak, speaking for McGovern, 


said, "Mr. Nixon does not want peace in 
Vietnam. He wants a piece of Vietnam.'' 
To cheers of supporters, Yarak attacked 
the President's record on inflation and 
unemployment. 


Following a noisy demonstration, Clare 


Broderick and James Kline spoke'for the 
President, attacking McGovern for "con- 


stantly changing his mind," and defend- 
ing Nixon's record. 


"HE HAS gotten all but -a small per- 


centage of our men out of Vietnam," 
Kline said. "He has provided lead- 
ership."

By that time, however, few in the hall 


were listening to the speeches as suppor- 
ters for both sides chanted and cheered, 
"We want George," the McGovern sup- 
porters cried, to be quickly answered by 
chants of "We want Nixon." 


Groups of teachers held up signs, 


"Teachers for McGovern — The only 
choice for Educators," but they didn't 
seem to have much luck changing the 
Republican's minds.. 


As he convened the rally student body 


President Frank Halatek said, "I think 
you know my opinion about politics — 
it's really a lot of bunk."

Preparations 
For Election 
On Schedule 


Preparations for Tuesday's election 


are going smoothly, according to Mrs. 
Kathleen Wojcik, Schaumburg Township 
clerk. 


As a reminder to voters, she repeated 


the polling place changes in four town* 
ship precincts; For precinct 20, the poll- 
ing place will be John Muir School, 1973 
N. Kensington Rd., Hoffman Estates. 
Precincts 29 and 30 polling places will be 
Jane Addams Junior High, 700 Spring- 
insguth Rd., Schaumburg. Precinct 19, 
the polling place will be Longmeadow 
Activities Center, 7173 Longmeadow Ln., 
Hanover Park. 


VOTING MACHINES will be delivered 


Friday to the various polling places, 
Mrs. Wojcik said. County Clerk Edward 
J. Barrett has designated the judges who 
will collect the election supplies, also to 
be delivered on Friday, she said. 


As she outlined the procedure, Tuesday 


morning at 5 a.m. the election judges 
will go to the polling places and unlock 
the voting machines. 


"You can't touch the machines before 


Tuesday," Mrs. Wojcik said. "They're 
locked, and the judge who gets the elec- 
tion kits also gets the keys to the ma- 
chines." 


The only possible hitch, she said, would 


involve the adequacy of supplies in the 
large precincts, 20 and 34. The judges 
will receive a check list with the election 
kits, which will enable them to make 
sure supplies are sufficient 


In Precints 20 and 34, there may not be 


enough affidavit forms, which some vot- 
ers must sign, swearing 'they are regis- 
tered. "Voters .might be listed on the poll- 
ing sheets, but not in he dedon bind-. 
ers yet," Mrs. Wojcik said.'-If they are 
not in the binders, they might be dial- 
, lenged and asked to sign affidavits. 


MRS. WOJCIK said there are about 


2,000 voters registered in Precinct 20 and 
about 1,500 registered in Precinct 34. 


The Republicans have plenty of regu- 


lar and retention-judges, Mrs. Wojcik, 
said. 


John Kelley, candidate for state repre- 


sentative from the Third District, said 
the Democrats may need more judges. 
"There often are cancellations at the last 
minute," he said. 


As Kelley explained, a normal 


Schaumburg Township precinct has five 
regular judges, 3 Republicans and 2 
Democrats. In addition, there is one Re- 
publican retention judge, and one Demo- 
cratic retention judge. 


Retention judges are responsible for 


supervising the paper ballots which ask 
voters to vote yes or no on retaining 
various judicial offices, Kelley said. 


Regular judges are responsible for the 


voting machine ballots, he said. 


In larger precincts, additional judges . 


are needed, Kelley said. Precinct 20 will 
have 21 judges, 15 regular judges and 8 
retention judges, he said. 


OF THE 15 regulars, 9 will be Republi- 


can, and 6 will be Democratic judges. 


The problem with getting enough judg- 


es stems from the rule that at least one 
judge from each party must live hi the 
precinct, Kelley said. It's not too difficult 
to get judges who can go anywhere in the 
township, be added. 


Democrats interested in being an elec- 


tion judge may contact John Morrissey, 
the Democratic commltteeman, at 882- 
8445.

Rates In Area Far From Easy To Figure

All resident* of the Village of Schaum- 


burg do not pay property taxes at the 
same rate. Neither do those of Hoffman 
Cttates or unincorporated areas. 


The tax map of Schaumburg Township 


looks like a giant jig-saw puzzle, with the 
color of each piece signifying the total 
tax rate paid by residents within its 
boundj. The same color pieces might be 
featured in many sections of the puzzle, 
but there are 34 different colors, for 34 
different total tax .rates. 


Naturally, land owners In unincorpo- 


rated Schaumburg Township pay a dif- 
ferent tax rate than those In villages. But 
It is not necessarily the village lines that 
make the difference. The Village of 
Schaumburg docs not levy a property 
tax, but Its residents pay a tax anyway, 
In some cases to 12 other governmental 
units, and In other locations to 13 units. 
And the puzzle pieces In the Village of 
Schaumburg are seven different colors. 


THE DIFFERENCES stem from spo- 


cial district boundaries — those which 
separate districts for junior colleges, 
parks, fire service, high schools, or ele- 
mentary schools. Or they may result 
from a combination of these varying 
boundaries, none of which coincide with 
village lines, or the limits of any other 
districts. They lace through the township 
along their own paths, creating divisions 
in the tax structure.* 


In Hoffman Estates, four different to- 


tal tax rates are applied to property own- 
ers, varying from a maximum of 8.778- 
ccnts per $100 of assessed property value 
to a minimum of 8.236-cents. 


Seven different rates are levied in the 


Village of Schaumburg, ranging 
from 


7.550-cents to 7.216-cents. And the village 
docs not even levy a property tax of its 
own. 


Those who live In unincorporated 


Schaumburg Township encompass 11 dif- 
ferent taxing groups. The maximum for 
them Is 8.0B4-cents, while the minimum 
is 7.208-cents. 


THEN THERE are residents of other 


municipalities, communities whose city 
or village limits extend Into Schaumburg 
Township although their main jurisdic-v 


tional area is in another township and 
may even be in another county. These 
are the villages of Roselle, Streamwood, 
Elk Grove and Hanover Park, and the 
City of Rolling Meadows. 


Even within these small Schaumburg 


Township pieces of villages or cities, 
there is no uniform rate applied. Roselle 
residents who also live in the township 
pay their taxes at one of three different 
rates. Hanover Park and Elk Grove vil- 
lages each have two groups paying taxes 
at unique rates. Only the City of Rolling 
Meadows and Village of Streamwood 
contribute just one group each to the tax 
rate puzzle. 


For these nine incorporated taxpaying 


divisions, the rates vary from 8.548-cents 
to 8.092-cents. 


Municipalities really have little control 


over total tax rates levied on home- 
owners. 


THAT SCHAUMBURG Village does not 


levy a property tax has no bearing on the 
fact that they pay land taxes. 


By way of a sample, everybody in the 


Village of Schaumburg pays property 
taxes to the Cook County Hospital Gov- 
erning Commission, Cook County Forest 
Preserve District, Suburban Tubercu- 
losis Sanitarium, Schaumburg Township, 
Township Road and Bridge Fund, Town- 
ship General Assistance Fund, Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District of Greater Chicago 
and Northwest Mosquito Abatement Dis- 
trict. 


Six of the seven groupings also pay 


taxes to High School Dist. 211 and 
Schaumburg Township School Dist. 54, 
while the seventh pays to Unit Dist. 46 
(Elgin) instead. Four pay to Harper Ju- 
nior College, while three pay for Elgin 
Community College. 


THREE OF THE seven Schaumburg 


Village groups pay to the Hoffman Es- 


tales Park District, three to the Schaum- 
burg Park District, and one pays no park 
district tax at all. Six are still paying off 
bonds issued by Hoffman Estates Fire 
Protection District between 1959 and 
1967, when the village started a munici- 
pal fire department, and one is not pay- 
ing for fire protection, although it receiv- 
es it, as do all, from the village. 


In Hoffman Estates the situation is 


similar, although the village levies a 
property tax. Residents may pay to Dist. 
211, or to High School Dist 224; to either 
Hoffman Estates or Schaumburg park 
districts; to either Hoffman Estates or 
Palatine rural fire protection districts. 


One resident pays Hoffman Estates vil- 


lage taxes, Schaumburg park taxes, Pal- 
atine fire and high school taxes. 


Is it any wonder a Hoffman Estates 


resident recently told the village board 
he had lived in the community two 
years, all the time believing he resided 
in the Village of Palatine? 


High Court 
Refuses To 
Hear Appeal 


The Illinois Supreme Court refused to 


hear the appeal by the League of Women 
Voters from three Northwest suburban 
townships yesterday, contending thcra 
wasn't enough time remaining for a de- 
cision before Tuesday's election. 


A last-ditch effort to get a referendum 


abolishing township government on Tues- 
day's ballot will be made tomorrow 
morning In the Illinois Appellate Court. 


Attorneys for the LWV and Maine, 


Nllcs and Palatine townships were noti- 
fied by the Supreme Court order early 
yesterday. The court's statement read: 


"It Is hereby ordered that, as there Is 


not adequate time to permit a thorough 
examination by this court of the many 
and complex Issues presented In this 
cause prior to Nov. 7,1072, the motion be 
and Is hereby denied." 


The appeal to the state high court 


camo last week after a circuit court 
Judge dismissed the case on a township 
motion. The winning argument In that 
hearing claimed that the state deadline 
for publication of an election notice had 
already passed, and holding the election 
would consequently be illegal. 


COURT ACTION started in late Sep- 


tember, after Palatine Township auditors 
refused to allow the referendum because 
no government body was legally desig- 
nated to take over township functions If 
It was defeated at the polls. 


LWV Atty. Richard J. Troy will enter 


an emergency relief appeal before three 
Appellate Court Judges tomorrow. 


That hearing will supposedly get to the 


heart of the matter, Troy said, and he Is 
hoping for some Immediate action. 


"If they don't do it Friday, everybody 


Is k i d d i n g everybody else," Troy 
claimed. 


Voter petitions requesting the referen- 


dum were submitted to officials in the 
three townships in August. The LWV law- 
suit claims that those officials arc de- 
nying the rights of the voters by keeping 
the referendum off the ballot. 


Abolishing township governments is n 


statewide LWV cause. Members of the 
organization say that township rule is 
costly and Inefficient, since ether govern- 
ment bodies arc duplicating some of 
their services. 


PETITION DRIVES challenging the 


area townships were the first in Illinois 
s i n c e 1070 constitutional revisions 
allowed voters In each township to decide 
if they wanted to keep their township 
government. 


At a recent Township Officials of Illi- 


nois convention, Executive Director Troy 
A. Host told the group that township gov- 
ernment Is "government of the people, 
functioning close to home, whereas big 
government Is not only remote and aloof, 
but always has been Increasingly top- 
heavy, bureaucratic and expensive. It is 
costing the people much more money 
than It Is worth."

"Science? I don't know. Am I doing 


science? This is just a mobile I made," 
said Craig Taylor. 


Craig and his classmates, a first gra- 


der in Diane Slmones class at Dooley 
Elementary School, Schaumburg, talked 
about a recent class project, mobile con- 
struction and balancing. 


Although the youngsters were not 


aware of it, the balancing unit they just 
completed is a part of fourth and fifth 
grade science curriculum. 


Craig explained that balancing the mo- 


bile he made was tricky. "But if you just 
look at the pieces and figure out which 
ones are heavier you can tell they need 
less of the balancing stick," said Craig. 


"You just have to do it and pretty soon 


you find how it works best," said the 
youngster. 


THIS ATTITUDE aptly describes Miss 


Simones' first grade science instruction 
approach. 


"Doing oriented," is the teacher's de- 


scription of her students. She believes 
that self discovery and doing an ex- 
periment instead of being told how it 
works better teaches a student.

The Rev. Quentin Goodrich came to 


Elk Grove Village's Community Service 
when the agency was leaving its in- 
fancy. He is leaving now as the agency is 
coming Into maturity. 


The four yean Goodrich has been a 


member of the Community Service 
Board of Directors have included "an 
awful lot of crises, things that have to 
happen to a blossoming organization." 


Rev. Goodrich was appointed to the 


board of directors of Community Service 
in October, 19M. From June. 1969, to 
May. 1370, he was secretary of the 
board. He was then elected chairman of 
the board. 


LAST MONTH Rev. Goodrich sub- 


milled his resignation as chairman and 
member of the board because he is leav- 
ing his Job as director of planning for the 
Chicago Lutheran Welfare Service Agen- 
cy to become executive director of the 
Lutheran Welfare Agency in Tncoma. 
Wash. Marilyn Qulnn, a five-year mem- 
ber of the board, was elected to finish 
Goodrlch'ii uncxpircd term as chairman. 
She will serve until April. 


Community Service provides mental 


health care and counseling service to 
residents. The village started the agency 
In 1966 under a three-year pilot program, 
funded by the village. YMCA and Hull 
House In Chicago. 


Rev. Goodrich became a member of 


the Community Service Board near the 
end of the pilot program. 


When the pilot program ended In mid- 


1969, the board wanted to make Commu- 
nity Service on independent organization, 


said Rev. Goodrich. 


The board wanted control over the hir- 


ing of personnel and turned to the village 
as the chief source of funds. 


ONE OF THE first acts by the board, 


after the village assumed principal fund- 
ing of Community Service, was the hir- 
ing of a new executive director, Tom 
Smith. 


"Tom Smith was an unfortunate 


choice," said Rev. Goodrich. "He imme- 
diately got himself into hot water and 
wa« seldom out of hot water." 


"Basically, Tom was an idea man, but 


a poor Implcmcntor. He couldn't decide 
what was really practical," said Rev. 
Goodrich. 


"Tom was also insensitive as executive 


director. Part of on executive director's 
role is to act as a buffer between the 
establishment which supplies Community 
Service's funding and the clients, many 
of whom are youths who are anti-estab- 
lishment," according to Rev. Goodrich. 


The problems with Smith finally led to 


a confrontation between Community Ser- 
vice and the village trustees. 


"I got a phone call one night at 11 


o'clock from the trustees," said Rev. 
Goodrich. "They wonted me to come 
down to the village municipal building 


and talk about Community Service." 
According to Rev. Goodrich, Village 


Mgr. Charles Willis had stopped by at the 
Community Service office at the Park'N 
Shop Center and found the place a sham- 
bles. He reported the situation to the vil- 
lage board. 


"The trustees were livid," said Rev.

up with a copy of the original Con- 
federate half-dollar reverse described in 
an earlier column. Collectors of colonial 
and ClvlJ War memorabilia have tried 
(or yean to obtain reasonable reproduc- 
tions of this rcvcr.sc but it has been a 
long time in coming. 


After the Louisiana troops of the Con- 


federacy captured the United Stales Mint 
at New Orleans, the cabinet proceeded to 
plan various issues and denominations to 
comprise an entirely new system of cur- 
rency. Each piece was to bear the re- 
verse device shown on the left with an 
appropriate obverse to be designed at a 
later date. 


Only four specimens were struck with 


this device, using the regular seated Lib- 
erty deiign as it appeared on the United 
States half-dollar. These pieces today are 
valued at from $40.000 to $00,000 each. 
But as was pointed out in a previous 
writing, the four originals were duly dis- 
tributed to Vll's in the Confederacy and 
It is highly improbiiblc they will ever be 
available to collectors at any price. 


THE ItKVKItSK nf this particular coin, 


as illustrated, is a reproduction of the 
Great Seal of the Confederacy designed 
In England by a Mr. Harvey and engrav- 
ed In silver by a noted artisan of the day, 
Joseph S. Wyon, a member of the Royal 
Academy.

The date "February 22, 1862," 
was the day Jefferson Davis was in- 
augurated as the first president of the 
Confederate States of America. 


Upon Its completion, the Great Seal 


was placed in the personal trust of a

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The Doctor Says 
Questions Surgery For 89-Year-Old 


by LAWRENCE LAMB, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — My father has an 


aortic aneurysm and has had it for about 
eight years. However, now it is getting 
bigger and our family doctor suggests an 
operation with a graft He is 89 years old 
and I don't know whether the family 
should encourage the operation or not. I, 
being the son with power of attorney to 
handle all legal matters, seem to be left 
with the decision. Would you please com- 
ment on this for me? He is in pretty good 
health other than hypertension and also 
he is taking digitalis tablets four times a 
week. 


Dear Reader — An aneurysm of the 


aorta is caused by a weakness in the 
wall of the aorta which allows it to bal- 
loon out like a weak spot docs on an in- 
ner tube only usually in these cases the 
area involved is much larger than that 
you might see on the inner tube. The real 
danger of course is that the dilated part 
of the weakened wall or the aneurysm 
may blow out or rupture. When it starts 
getting larter, if it is going to be oper- 
ated on, that is the time it should be 
done. 


Many of these that involve replacing a 


section of the aorta in the abdomen can 
be done with a limited amount of risk. If 
the section to be replaced is in the chest, 
the operation is more difficult and car- 
ries a higher risk. The synthetic material 
that is used for a graft works very well 
and in fact in time a new lining grows 
Inside of it just like the lining in the or- 
dinary aorta. 


It is not possible for me to tell you 


whether it is wise to operate or not be- 
cause I don't know that much about the 
rest of the medical condition of your fa- 
ther. There is a point, however, when 
one has very little to gain by waiting. If 
the likelihood is that a rupture of the 
ancursym is going to occur relatively 
soon and nothing is done, once it rup- 
tures there is only one possible outcome. 
So, even when there is a reasonably high 
risk involved because of the age and 


health problems, it is still sometimes in- 
dicated. 


THIS MUST be balanced against the 


probability of operative success. Some- 
times In people your father's age the 
aorta has undergone so much change 
that it can't be operated upon successful- 
ly. The aorta may be so hard from calci- 
fication and associated change that it is 
very brittle. Such an aorta is sometimes 
called a "glass aorta" and it shatters on 
attempted incision and it is impossible to 
suture successfully. 


I would suggest that you go along with 


your family doctor's suggestion, at least 
to the point of having your father re- 
ferred to a large medical center where 


operations of this nature are done rather 
frequently. To be certain to get the best 
team effort, I would suggest that he be 
referred to a medical cardiologist, not 
directly to a surgeon. 


The medical cardiologist will need to 


evaluate some of the problems I have 
mentioned in judging whether your fa- 
ther is a candidate for surgery, but I 
must urge you to proceed as rapidly as 
possible to obtain a decision because of 
your comment about the aneurysm get- 
ting larger.

There is a common Uctic of many poli- 


ticians who seem destined to go down to 
dvfeat in November, when the polls show 
them at the very bottom and their oppo- 
nents refuse to make mistakes. 


They continually beg for the chance to 


lock horns, to come face-to-face with 
their adversary, to show him for what he 
really is: two-faced, backed by undesi- 
rable, scheming, influence-peddling con- 
«lomcratcs and really not the man his 
campaign literature and public pro- 
nouncements mako him out to be. 


They constantly carp at their suppo- 


sedly untouchable foe. twisting questions 
iitKxit the Issues until they have begun to 
hammer away at the man they're battl- 
ing. Again and again they try to dent his 
armnr. praying their opponent 
will 


crack, will respond to the attacks and 
make a move that will prove fatal. 


It Is just such a move that Roman Pu- 


cinski has been praying for. 


UKMOCItATIC Congressman Pucinski 


of Chicago's Uth Dl.it. has taken the un- 
<!erdog'* approach In his effort to unseat 
incumbent Republican Sen. Charles Per- 
cy. 


He has repeatedly chlded Percy to de- 


bate him, has asked that he be able to 
interrogate Percy about who Is financing 
his campaign and for what reasons and 
hat challenged Percy to explain and clar- 
ify his positions on major Issues which, 
I'uclnskl said, Percy lies about.

Pucinski considers

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Dr. Edward 


E. David Jr., President Nixon's chief sci- 
ence advLw, told Congress last month 
that nuclear power offered our best fu- 
ture energy potential. 


But that was before the November Is- 


sue of Harper's magazine was published. 


If Dr. David obtains a copy and reads 


an article titled "Love Among tho Cab- 
bages," It may cause him to revise his 
thinking. 


Specifically, he may conclude that our 


best future energy source Is green pea 
power. 


According to Harper's, scientists the 


world over arc becoming convinced 
"that plants have emotions similar to 
those of human beings, that they respond 
to affection, and that they can be adapt- 
ed to tho service of mankind." 


AMONG TUB KVIDENCE the maga- 


zine cited In support of this theory was 
an experiment conducted by Sir Jagldis 
Chundor BOM, the eminent Indian physi- 
ologist. 


"With a galvanometer, Dose dis- 


covered that plants go through a death 
spasm similar to tho death throes of ani- 
mals," It said. "At the moment of death, 
intense excitation Is produced in a plant 
together with a powerful discharge of 
electricity. 


"Placing clcctordcs In the center and 


on the periphery of an ordinary green 
pea at the moment of its death, Bose reg- 
istered a discharge of half a volt. 


"If 500 pairs of half peas were wired In 


series, said Bose, the electric discharge 
at the moment of their killing would 
amount to 500 volts..." 


At the time of the experiment, appar- 


ently, Base's findings were not consid- 
ered significant. But at that time, the 
world wasn't facing an energy crisis. 


Now, with the supply of oil, coal and 


other natural fuels rapidly shrinking, we 
must develop new power sources. 


Admittedly, pea power at its present 


stage is inefficient. Wiring 500 pairs of 
half peas together Is entirely too tedious 
and cumbersome a generating process to 
make It commercially feasible. 


IN TIME, HOWEVER, I'm sure plant 


geneticists could breed a high voltage 
pea that would be both economical and 
more convenient than nuclear power. 


Producing electricity by splitting the 


atom, as David proposes, has several 
drawbacks. For one thing, the disposal of 
radioactive waste material is becoming a 
bit hairy. 


But should we derive our electricity 


from splitting green peas, the disposal 
problem would bo eliminated. For then 
the residue could bo converted to split 
pea soup.

out newsletters. The Garth decision 
would halt these practices, which aro 
useful in reminding voters who represent 
them in the House and Senate. 


Congress has Its studios for taping ra- 


dio and television "reports" to them at a 
relatively low cost, with additional ex- 
penses paid from campaign committee 
funds. The stations can use these reports 
as they wish until an incumbent becomes 
an announced candidate for reelection 
and ineligible for free time. 


Money is channeled to Incumbents in

years going back to 1956, the number of 
Incumbent House members seeking re- 
election has ranged from 87.1 to 94.6 per

A Brookings Institution House election 


study, "Every Second Year," reported 
that "about as many members retire vol- 
untarily, or do not seek reelection for 
other reasons, as are actually defeated 
•t the polls." It also found that the num- 


ber of freshman members, replacing in- 
cumbents, exceeded 30 per cent in only 
four of the previous 33 congressional 
elections. 
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Richard Johnson's Trip With McGovern 
'Average American' Eyes Campaign

Flnt of Three ParU 


September 5,1972 began a week in my 


life that I will never forget At 1 p.m. I 
boarded a DC 10 at O'Hare Field and 
was on my way to Los Angeles to Join 
Senator McCovern and his campaign 
party for approximately one week. 


A.1 the plane rolls down the runway I 


begin to wonder — what is going to hap- 
pen? What, with all tho meeting of the 
press, talking with Senator McCovern, 
skipping throughout the country — what 
would all this bring — and what kind of 
impression will it leave me as a so called 
average voter from Hotting Meadows. 


I am to be a subject of an up-coming 


TV show which gives an average middle 
Income American an opportunity to de- 
scribe his views of what be sees and 
hears on a Presidential Campaign on a 
tour throughout the midweatern states 
and the northern part of this country. 


Tho plane is gaining speed now and I 


suddenly realize that the airplane fa now 
airborne — this Is o first for me having 
never been in a plane before save a Pi- 
per Cub 20 years ago. My stomach is a 
bit tense, as would be expected — and 
for those of you who have ever been on 
the Ilobs at Rivcrview in the old days of 
Chicago, you know exactly how I felt If 
you were climbing tho first hill. 


Tho music on the loudspeaker plays 


"Beautiful Ohio" as we proceed west en 
route to Los Angeles, where I will meet 
the team that will produce this show. I 
wan very excited just thinking of the tre- 
mendous opportunity that lies Just ahead. 
Tho captain announces that wo arc flying 
at 35,000 feet and cruising at approxi- 
mately GOO m.p.h. and as I look below I 
get my first glimpse of the Grand Can- 
yon — beautiful I 


We arc allowed, of course, to roam 


through the aircraft nnd I have an oppor- 
tunity to talk to some of the passengers 
telling them that very shortly, upon my 
arrival In Los Angeles, a team of camera 
men, sound men, news correspondents, 
and other people of the N-Pact group will 
bo awaiting my arrival. Wo land on 
schedule and again I wonder — Just what 
is going to happen when I get off the air- 
plane. 


AS I WALK through the ramp leading 


from the plane, being pushed along with 
tho crowd, I suddenly moke a left and in 
the arrival room I see many people 
among them some cameras and lighting 
equipment. I hear tho N-Pact news cor- 
respondent, Robin, announce to the crew 
that "there he is" — and immediately oil 
lights turned on and cameras are grind- 
ing. Robin greets mo with the usual 
"How was tho trip west" and "Did you 
enjoy It" — small talk. And as we move 
forward I can feel everyone Is wondering 
who I am? 


One elderly lady Just couldn't stand it 


any longer and tapped tho shoulder of 
our producer Bob, and asked, "Who Is 
that man?" Bob, looking as if he could 
hardly believe the question replied, 
"Why that's Richard Johnson" — and 
I ho woman, nodding knowingly said, 
"oooooh." I often wondered how she ex- 
plained who Richard Johnson was to her 
family that night • 


After picking up my luggage we pro- 


ceeded to two rented cars where Robin 
interviewed me regarding how I felt 
about the election up to this point and 
also a few Impressions that I had as to 
what was to happen during the week. 
This interview takes place in the car as 
we go to our hotel. 


That evening, Senator McGovern was 


to give a short speech at the hotel, Hil- 
ton, however Bob decided it unwise for 
me to attend as he wanted mo to be 
fresh In the morning to attend a speech 
by tho senator as he addressed a group 
of rabbis. 


Since there was nothing scheduled for 


the remainder of the evening, Bob and I 
had dinner on the top floor of the Occi- 
dental Hotel overlooking the expansive 
city of Los Angeles. We returned at 
about It p.m. and went to bed to be 
ready for the busy days ahead. 


Day 2 


At 7 a.m. I was awakened by the hotel 


phono to let mo know that I must get 


(Early this yew. Richard Johtton of 


Roiling Meadows was selected by the Na- 
tional Public Affairs Center for Tele- 
vliloo to represent the average Ameri- 
can. The Johnson family became the sub- 
jfct of a television documentary dealing 
with the views of the middle class to- 
ward candidate! In the upcoming presi- 
dential election. And la September, John- 
ton toured the country on a campaign 
trip with Democratic presidential candi- 
date George McGovern. He recorded his 
Impreidons during the week-long tour, 
and today the Herald begins the tint in- 
stallment of memoirs written by Johnson 
shortly after he arrived home.) 
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going in order to meet the press and ob- 
tain all my credentials and passes. Sena- 
tor McGovern was to give a speech to a 
group of rabbis and this would be my 
first exposure to an actual presidential 
campaign speech. The room was packed 
with the rabbis, their wives and families 
and the press. As soon as the doors were 
closed, Senator McGovern entered. I lis- 
tened attentively as he discussed briefly 
tho problems of the Olympics as this was 
the day after several Israelis were killed 
by Arab fanatics. Senator McGovern 
placed the blame solely on the two coun- 
tries of Egypt and Lebanon. 


WHAT IMPRESSED me most at this 


meeting was how disorganized it was. It 
seemed that they invited more people 
than they could accommodate at the 
breakfast. However as I later describe 
this continual action as "disorganized or- 
ganization" things seem to be accom- 
plished. The senator finished in about 
half-an hour and then an answer and 
question period took place. After this I 
was interviewed by the N-Pact team re- 
laing to them my observations and im- 
pressions of tho speech. I was a bit up- 
set at tho loudncss of press row when 
Senator McGovern was speaking, how- 
ever, I found out later that this was not 
unusual. It seemed to me that a little 
moro courtesy could be given the senator 
as ho was speaking to the public . 


Shortly thereafter, wo all boarded 


chartered buses to take us down to the 
Los Angeles Convention Center to hear 
the senator speak to IAM workers. I was 
surprised when they seated me right be- 
low the podium where the senator was 
speaking and smiled at the fact that just 
prior to tho Senator speaking the con- 
vention had listened to tho opening 
speech by Ronald Reagan of California. 
After McGovcrn's speech a roll call was 
token by tho convention to see if they 
could get o majority to endorse Senator 
McGovern for President. However up to 
tho time wo had left, they were still de- 
bating tho issue and it seemed that the 
convention was split down the middle. 
After we left the convention hall, Robin 
again interviewed me on my reaction to 
what was going on. At this point I was 
utterly confused. First hearing one side 
of the coin and then the other, and to 
climax everything people at the con- 
vention were undecided on which way to 
turn. After some coffee and sandwiches 
wo returned by bus to the airport to take 
off to our next city that afternoon — San 
Diego, Calif. 


At the San Diego Airport we were to 


visit a Teladyne Plant of aerospace 
workers where Senator McGovern 'Was 
just to shako hands and have a general 


talk with the workers. It was here where 
I got close enough to the Senator to 
shake his band for the 1st time. This was 
a thrill for me. But a very unusual thing 
happened'just then. As I made an at- 
.tempt to get around to the other side of 
McGovern, to get closer to him, one of 
the Secret Service men grabbed my arm 
and held me back. I didn't understand 
what the problem was and the same 
thing happened again later. Finally the 
producer of the show, Bob, told me that 
the Secret Service did not like anybody 
to move fast around the senator, So, 
from, that point on, I did not move in a 
hurried fashion whatsoever. 


After our. Son Diego stop we boarded 


the charter United 727 and settled back 
to enjoy our usual drink to relax a bit as 
we headed for Dallas, Tex. The trip 
should take about 1% hours and was able 
to take some beautiful pictures of the 
mountains below. Ran into a little rain, 
but once above the clouds the sun is shin- 
ing brightly and it is a fantastic sight I 
have time now to take notes and write in 
my book and as I am doing this, the 
cameras are again grinding and it seems 
kind of a waste to film scenes like this. 


ONE OF THE unusual impressions 


that I had is noticing the vast amount of 
youth working with Senator McGovern 
on this campaign tour. I have just had a 
talk with one of the young ladies hi 
charge of making reservations through- 
out the cities visited during the tour and 
also keeping up with the releases and 
statements regarding speeches of the 
Senator. I am really impressed with the 
fact that being so young she had such a 
responsible job. 


Tho stewardess now comes and asks if 


we are interested in supper and if we 
care for another drink. This is the contin- 
ual pattern of service through the entire 
trip. (Think I'm betting spoiled.) During 
dinner, Bob mentions that they are using 
about 12 to 1 footage on the film which is 
just about average. He assures me that 
things ore going along fine. 


The pilot of the charter asks if any- 


body would be interested to see the plane 
fly from the captain's chair. Not wanting 
to pass up this opportunity, I gingerly 
went into the cockpit and was shocked to 
see that the plane truly files itself. There 
were four dials that were in an "on" po-

sition and an four people that were to be 
flying the airplane, a pilot, a co-pilot, 
flight engineer, and I don't know who the 
other fellow was, were just sitting there 
talking with each other. 


It's about 8:15 p.m. now and what a 


beautiful sight to see the "Big D" at 
night. After landtag on schedule we Im- 
mediately went to the Fairmont Hotel 
where Senator McGovern had a speech 
and rally. There was a Dixieland Band 
there and approximately 2,000 people — 
but the speech itself was rather dull. In 
fact a funny thing happened as I was 
s t a n d i n g under the podium where 
McGovern was speaking. The man next 
to me was reciting word for word the 
speech with Senator McGovern. After a 
couple of paragraphs, the man said 
something different than McGovern and 
said, 'Oh, the Senator goofed it up 
again." I asked the man if he was a 
writer for McGovern since he knew the 
speech so well, and he replied: ."No, he 
was just a regular press man —'after 
you hear as many speeches as I do, you 
begin to learn them by heart." 


The crowd here seemed quite cool to 


the senator's speech. As far as I could 
see, it seemed that again the* people lis- 
tening were split. 


As soon as we got to our hotel room we 


set up the cameras and lights for what 
we referred to as "the telephone scene." 
This was the scene where every night at 
all the hotels where I was staying, I 
would call my wife, Mary Ann back in 
Rolling Meadows to let her know what 
happened to us during the day. This con- 
versation was to be the narration for th6 
TV program. Finally, about midnight, we 
completed the call and it was quite inter- 
esting because Mary Ann didn't know we 
were also taping her voice too. After say- 
ing "goodnight" to everyone, I was told 
to get up at 7 a.m. for another full day 
on the campaign trail. (Tomorrow: A 
day in Texas and then through Illinois.)

Stamp Will Honor Pharmaceutical Association 


An 8 cent U.S. stamp honoring phar- 


macists will be taued Nov. 10 in Cincin- 
nati during the 12Xh anniversary ot the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. 


The horizontal stamp is a still life by 


Ken Davles of Madison, Conn. It depicts 
the Bowl of Hygela, the Greek goddess of 
health, a symbol associated with the 
pharmaceutical association. The mortar 
and pestle are symbols used by the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists. 


The familiar Rx used in medicine is 


the abbreviation for "Recipe" and the 
bottles shown on the stamp are of 19th 
century vintage. 


The stamp will be printed with two 


passes through the offset press: light and 
dark tan; reddish brown and blue, with 
black being applied by the Glori press. 
The print order is 135 million.

Charles Percy: 


Cutting Expenses Is His 'Meat And Potatoes'

Chuck 1'crcy never seems to forget 


lie s speaking to the public. 


Percy, who's burled his opponent, Ro- 


man Pucinski. at least in the polls, to 
date has every reason to sit back and 
enjoy the last few days of the campaign 
In reclaim his scat In the U.S. Senate. 


But Percy, prominently mentioned as 


the next Republican presidential candi- 
date, enters a newspaper interview and 
dominates It. His hands continue to ges- 
ture, as if he were speaking In a shop- 
ping center. His voice booms with self- 
assurance. 


He's got every reason to be idf-as- 


sured A few days ago, President Nixon 
came closer to ending the Vietnam War. 
His reaction: 


•TM OVKIUOYEI). (o eay the least. It 


has dominated my thoughts and those of 
my colleagues. A truly brilliant job has 
been done by the administration, equally 
creative as China and the position the 
Soviet Union has been placed in relation 
to us." 


Illinois' senior senator, ever since he 


first won the Senate scat from Paul 
Douglaj'ln 1D6G has been a moderate or 
"dovo" on the war, sees this country as 
having been caught between two posi- 
tions. 


The two arc the desire of the North 


Vietnamese to have a negotiated settle- 


The campaign takes in the whole 


length and breadth of the state and 
swirls around such topics as China 
and the economy and the war. The 
prize is a scat on the most presti- 
gious legislative floor in the world 
— the United States Senate. 


For Charles Percy winning the 


hght would mean a second term in 
the Senate and most certainly a 
chance for bigger offices in the 
years to come. 


For Cong. Roman Pucinski, win- 


nmg would mean leaving the House 
of Representatives but bringing his 
programs and ideas to a larger fo- 
rum. 


mcnt that would achieve what they had 
not been able to achieve militarily — and 
the Kennedy-Johnson position of not im- 
posing a Communist government on the 
South Vietnamese. A compromise has 
been reached, Percy says. 


He adds, "It's perfectly apparent we're 


not going to let Saigon set our foreign 
policy." The United States will partici- 
pate in the reconstruction of Vietnam, he 
adds. 


Also, the agreement guarantees that 


Hanoi won't "set a price" for the return 
of POW's. The entire agreement has 
l)een President Nixon's "first order of 
business" and those who assert the im- 
pending agreement Is on "election day 
effort" have no regard for truth and 
facts, Percy says. 


The Senator says, "You always have 


more unfinished than finished business," 
when asked if he felt he achieved all his 
goals for his first term of office. 


I'EUCY SAYS he took over Paul 


Douglas* unfinished agenda — truth-ln- 
lending, preservation of the Indiana 
dunes, labor matters and reducing oil 
depletion — and made it his "first order 
of business.'* 


"I've accomplished bills wo have In 


law that I didn't think would be pos- 
sible," he says. Implcmcntion and fund- 
ing of senior citizen housing, Social Se- 
curity and controlling the use of drugs, 
he cites, and says, "We busted for the 
first time the highway lobby and got 
funds for senior housing. Now we're go- 
ing to bust them (the highway trust 
fund) for mass transit." 


Greatest disappointment? The failure 


to set an expenditure ceiling for Presi- 
dent Nixon. 


Cutting expenses In his "meat and po- 


tatoes," says Percy. "I've done nothing 
but reduce taxes since I've been in the 
Senate," and he says he doesn't put in 
legislation for over-budget expenditures 
unless he can cut spending In a lower 
priority area. 


"I DONT SEE the day," when wo 


won't have a controlled economy, says 
Percy. "Wo may have the freest econo- 
my today we'll see in years." 


Power has been gravitating away from 


Congress since 1033, when Franklin D. 
Hoosevclt 
became President, Percy 


says, and presidential power reached its 
peak under Lyndon Johnson during ,the 
early years of the Vietnam War. 


Percy says "emphatically" there will 


never be another Vietnam War, and he 
hopes Congress can get back some of its 
agreement-making powers and have 
more voice in confirming some special 
assistants to the President. 


"There are more restraints placed on 


President Nixon than were placed on 
Johnson," says Percy, and there's a 
"strong mood to jealously guard the pre- 
rogatives of Congress." 


ON A LOCAL issue — a park site on 


the Nike base property in Arlington 
Heights — Percy says he's trying to find 
an alternative site for housing which 
would preempt use of the site for local 
purposes. 


Defining his relationship with the Pres- 


ident as "very good," he adds he's 
"blessed with friends" throughout the 
Nixon administration 


However, he says he's had "more 


strained relations" with others. "I said 
there are certain people in the White 
House staff that have no comprehension 
of the Congressional system." 


Percy soys he finds himself In agree- 


ment often with Sen. Adlal Stevenson III, 
"but we very much disagree on some is- 
sues," such as spending limits. "But wo 
have no difference of opinion on Illinois 
projects," he says. 


WATERGATE? "This Is a reprehen- 


sible act by those who engaged in it 
directly and those who had knowledge of 
it. It is a crime, punishable by the crimi- 
nal code," Percy says. 


People on the campaign trail haven't 


asked him much about Watergate — 
"only reporters," says Percy. He says 
people are cynical about government, 
but "I don't sec any more (corruption) 
and I don't sec any less (in government 
compared to business)." He says there 
have been no scandals in the FBI and 
there's generally less In the federal gov- 
ernment than in lower levels of govern- 
ment. 


Will Percy run for President In 1976? 


"I don't see it." 


PERCY SAID in 1968 he felt "in- 


competent" to run for President. How 
about now? 


"Oh, no. I've learned a good deal more 


about government. I would hope there 
would be someone else that would be 
more qualified, spent more years in gov- 
crnmcnt." 


But 1976 is two-thirds of a second Sena- 


torial term away. Right now, Charles 
Percy is working hard at winning reelec- 
tion as big as he can on Tuesday, Nov. 7.

Roman Pucinski: 


''A Senator Should Have The Guts To Take A Side' 


Roman Pupinski

Roman Pucinski sees a similarity be- 


tween the U.S. Senate seat for which he 
is campaigning and an earlier chair he 
filled, in the cockpit of a bomber over 
Japan during World War II. 


"You're flying instruments," said the 


Democrat, who now represents Illinois in 
the U.S. House. 


In Washington, D.C., a legislator is vot- 


ing on Issues, the full Impact of which 
may not be felt for some time. Pucinski 
believes it helps him to know what his 
electorate is thinking on those issues, to 
help Improve instrument accuracy. 


A man who consistently votes accord- 


ing to the views of his constituents, Pu- 
cinski said "That's what representative 
government is all about. I go to great 
pains to obtain the feelings of my con- 
stitutency." 


HE NOTED AN annual questionnaire 


he sends to home district residents, 
which seeks data on the age group and 
sex of each person who responds, as well 
as thoughts on national issues. 


"But in some areas, the constituency is 


not expected to have ail the facts," he 
said. When that happens, "I go ahead 
and vote my best judgment," but then he 
goes home, to tell the public his reasons, 
he said. He may have to do this in the 
Senate, he said, because "It's impossible- 
to get any kind of a consensus in a state 
like Illinois." 


Pucinski agreed to that extent with the 


assessment of his record in Ralph Na- 
der's report on Congress. But in other 
areas, said Pucinski, the report was not 
correct. 


"I have a 100 per cent civil rights vot- 


ing record in a district where that kind 
of record Is a liability. Yet reading the 
Nader report you get the feeling Roman 
Pucinski is Insensitive to 
minority 


groups." 


PUCINSKI NOTED he lives in an in- 


tegrated neighborhood in Washington, 
D.C., and his children have attended in- 
tegrated schools all their lives. His oppo- 
nent, Charles Percy, lives in "lily-white 
Georgetown," Pucinski says. 


The Nader report "carefully shields 


Percy, and tries to put Pucinski in a 
•dubious light," said the Senate hopeful. 


Accusing Percy of "working both sides 


of the street," Pucinski said he believes 
"a Senator ought to have the guts to take 
a side." He claimed Percy voted against 
revenue sharing, but "has said he's al- 
ways been for it." Percy also "did ev- 
erything he could to scuttle" it attaching 
a rider requiring civil treatment of emi- 
grants from Russia to the bill granting it 


$750 million in credit for. wheat pur- 
chases. Percy's resistance 
stemmed 


from his friendships with insiders who 
benefited from the Russian wheat deal, 
and who would have been ruined If it had 
collapsed because of the rider, Pucinski 
claims. 


Some of those insiders have contrib- 


uted to Percy's campaign, he charged. 


PUCINSKI SAID he is giving up his 


comfortable seat as a 14-year Congress- 
man to run against Percy because, "I 
don't think Chuck Percy has done a good 
job." He noted Illinois ranks fourth of 
states contributing federal revenue, and 
47th in receiving funds back. 


Another factor is what Pucinski sees 


as a fantastic future for the U.S., with a 
gross national product reaching $2 tril- 
lion in the next 100 months, he predicted. 
The future also will bring great prob- 
lems, he said, citing mass trans- 
portation. 


Pucinski proposed a transit system 


with jitney buses collecting passengers 
at the ring of a telephone, delivering 
them to train stations, and taking them 
from the end of the line to their destina- 
tion. "I want to get the cars off the 
roads," he said. 


Development of mass transit systems 


can come with the federal government 
providing the "startup money," said Pu- 
cinski. But he voted against diverting 
federal highway funds for mass transit, 
hoping instead for a full scale com- 
mitment, he said. 


"I'D LIKE TO SEE a five-county in- 


tegrated transit system, so that we can 
move people very quickly. I would hope 
we could do it privately, but I don't see it 
that way," he said. 


Existing public transportation Is not 


working because it is inefficient, said Pu- 
cinski, but commuters could be per- 
suaded to use an effective one, which 
could be quasi-private. 


Enormous problems will rise in the 


areas of housing and education, partially 
because the average worker will change 
job skills five to seven tunes during his 
wage earning years, said Pucinski. Edu- 
cation will have to be continuous, and 
available through home study. 


Financing education will become - a 


partnership, proposed Pucinski, with the 
federal government assuming.one-third, 
and the state paying most of the rest. 
State money would be obtained from 
what now is spent on welfare, and wel- 
fare would become a function of federal 
government, he said. This would elimi- 
nate moves by recipients from one state 
to another to obtain the highest welfare 


payment level. Federal funds would re- 
sult naturally from the anticipated eco- 
nomic growth. 


AND THE EDUCATION system itself 


should be restructured, to "give career 
education the same value we give college 
preparation," Pucinski said. He would 
drop the basic curriculum, and replace it 
with a system training every high school 
graduate hi a marketable skill, as well 
as preparing him for college. 


Because industry will find itself faced 


with a 52 per cent female employe mar- 
ket, said Pucinski, "we also have to de- 
velop a huge network of day care cen- 
ters." This will allow women to take jobs 
"industry- will look attractive to them at 
a time when homemaking itself is be- 
coming a very complicated service." 


Another idea Pucinski cited as an ex- 


ample of "creative legislation" he would 
introduce, is a national system of volun- 
teers, whereby doctors, teachers and oth- 
er professionals would donate their ser- 
vices where needed, in exchange for a 
tax write-off of the time they spend. 


If elected, Pucinski hopes to serve on 


Senate education and agricultural com- 
mittees, noting "we put farm area Sena- 
tors on the agriculture committee and it's 
incredible the bad legislation they put 
out." 


SPEAKING BEFORE last week's an- 


nouncements on Vietnam Peace negotia- 
tions, Pucinski said, "If we agree to a 
coalition government, I'll be deeply dis- 
appointed. 
One-hundrcd-eighty-mlllion 


people are behind the Iron Curtain today, 
and they got there through coalition gov- 
ernments. A coalition government, we 
could have had 10 years ago." 


Pucinski favored pulling out of In- 


dochina, but giving South Vietnam, "the 
sinews they need for their own defense." 
He noted he has been called not just a 
hawk, but "a falcon" earlier in the war, 
but said the war has changed. 


The Eagleton and Watergate affairs 


also were hi Pucinski's thoughts. Eagle- 
ton should have told McGovern about his 
history of depression, Pucinski said. His 
ouster from the ticket was "unfortunate" 
but necessary, to focus attention to other 
campaign issues, he said. 


"The thing that distresses me (about 


Watergate) is that I think the public is 
not concerned. What worries me is the 
absence of outrage by the American 
people," he said. Pucinski cited polls 
showing 30 per cent of the people no 
longer believe in America, and are will- 
tog to repeal the Bill of Rights. 


"Can democracy survive, or are the 


American people becoming impatient 
with democracy?" he asked.

Plan Survey On Housing Attitudes 


A survey to determine the attitudes of 


suburbanites towards the Hods of hous- 
ing In their communities will begin in 
about two weeks, according to North- 
western University officials conducting 
the poll.

of the Leadership Council for Metropoli- 
tan Open Communities, a private agen- 
cy. Currently a 12-mayor steering com- 
mittee of that agency is working to form 
a voluntary low and moderate-income 
bousing plan for some 250 Chicago sub- 
urbs. The group has been receiving tech-

citizens about bousing," said Jack Pahl, 
NIPC commissioner and former Elk 
Grove Village mayor. Pahl originated 
the idea for the voluntary housing plan.

NIPC Eyes Land Purchase Proposal 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


A proposal that various governmental 


agencies buy up vacant land in the flood 
plain to safeguard against future flooding 
is being considered by the Northeastern 
Illinois Planning Commission (NIPC). 


The proposal for new regional policies 


on wetland and flood plain management 
was presented to the NIPC planning 
committee yesterday by Larry Christ- 
mas, NIPC assistant director. 


The plan will be the subject of a joint 


meeting of the NIPC planning committee 
and its intergovernmental relations com- 
mittee. Christmas said the new proposal 
to keep vacant flood plain areas undevel- 
oped is the NIPC response to requests 
for help from various communities in 
northeastern Illinois. 


Ho said NIPC offices had been 


"flooded" with requests for help because 
of the heavy rains that caused flooding 
during the past summer. 


Christmas said 25 per cent of the land 


NIPC has suggested be retained as open 
space is in the flood plain. He said the 
regional open space plan includes an es- 
timated 40,000 acres of flood plain lands 
that are proposed for park or forest pre- 
serve use. 


CHRISTMAS POINTED out NIPC also 


has a model flood plain ordinance and 
keeps atlases of record floods, but he 
ing. 
said that is not enough to combat flood- 
Ing. 


Ho said the organization should place 


"new emphasis on the desire to protect 
flood plains." 


Christmas cited the plan to build a 


large retention reservoir in Busse Woods 
Forest Preserve as part of the Salt 
Creek Watershed work plan. 


He said similar open space should be 


owned by park or forest preserve dis- 
tricts In other watershed basins. 


"The total Salt Creek work plan will 


cost $26 million to complete," Christmas 
sold, "not counting the value of the land 
in Busse Woods being used for the reser- 
voir." 


All of the flood plain within the Upper 


Salt Creek Watershed could have been 
purchased 25 years ago for $1 million he 
said. The $26 million program of reser- 
voirs, channelization, and flood plain 
laws would not be needed today If all the 
vacant flood plains had been purchased 
then, Christmas said. 


Ho pointed out, however, that the $36 


million work plan is still a bargain today 
.because Busse Woods was retained as 
open space and is available for the reser- 
voir. 


If Busse Woods had been an urbanized 


area, the problem of coping with flooding 
in the watershed would be more difficult, 
he said. 


"Salt Creek teaches us a lesson. It was 


helpful there was a major regional open 
space (Busse Woods) there to be used. 


IT WOULD HAVE been more costly 


and severe if it had not been there," he 
said. 


In addition to the Busse Woods land, 


there are several other parcels of flood 
plain land in the Upper Salt Creek Wa- 
tershed which should be retained as open 
space Christmas said. One area on our 
NIPC map of the watershed suggested 
for preservation of open space is directly 
west and northwest of Woodfield. 


Christmas said with federal and state 


help it will be economically feasible to 
keep the flood plain open. 


He said park districts or counties 


would probably havo to provide the local 
share of land acquisition costs. 


In the Salt Creek Watershed, for ex- 


ample, he said the 600 acres of flood 
plain to be kept open could be purchased 
by local park districts if they issued the 
maximum amount of bonds they are 
allowed under state law. 


Christmas based his figures on an esti- 


mated land cost of $10,000 per acre for 
the flood plain land. Ho said he expected 
work plans similar to the Salt Creek one

The idea behind the 
program is for suburbs to work out a 
voluntary program before it is forced 
upon them by the courts, Pahl said. A 
lawsuit has been filed by the American 
Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) that would 
require the distribution of 60,000 low-in- 
come housing units on a "fair-share" 
basis throughout the Chicago area.

Weeds Aren't 
All THAT Bad 


Covers A Multitude Of Sins 


This doesn't seem the time of the 


year to talk about mowing road- 
sides, but the subject jumped back 
into public attention with an- 
nouncement that the state has re- 
fused to pay $250,000 to two 
companies .accused of fradulent 
mowing work claims. 


Atty. Gen. William J. Scott an- 


nounced that contracts were being 
voided with the two Chicago com- 
panies, who apparently billed the 
state for work never done on miles 
of state routes and expressways in 
Cook, Lake, DuPagc and Will coun- 
ties. 


That seems to be a satisfactory 


end to another sad case of the tax- 
paver getting taken, and the state 
should be commended for getting it 
straightened out — though it's 
regrettable that the mess arose in 
the first place. 


The cose brings to mind another 


thought: Why bother with mowing 
along the roadsides at all? 


It's a ritual that's been per- 


formed for years in Illinois and 
many other states, involving thou- 
sands of hours of work along thou- 


sands of miles of roads every sum- 
mer — costing the state millions of 
dollars. 


But is it really necessary? 
Some states — among them 


neighboring Iowa — have taken a 
more serious look at the practice 
and concluded that there really 
aren't many sound reasons to keep 
roadsides manicured — except at 
intersections where visibility is a 
safety factor. 


Iowa quit the whole procedure on 


the grounds that there were better 
reasons to not cut — among them 
that weeds and wildflowcrs actual- 
ly can enhance a roadside's ap- 
pearance, and there's proven bene- 
fit to wildlife in heavily-tilled agri- 
cultural states. Roadsides left to go 
wild can provide valuable habitat 
for small animals, song birds and 
game birds like quail and phea- 
sants, and a test by Illinois' own 
conservation department proved it 
in Ford County, where shoulders 
were intentionally left uncut. 


We suggest that Illinois — in 


tightening procedures on mowing 
contracts — go the whole route and 
seriously consider abandoning the 
mowing altogether. 


Our Choices: County 


When the voters of Cook County 


go to the polls five days from now 
they will choose from among 14 
candidates to fill seven posts in the 
county government. 
' Those to be elected Nov. 7 in- 
clude the state's attorney, clerk of 
the Cook County Circuit Court, 
recorder of deeds, coroner and 
three trustees to the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District. 


Our previously announced choice 


in the state's attorney's race is Re- 
publican C. Bernard Carey. Carey, 
long experienced in professional 
law enforcement, will bring the ex- 
perience, integrity and philosophy 
to the office we have found lacking 
in the past. 


Despite his recent acquittal of 


criminal charges, we remain con- 
vinced Democrat Edward Hanra- 
han should be defeated because of 
his dismal record and because he 
is temperamentally unfit for the 
post. 


For two of the contended scats 


on the MSD Board of Trustees, we 
strongly support Republican Joan 
G. Anderson of Western Springs, 
and Democrat Joanne H. Alter of 
Chicago. 


Mrs. Anderson and Mrs. Alter 


are the only two of the six candi- 
dates who have campaigned ac- 
tively for the scats. Each has dem- 
onstrated her deep concern for the 
relationship and communication 
needed between the MSD and the 
taxpayers and for the problems the 
district faces in the future. 


For the third trustee we endorse 


the reelection of Republican Abe 
Elierman of Skokie. 
Although 


Elserman's incumbency has been 
largely undistinguished, be has the 
desirable experience and will as- 
sure suburban voters of some rep- 
resentation in the workings of the 
district 


The race for circuit court clerk is 


between Republican Robert Sklo- 
dowski of Northbrook and in- 
cumbent Democrat Matthew J. 


Danahcr. 


This choice is a difficult one for 


us to make. Sklodowski, an attor- 
ney, has promised to free the court 
clerk's office of patronage and sev- 
er the existing political relation- 
ship with Mayor Richard Daley. 
While some suburban voters may 
consider party label to be a critical 
critcrium, however, Sklodowski 
has not, in our opinion, demonstra- 
ted an overriding reason to unseat 
Danaher. 


The endorsement goes to the re- 


election of Matthew Danaher be- 
cause of the roles he played in es- 
tablishing a small claims court and 
a scofflaws court, his comput- 
erization of his office and his sup- 
port for increased court services in 
the suburbs. 


The contest for recorder of deeds 


is between Republican Lucy Reum, 
vice chairman of the legislative 
c o m m i 11 e e to the 1969 Con- 
stitutional Convention, and Sidney 
R. Olsen, a Democrat who has 
held the $25,000-a-year post for the 
past 12 years. 


The nature of the office of the 


recorder of deeds is such that it 
has very little direct relationship 
with the voters and the taxpayers. 
Nor does it need to. The office is 
primarily administrative and rare- 
ly issue-oriented. 


We have no strong preference be- 


tween the candidates, and because 
we feel the office should be ap- 
pointive rather than elective, we 
endorse neither candidate. We 
note, however, Mrs. Reum has 
demonstrated no compelling reason 
to unseat Olsen. 


The coroner's race this year — 


coupled with the referendum con- 
cerning abolishing the coroner's of- 
fice by 1976 — has become, in our 
opinion, critical to Cook County 
voters. For that reason, our candi- 
date endorsement and position on 
the referendum will be Included on 
the editorial page of Monday, Nov. 
6.

Ed Frank's Bombshell Misfires 


We are now five days from the end of 


the political campaign which has been 
going on, it seems, for about eight years. 


In the next few days, charges and 


countercharges should be sampled with 
extreme caution. 


There Is a tactic in politics which con- 


sists of continually attacking your oppo- 
nent, bringing out new charges with such 
frequency that while he is answering 
one, you arc out on the front page of the 
newspaper or on the 6 o'clock news with 
a brand new one. 
v 


The ultimate refinement in that tactic 


is the last-minute bombshell, dropped on 
the opponent in the last days of the cam- 
paign so that the voters have been in and 
out of the polling place before they ever 
hear the defense of it. 


Look out below between now and Tues- 


day. 


One charge which hardly ranks in the 


bombshell class was brought out this 
week by Ed Frank, Democratic challen- 
ger to U. S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-13th, seeking reelection in the new 12th 
Congressional District. 


Frank charged, according to United 


Press International, that Crane was in 
violation of laws governing the franking 
(free mail delivery) privilege of his of- 
fice. 


There are two curious things about the 


charge. 


One is that less than a week ago, 


Frank was charging Crane with a "mor- 
al," not a "legal" violation of the frank- 
ing law because he was using the ad- 
vantage of his incumbency to contact 
voters in new portions of his new district. 


Well, if what Crane says is correct — 


that the franking privilege is extended to 


new areas in which a congressman is 
seeking reelection after redistricting — 
then availing himself of the privilege 
seems about as "immoral" as taking an 
allowable tax deduction. 


The law seems clear that incumbent 


congressmen may frank mail sent to new 
portions of their reapportioned district. 
But, according to UPI, "Frank charged 
that Crane, the Republican incumbent, 
had violated laws about mailings by con- 
gressmen when he sent questions and let- 
ters into new areas of the rcdistrictcd 
12th (Congressional District)."

Dist. 59 Board Stand 'Surprising' 


Open letter to District 59 Board of Edu- 


cation: 


Your combined action of Oct. 16 and 


Oct. 18 was not only disappointing, but 
quite surprising to us, a group of parents 
concerned with Interscholastic athletics. 
(At present, 500 strong and growing.) We 
are really quite amazed, not because you 
refused to support our cause, but be- 
cause you have, in fact, misled John Q. 
Public all along. 


We directly questioned your Intent and 


understanding of the current implemen- 
tation, as compared with your original 
p o l i c y statement 
regarding 
inter- 


scholastic basketball, which has resulted 
in the program being de-emphasized: 
school teams are weakened by dividing 
the talent, practice time and coaching 
opportunities are restricted, volunteer 
faculty members are paid to officiate. 
Overall — interscholastics will take on 
the nature and procedures 
of in- 


tramurals. 


Your reply to us affirmed your in- 


tention for these things to happen as a 
result of the June 5 policy action. But 
this original action implied something 
very different. At least in the eyes of the 
average involved parent it spoke of im- 
provement, participation, instructional 
values, expansion, organization, and op- 
portunities. We would envison, as imple- 
mentation, an attention to quantltive and 
qualitative values, retaining the same 
basic structure. Surely, as our represen- 
tatives, you must have had a feel for our 
expectations? On the other hand, the su- 
perintendent and his four principals were 
attending to other values, best termed as 
'"Educational": The use of competition 
as a preparatory and instructional tool, 
the position and status of the less skilled, 
the effects of being a "mini-high school," 
the need for a closed structure in which 
to practice and control new theories. 


Administration is about to implement 


its ideas, and boasts an "improved pro- 
gram;" parents and community express 
opposition and cry out: "Destruction to 
traditional interscholastic athletics — the 
pendulum has gone too far;" and the 
board members are in the middle claim- 
ing: "We only make broad, general, 
vague policy statements" — end of re- 
sponsibility — go see administration, 
who replies: "Well this is our opinion of 
how to best implement the policy and 
that's the way it will be, sorry you're 
disappointed." Where does this leave the 
community who is supposed to "decide 
what the school system will do?" (Ref. 
Board Policy Manual) 


The division between community and 


administration is, clearly, one of value 
judgment. Both sides think that their re- 
spective proposals properly apply to the 
general policy and that the other is in 
error; and this makes the specifics of 
each side very significant In moving to a 
resolution. The board refuses to consider 
or judge the specific details of implemen- 
tation, claiming lack of specialty ex- 
pertise, although much specialized ath- 
letic/educator opinion has been directed 
to your attention. You sidestep the task 
of resolving which values best apply. De- 
cision making Is made simple: Whatever 
Lola wants, Lola gets (and watch out, 
"little man"). 


The signposts from the very beginning 


have read strong opposition, both profes- 
sional and parental, to the theories and 
procedures being implemented. The re- 
sultant proposals have been tuned to re- 
consideration and modification. Yet, you 
maintain a position that your past and 
present intention is to see administration 
implement its ideas, regardless. What 
.kind of responsiveness is this? Where is 
the democratic due process? Are other 
community concerns handled this way? 
In short, what the hell is going on? 


The core issue here is: Does the tradi- 


tional competitive atmosphere best serve 
the education of our youth? This is a 
matter of philosophy or policy and its 
consequences reach far beyond Jr. High 
School athletics, and you as a board have 
been aware of this fact from the start. 
No communication, either from Board or 


Administration, has addressed itself to 
the real Issues. Nothing has been said 
about what the students lose. Parents 
have had to dig out the facts and initiate 
an informational and survey procedure 
— isn't this a reverse approach? We re- 
fer you to 1.0, Educational Philosophy, of 
your policy manual: To foster informed 
leadership, dialogue with community 
must be candid and comprehensive; and 
to 5.0, New Programs: Since we are 
dealing with an "activity" subject cer- 
tainly supportative research would in- 
clude attitude imput from parents and 
students. 


We therefore conclude, that the com- 


munity has been misled and politically 
maneuvered by omission. We don't 
need this in our school system. If the 
community wants new philosophy they 
shall have it, but only by application of 
our present policy to effect a change.

prediction of what Nixon might da when 
Congress turns next year to the question 
of extending, replacing or revising the 
Agricultural Act of 1970, which is due to 
expire at the end of the 1973 crop season. 
But he pulled out all the verbal stops in 
echoing praise for the existing program 
voiced earlier by Nixon and Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz. 


"I'M SURE THE President recognizes, 


as do Butz and all of us that the 1970 act 
is unquestionably the most popular piece 
of farm legislation we've had in my life- 
time," Yeutter said. 


Democratic critics of the 1970 law con- 


tend the program is too loose to offer 
e f f e c t i v e protection against over- 
production and low prices for major 
crops like wheat and corn. The Demo- 
cratic platform flatly repudiates the 1970 
"set-aside" program and calls for new 
legislation which would raise farm in- 
come by imposing "effective supply 
management." 


Yeutter, however, claimed at a news 


conference that the set-aside program 
has "tremendous support" among farm- 
ers and is one of the reasons for the ad- 
ministration's excellent showing In re- 
cent farm belt polls. 


Under the program, farmers who want 


to qualify for federal price supports must 
first idle, or "set aside" a percentage of 
their cropland acreage which is set an- 
nually by the Agriculture Department. 
After that, the grower Is free within 
broad limits to choose his own acreage of 
individual crops.

Hospitals Hit By New Cost Squeeze 


by LEA TONKIN 


Hospitals are a popular whipping boy 


for the cost-conscious critics of the 
health care industry. It all started last 
year when the health services field was 
pegged by the administration as the most 
inflation-ridden segment of the American 
economy. 


Since that time, a raft of federal regu- 


lations nave added bundles of paperwork 
to the heavy load of the hospital adminis- 
trator and his staff and cut back on 
planned rate increases in many cases. 
This cost crunch is even more painful as 
hospital executives take the rap for high 
prices from the public and large users. 


That was the consensus at last week's 


annual convention of the Illinois Hospital 
Association, (IHA), held at Arlington 
Park Towers in Arlington Heights. New 
state and federal controls have had such 
a traumatic impact on Illinois hospitals 
over the post year that services have 
"actually been curtailed and standards 
of excellence threatened," read a policy 
statement adopted by the association last 
week. 


Economic viability, or how to succeed 


in the health care business despite the 
infringements of government controls, 
was chosen as the major issue for the 
coming year by some 1,000 participants. 


APPEARANCES CAN BE deceiving, 


however. Cadillacs abounded in the Tow- 
ers parking lot directly across from the 
association meeting rooms. Seldom could 


an observer of convention-goers find a 
gathering of such uniformly well-heeled 
appearance. 


This aura of affluence could be just a 


coverup for the financial woes being ex- 
perienced by hospital administrators. 
The problems created by government 
prodding for broader community service 
along with more efficient operation are 
putting a heavy strain on these execu- 
tives, they claim. 


"Ironically, the effect of this com- 


bination of controls has been most pun- 
ishing on those hospitals that have done 
the most to care for the poor, been the 
most venturesome in extending their 
community service commitments and 
have operated, because of a sense of al- 
truism of their boards, on the narrowest 
of margins," the association's policy 
statement says. 


Several sessions at the IHA centered 


on the problem of paying for new ser- 
vices. Consultant Richard L. Johnson, for 
example, warned the hospital adminis- 
trators of rushing headlong into new, 
costly, community service 
programs. 


Many of the ideas being put forth are 
"often superficial and sometimes smack- 
ing of self-interest," he said. Contending 
that the push for an expanded role for 
hospitals is more fluff than stuff, he said, 
"It is a gleam In the eye of the health 
planner, a hope in the mind of the bu- 
reaucrat and a desire by the third party

Northern Trust 
Optimistic On 
Inflation Curb 


If real Income continues to increase 


and labor cost increases continue to be 
moderate, the chances of refueling sharp 
inflationary pressures in 1973 may be 
less than feared, say economists at Chi- 
cago's Northern Trust Bank. 


In the first half of 1972, unit labor costs 


averaged only 2.5 per cent higher than a 
year ago — well below the 6 per cent • 7 
per cent increases of 1969-70. At the 
same time, real income — earnings ad- 
justed for inflation — has shown sharp 
improvement says Northern Trust's eco- 
nomic newsletter, "Business Comment.". 
The typical worker with three depend- 
ents is enjoying 4 per cent more purchas- 
ing power today than a year ago. 


These favorable trends may be diffi- 


cult to extend, however, cautions "Busi- 
ness Comment." Wage-price controls — 
if still in effect — are likely to meet a 
stern test next year as a heavy calendar 
of labor negotiations poses the threat of 
potentially inflationary wage agree- 
ments. Other inflationary pressures may 
result from the rapid pace of this year's 
recovery as stronger demand forces 
work to push prices upward. 


Nevertheless, Northern Trust econo- 


mists see considerable slack in the econ- 
omy — a factor which may slow the push 
of demand forces on prices. The overall 
economy operated 4.6 per cent below its 
potential in the second quarter of this 
year, with a substantial number of per- 
sons still unemployed and an operating 
rate in the nation's factories of only 77 
per cent. 


Northern Trust economists concede the 


presence of inflationary pressures, but 
see slack in the economy as a brake on 
these pressures. 


likely to respond to them. 


"If the new safety lights can prevent

Safety beacons have already been in- 


stalled on approximately one-third of the 
North Western's suburban locomotives 
and 64 cab cars.

According to Lenske, the railroad's 


suburban service chalks up 59,000 pas- 
senger tram runs per year carrying 25 
million riders. 


The North Western has credit for a 


number of safety firsts. It established the 
first railroad safety and accident pre- 
vention department in 1910 and helped 
popularize the slogan, Safety first It also 
introduced the first oscillating locomo- 
tive headlight on its line of "400" stream- 
liners in 1936.

payer, but unrealistic rhetoric to the hos- 
pital executive who is expected to trans- 
late these dreams into an efficient, well- 
run program." 


Neighborhood health centers,' health 


maintenance organizations and drug 
abuse units are among services being 
recommended. 


Incoming IHA Pres. John W. Rice, cit- 


ing a new rate review system as one 
source of financial relief, warned the 
membership of the continued need for 
vigilance of "the encroachment upon 
hospitals of government bureaucracy." 
He cited the Phase n regulations as 
proof of the need for this vigilance. "In- 
deed, these are some who feel that the 
program guidelines ore unduly, and per- 
haps, illegally, discriminatory against 
health care institutions," he said of the 
controls. 


A workshop session on industry's con- 


cern for health care costs brought out 
some of the feelings of frustration by the 
administrators hi their dealings with 
large users. Industry representatives 
presented their views, followed by a 
question-and-answer session. 


"YOU'RE PART OF the health care 


system — whether you like it or not, 
you're part of it," said one industry 
spokesman as he countered the "you 
can't beat the system" argument of one 
participant. The argument was launched 
by a round of "Don't nail the hospitals" 
for the high cost of health care testi- 
monials from participants. 


"We're doing a heck of a lot more than 


we're getting credit for," insisted out- 
going IHA Pres. Anthony Perry. Enthu- 
siastic applause from the hospital per- 
sonnel in attendance followed. Hospital 
care is encouraged in "the system," all 
agreed, rather than preventive care. 


Whatever the reasons, the result was 


rapidly rising costs, until the Phase II 
controls came along. As reported by 
James Delaney n, executive director of 
the Phase II Committee on Health Ser- 


vices Industry, the industry was more in- 
flationary than any other in the United 
States as of last fall. "Something bad to 
• be done" is his simple justification of the 
controls which followed in Phase n. 


Comprised of 21 persons representing 


various phases of the health services 
field, the committee is reaching its goal 
of reining in cost Increases for in- 
stitutional and non-institutional provi- 
ders. The only exception at this point is 
the dental care field, slated for some 
talks in the near future with Delaney's 
committee. Living within the 2.5 per cent 
increase guidelines is a possibility, he 
said. 


Delaney believes a coalition effort by 


private and government health care ex- 
perts will probably offer the best long- 
range program for curtailing health care 
costs. Alternatives would be an indefinite 
extension of Phase II controls, or a total 
cutoff in the regulations, he said.

squads getting the chance to sec how 
they stack up against the best of the 
best. They qualified with almost exactly 
the same point totals in the Harrington 
Sectional last Saturday, the Huskies get- 
ting second and the Demons third — the 
cutoff point. 


Independent runners alM making the 


trip and expected to figure prominently 
are Brian Powell and Damlan Archbold 
of Elk Grove, Arnle Jackson of Schaum- 
burg. Nell llaieman of Arlington and 
Chip Harbour of 
Maine West. They 


cracked the elite lineup by placing In the 
lop 10 of the Harrington meet, toughest 
sectional overall In the state. 


Hersey is a newcomer to the state fi- 


nals though Maine East has been there 
plenty of times before, including as 
champion in 1970. 


Demon coach John Coughlan sees his 


school's rich harrier tradition as a defi- 
nite plus Saturday. "The schools that 
usually do the best aro the ones that 
have been there before; that have the 
experience in a race with that kind of 
pressure," Coughlan commented. 


Hersey hopes this will not work against 


iL The Huskies have improved so quickly 
in rccen:: weeks that they figure to be a 
factor. Coach Larry Travis is cautious 
but optimistic. 


"If everybody on our team runs the 


way they can." he speculated, "and If 
there Isn't some team that comes out of 
nowhere — like Centralla last year when 
they finished second — then I think we 
can be at least In the top five or six. 


"Everyone has been helping out for us. 


Whenever we've had one guy drop back 
a little, somebody else always comes 
ahead to take his place. As a team we 
work together well." 


Since Hersey is such a young bunch, it 


Is appropriate that a sophomore has been 
their leader — Jay McCarthy. Several 
boys have taken turns grabbing the next 
spots for the Huskies. Their order in the 
sectional was Tom Burridge, Don Leidcr, 
John Jones, Chris Cooncy, Dave Jones 
and Ron Stephani. 


Gary Mnrshak has been even more im- 


pressive for Maine East. Sixth in the sec- 
tional, he is accompanied by Pat Moyer 
and Lloyd Spitzer, other key men who 
could place high. 


As strong as this area has been —

THINK DACK NOW .. .Haven't you 


chanted "We're No. 1!" at least once in 
your life? 


Seldom does a football game go by that 


you fall to hear this proud boast, espe- 
cially at games Involving St. Viator and 
Elk Grove. 


Depending on which of four polls you 


believe In, the St. Viator Lions arc rank- 
ed anywhere from first to fourth. Elk 
Grove's Grenadiers range on the rating 
scale between third and 10th. 


Some people hold their breath each 


week as they turn the pages to the poll 
story. Others read the stories but don't 
get too fired up. At least, that's what 
they say. 


Don Schnakc, Elk Grove's tow key 


head coach, admits to looking at the rat- 
ings. 


"I think everybody docs, sure," says 


Schnakc. "I think it's good for fan inter- 
cst. It doesn't prove anything. 


"We tell our kids It doesn't really 


mean anything literally. It's a way, I 
think, to get the school and community a 
little bit of publicity. I know that all my 
folks and relatives live in the southern 
part of the state. I know that they read 
those polls dawn there. 


"There Is an Elk Grove High School 


somewhere. I think It adds a little bit to 
school pride and community pride." 


St. Viator coach Jim Lync, more of an 


extrovert, agrees. 


"We're pretty excited about it over at 


St. Viator," says the Lions' coach. How- 
ever, the No. 1 state ranking hasn't 
changed the team's thinking. 


"We're more concerned about the ob- 


jective we set out for. Beginning with the 
opening practice, we set objectives In 
two categories — team and personal 
goals. I asked them what they thought 
they could do this year." 


The Lions answered — a perfect sea- 


son. That was their main goal and 
they're presently just three games away 
from fulfilling It. 


"What's really Important to us is 


achieving that goal of being unde- 
feated." says Lync. "It's more important 
than being ranked No. 1 or No. 3 or 
whatever. That's gravy. 


"I'm not trying to minimize it, believe 


me. Tho big thing is what It's doing to St. 
Viator. After all, not too many people 
know about St Viator and I'm sure quite 
a few people have beard about St Viator 
now, especially in the city of Chicago. 
Thai's a good thing for the school. 


"If that's (the 104 record) achieved 


and the people still think we're No. 1, 
fine. If not, we've still achieved our 
goal." 


The Grenadiers also set op a couple of 


goals, as Schnake explains: 


"We wanted to get into the Super 


BowL I think that's the goal of every- 
body (in the Mid-Suburban League). 
Once you get there, you wont to win It 


"We've date that (gained the Super 


Bowl berth) now. We've got a little 
streak going. That's a little bit of an in- 
centive to bear down and- see how long 
we can keep that going." 


One Chicago pollster suggested that 


the Herald promote a super deeper game

So, if the 
Grenadier school wasn't a member of the 
ISA, such a gamo could possibly be pro- 
moted. 


"I run Into a lot of people who say 


they'd like to see us play and say it's too 
bad and that type of thing," says 
Schnakc. "I couldn't compare ourselves 
with St Viator. We're In two different 
worlds and both are trying to do our 
best." 


"No, we're not even thinking of 


them," says Lyne of Elk Grove. "We've 
got our own schedule to play. We're just 
concentrating on our own schedule. 


"The only comment I heard somebody

WASHINGTON (UPI) - For the 48th 


time in 193 years, the American people 
on Nov. 7 will choose a small group of 
men and women to elect the next presi- 
dent of the United States. 


As all school children are supposed to 


know and some citizens remember, the 
United States does not elect its president 
directly. Instead, the chief executive is 
chosen by the indirect electoral system. 


There are 538 electorial votes — one for 


each Senator and member of the House 
of Representatives, plus three for the 
District of Columbia. One more than half 
— 270 electoral votes — is needed to win. 


Bach state gets two electoral votes for 


its two senators, plus one for each of its 
House members. New York for years 
had the largest electoral vote, but as a 
result of the 1970 census, California 
moved into the lead, with 45 electorial 
votes. New York now has 41. 


The entire electoral vote of a state is 


supposed to go to the presidential and 
vice presidential candidates who get the 
largest number of popular votes in that 
state in the general election. In some 
states, however, electors have balked at 
casting their votes for their party's offi- 
cial nominees and voted for others. This 
never has changed the outcome of a 
presidential election, but the fact that 
some states permit electors to exercise 


their own discretion has provoked criti- 
cism of the system and prompted propos- 
als to abolish or reform the electorial 
method. 


While some critics haw called for di- 


rect election of the president, the most 
seriously considered 
proposals 
have 


called for modifying the present system. 
Some would simply eliminate the slates 
of electors who cast the states' votes and 
automatically award the votes to the 
winning candidates. 


Others would permit division of a 


state's electoral votes according to the 
proportion of the popular "vote received 
by the candidates. Electoral reform or 
abolition would require amendment of 
the Constitution, and recent attempts to 
change the system have not even made it 
through Congress for submission to the 
state legislatures. 


This year, electors chosen in the Nov. 7 


balloting will meet Dec. 16 in the state 
capitals to cast their votes for president 
and vice president. These results will be 
sent to Washington and formally counted 
in a Joint session of Congress on Jan. 6, 
1973. Two weeks later, the winners de- 
clared then but actually known since 
Nov. 7 or 8 take their oaths of office on 
the steps of the Capitol. 


Nixon, McGovern Reveal Stands On Top Issues 


Editors Note: From Vietnam to Is- 


rael, welfare to bating, the Issues on 
which the Nov. 7 election will turn 
have become defined. Correspondent 
Elisabeth Whartoa capsullxes them 
In the following dispatch.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Here, in their 


own words where possible, arc the stands 
taken by President Nixon and Sen. 
George McGovern on the major Issues of 
the 1972 campaign: 


Foreign Policy 


Nixon: ."We have come a long 


way . . . on the road to ending the Viet- 
nam war and to improving relations with 
our adversaries. But these Initiatives will 
depend for their lasting meaning on our 
p e r s i s t e n c e In seeing them 
through . . . Wo will maintain a nuclear 
d e t e r r e n t adequate to meet any 
threat... Wo will help other nations 
develop the capability of defending them- 
selves. We will faithfully honor all of our 
treaty commitments. We will act to de- 
fend our Interests whenever and wher- 
ever they arc threatened any place In the 
world. But where our Interests or our 
treaty commitments aro not Involved our 
rolo will bo limited." 


McGovern: "America's new inter- 


nationalism in the *70s must follow sev- 
eral clear guidelines: First, it must be 
supported by a strong national defense 
but one free of waste . . . Second, it 
must look toward prudent relaxation of 
tension with potential adversary pow- 
ers ... 
Third, It must look to rccstab- 


llshmcnt of healthy economic and politi- 
cal relationships with our principal allies 
and trading partners In Europe, Japan, 
Canada and Latin America; Fourth, It 
must avoid the kind of reflexive Inter- 
vcnllonlsm (hat has foolishly involved us 
In the internal political affairs of other 
countries; Fifth, It must cfrrislon a world 
community with the capacity to resolve 
disputes among nations and to end the 
war between man and his own environ- 
ment; Sixth It must reassert America's 
rolo as a bcacon-nnd friend-to those mil- 
lions In the human family desperately 
striving to achieve the elemental human 
dignity which all men seek." 


Vietnam 


Nixon: Once all American prisoners 


are returned and an Internationally su- 
pervised cease-fire begins throughout In- 
dochina, all U.S. acts of force throughout 
Indochina will be halted and a total U.S. 
withdrawal In four months from Vietnam 
will begin 
"The United States will 


never agree to a settlement which would 
I m p o s e a Communist government, 
directly or indirectly, on the people of 
South Vietnam." 


McGovern: "I would order an imme- 


diate end to bombing raids . . . as my 
first act as president I also would order 
an end to all U.S. acts of force through- 
out Indochina and shipment of war sup- 
plies, and would start withdrawal of all 


American troops from Indochina to be 
completed within 90 days of inauguration 
day. I would then notify the Communists 
(hat we now expect them to release all 
American prloners of war and to account 
for the missing in action within the same 
90 day period, and that we will allow the 
Vietnamese people to work out their own 
political settlement." 


Amnesty 


Nixon: Amnesty only after all hostil- 


ities have ceased and all prisoners have 
been returned or accounted for, and then 
only alter a term of equivalent public 
service. 


McGovern: "... I would declare am- 


nesty for those men-who, on grounds of 
conscience, resisted the draft by going to 
jail or into exile." He would not declare 
a general amnesty for deserters. 


Defense 


Nixon: "Strong military defenses are 


not the enemy of peace, they are the 
guardian of peace. Our ability to build a 
stable and tranquil world . . . depends 
on our ability to negotiate from a posi- 
tion of strength." 


McGovern: "My recommendations for 


judicious cuts In the Defense Department 
budget totalling as much as $10 billion a 
year for the next three years would in- 
volve eliminating waste and fat. .." He 
would withdraw all U.S. forces from 
Asia, cut the size of the forces in Europe 
and eliminate some new weapons sys- 
tems. 


Environment 


Nixon: "Major 
legislative propos- 
als... still awaiting final action in- 
clude measures to regulate pesticides 
and toxic substances, to control noise 
pollution, to restrict dumping in the 
oceans, in coastal waters and In the 
Great Lakes, to create and regulate the 
siting of power plants, to control strip 
mining, and to help achieve other Impor- 
tant environmental goals ... The forces 
which threaten our environment will not 
watt while wo procrastinate." 


McGovern: The McGovern agenda 


would cost $3.5 billion a year and include 
full funding and enforcement of the wa- 
ter quality control act; a tenfold increase 
In the number of workplace inspectors; 
development' of tax incentives as a 
means of curbing industrial pollution; re- 
distribution of highway trust fund money 
away from highway construction and 
Into mass transit; regulation of stripmln- 
ing leading to a final phasing out; pas- 
sage of a bill giving citizens the right to 
police polluters, and the courts new pow- 
ers of review over federal agency deci- 
sions affecting the environment. 


Employment 


Nixon: "The economic picture will, I 


b e l i e v e , continue to grow bright- 
er ... We will push to Increase employ- 
ment through our programs for manpow- 
er training and public service employ- 
ment, through our efforts to expand for- 
eign markets, and through other in- 
itiatives." 


McGovern: The highest priority of my 


administration will be to ensure that ev- 
ery American able to work has a job to 
do ... Our goal will be full employ- 
ment. Where private enterprise is 
unable to do it, we'll either stimulate It 
by government action or we'll provide di- 
rect employment in needed services 
through the government." 


Taxes 


Nixon: Promised no new presldentially 


proposed taxes next year if Congress ap- 
proved the spending limitation of $250 
billion a year, but the Congress rejected 
the administration bill. Nixon also has 
supported continuation or increase in the 
oil depletion allowance. 


McGovern: "My 'Fair Share* tax pro- 


gram would eliminate special treatment 
of capital gains, now taxed at half the 
rate of other income. Money earned by 
money must be taxed at the same rate 
as money earned by workers." Other re- 
forms proposed include eliminating or 
reducing real estate tax shelters, de- 


pletion allowances, tax-free municipal 
bonds and special interest tax shelters, 
and increasing estate and gift taxes and 
taxation on foreign assets. 


Welfare 


Nixon: We are faced this year with the 


choice between the 'work ethic' that built 
this nation's character, and the new 'wel- 
fare ethic' that could cause the American 
character to weaken." He has said he 
intends to propose again the "family as- 
sistance program" which Congress failed 
to pass. In essence it would provide a 
guaranteed annual income of $2,400 for a 
family of four. 


McGovern: His revised welfare pro- 


gram includes liberalization of social se- 
curity to remove the aged poor from wel- 
fare; creation of public service jobs to 
provide employment for at least 1 million 
workers now on welfare; and a guaran- 
tee of $4,000 a year In cash and food 
stamps to a family of four which has no 
other income and no member able to 
work. 


Inflation 


Nixon: ."Inflation has been cut in half" 


under the new economic program of 1971. 
"Our program of wage and price con- 
trols Is working .. . When we achieve 
an end to the inflationary psychology, 
which developed hi the 1960s we will re-

on free market forces to determine 
wages and prices." 


McGovern: The fair wage-price policy 


I propose can work only as a part of an 
over-all change in the economic direction 
of America. The policy . .. would come 
into effect as the wasteful and highly in- 
flationary Vietnam War comes to an 
end." His inflation control plan would 
eliminate the Pay Board and Price Com- 
mission and give the president the au- 
thority instead to require rollbacks in ex- 
cessive wage or price boosts. 


Health 


Nixon: The proposed Health Insurance 


Act would require employers to provide 
health Insurance from available private 
companies for employes and to pay the 
entire costs. It also includes a family 
plan in which the government would fi- 
nance insurance for a family of four with 
an income below $3,000 a year. 


McGovern: "I propose instead a gov- 


ernment health Insurance program which 
would assure minimal care as a matter 
of right, not a matter of wealth. We must 
see that life and death, emergency treat- 
ment and long-term hospitalization, pre- 
ventive care and operative care, depend 
not on the size of the individual's bank 
account but on the state of his health."

average reaching 2,000, the difficulty 
being that it's "going there by way of 
500." Re did not set a date for the steep 
rise in this average. 


JANEWAY SAID be does not expect 


interest rates to drop' In the near future. 
The pressure will remain on stocks yield' 
Ing in the 6 per cent range, be said, as 
interest rates remain at 8 per cent level. 


The U.S. is set for a monumental 


change la money-using habits, the econo- 
mist said. He sees a shift of spending to 
the building and rebuilding of cities. 


On top of a suburbanization boom, 


Janeway said, the farm boom is also ac- 
celerating. This can mean a hefty profit 
for Investors in farm properties, he said, 
as the flight of money from Industry and 
cities reaches to outlying areas and bids 
up the price of land. 


As this trend continues, the highest 


prices will go for land in areas surround- 


ing well-planned municipalities — declar- 
ing a dividend for these efforts. 


BUILDERS WILL need to be married 


to financial institutions which can supply 
the capital to build complete cities in 
which to live and work, Janeway added. 


The government, "ingenious though it 


is, it's never found a way to print land," 
he continued. Janeway contrasts the lim- 
ited land supply with the enormous 
amounts of U.S. Treasury nonnegotiable 
notes, or "garbage," which were peddled 
overseas in the past year. 


On the subject of taxes, Janeway said 


the public Is being subjected to proposals 
by McGovera" economists (a policy of 
"permanent crisis") and the Nixon econ- 
omists (an "instant catastrophe" policy). 
Inflation is a hidden, recurring tax on all 
U.S. citizens, said Janeway, adding that 
a nonrecurring tax is a better alterna- 
tive.

Too many wooden chairs are relegated 


to the attic, tossed on the rubbish heap 
or broken up for kindling wood. 


Chairs that groan and squeak may be 


r'.uly to give out but that's no reason for 
tossing them away. 


Like anything else, catching the prob- 


lem right away keeps it from being a 
serious problem. You're ahead If you 
take the trouble to disassemble the chair 
and rcgluc all the pieces. 


Most people make the mistake of try- 


Ing to repair a chair with nails or 
screws. Not only is the result unsightly 
but you have set up a situation where the 
repaired joint may crack. 


Remove the loose rung and clean off 


all the old glue, using sandpaper to get it 
all off. The hole In tho leg must bo 
cleaned out also. A round flic or a knife 
can be used to scrape out hardened glue. 


A noon THICK to help remove hard- 


ened glue Is pouring a little vinegar in 
the hole. 


Sanding and scraping will make the fit 


even looser than before. To tighten the 
joint, cut n notch in the end of the rung 
and force a wooden wedge into the cut. 
This will expand the rung. 


You also can moke the fit tight by 


thickening the glue with a little sawdust. 
Do this if the rung Is still loose. 


Spread glue on both rungs and the in- 


ner surface of tho hole In the leg. Force 
the rung into place. Wipe off the excess 
glue that oozes out. Clamp or tic as tight 
as you can with rope or strong twine. 


A seat frame that comes loose can bo 


reinforced with metal comer braces or 
wood blocks. Just screw in place. 


Blocks arc neater. Just cut n triangu- 


lar piece of wood and fasten in the cor- 
ners with screws and wood glue. 


Chairs that seem to be loose all aver 


should be taken completely apart and re- 
assembled. Don't mix up parts from dif- 
ferent chain. They look alike but they've 
worn differently over the years. 


MARK THE PARTS from each chair 


with a number tape or other device so 
you can get the same chair back togeth- 
er again. 


Scats arc fastened with screws through 


glue blocks In the corners. Take the seat 
off first. It's easiest The rest of a good 
chair Is assembled with dowels. 


If the chair is old and pretty well dried 


out, you con force the chair apart with 
your hands. Keep the chair hi a warm, 
dry room a few days before you begin 
work. 


If it won't come apart by hand, use a 


mallet to tap tho pieces apart. Broken 
parts that are left hi holes should be 
drilled out. 


With the choir apart, clean and sand 


off all old glue. Replace broken dowels. 
Apply fresh glue and tap the pieces to- 
gether with a mallet if force is needed. 


Use a rope and a dowel tourniquet 


fashion for drawing the pieces together 
and holding them tight while the glue 
dries.

THE FUNDING of such a Shelter Care 


Is another ideation which the group real- 
ized would be a topic for discussion by 
the steering committee. Mrs. Fisler in- 
dicated that many grants are for two or 
three-year periods only, and she further 
indicated that the trend for financial aid 
is when several different communities or 
agencies band together to bring about a 
mutual service facility. 


The NSSCP will meet again today at 


•which time the steering committee will 
be formed; and another public meeting 
will be scheduled when the steering com- 
mittee has a plan of action ready. 


Those present on the evening of Oct. 25 


were encouraged to speak among their 
acquaintances about the program and to 
encourage any sources of funding both 
now and into the future. The steering 
committee size is expected to be between 
seven and 20 members with resource 
people available on occasion.

All of this is not to say that young

Every 37 seconds, a fire breaks out 


somewhere In the United States. Of these 
fires, approximately one in three dam- 
ages or destroys someone's borne. No 
matter what the season, fire can be a 
relentless enemy and you must be on 
guard. 


Here are some hints from experts in 


The Hartford Insurance Group's Junior 
Fire Marshal program, on bow to pre- 
vent fire In the home: 


1. Make youngsters promise not to play 


with matches and never to build a fire 
except under adult supervision. More 
than 27,000 fires each year are caused by 
children playing with matches. 


2. Look through your basement, attic 


and garage and get rid of old news- 
papers and other fire-kindling material. 


3. Moke sure any paint, varnish or oil 


stored in the garage or basement Is kept 
in tightly closed metal containers and 
away from the furnace. 


4. Get a yearly check-up on all heating 


equipment. Defective beating and cook- 
ing equipment causes one out of every 
three fires. 


5. Keep ashes from the fireplace or 


furnace in a covered, hole-free metal 
c o n t a i n e r and dispose of them 
frequently. 


6. Check to make sure any flammable 


liquids in the basement or garage are 
stored In safety-approved metal contain- 
ers. 


7. Have trash and rubbish burned only 


in a wire mesh or other suitable in- 
cinerator. 


8. Unplug the iron cord when the iron 


is not in use, even for a short time. 


9. Be sure that all mops are hung in a 


safe, well-ventilated place. Check to see 
that oily rags are either thrown out or 
kept in metal containers. Oily mops and 
rags can burst into flame all by them- 
selves. 


10. Check on all lamps and electrical 


appliances to make sure they are not 
frayed or worn. 


11. Make sure that all extension cords 


are in the open — not over hooks, under 
rugs, or through partitions or doorways 
where the Insulation may get worn off 
and be the cause of fire. 


12. Be sure that portable heaters are 


kept away from curtains, drapes, furni- 
ture, walls and partitions. Heaters should 
be regularly checked for leaks and 
cleanliness. 


13. Make sure that your fireplace is 


covered by a metal fire screen. 


14. See if proper-size fuses are in the 


fuse ... and that spare fnses are on 
hand. 


15. Careless smokers cause more 


fires than anyone else. Never smoke in 
bed. And be sure that matches and ciga- 
rettes are out before leaving them. 


16. Discuss the subject of fire with the 


whole family. Plan how you would es- 
cape from each room of the house if 
fire cut off one or more exits. 


17. Check the location of nearest fire 


alarm box. And learn how to call the fire 
department 


18. Remind the family that the local 


fire chief is always willing to offer ad- 
vice about individual fire problems. 
When in doubt about any hazardous con- 
dition, always seek professional help. 


For safety's sake, heed these hints and 


put them into effect now. Dont let a dan- 
gerous situation hang fire.

When compared to the sales for Septem- 
ber, 1971, this September's sales show a 
s u b s t a n t i a l gain. Dollar folume Is 
$32,719.618 higher this month than the 
$85,231,300 reported for last year at the 
same time, a Jump of 38.4 per cent. 
There were 858 more sales made than 
the 2,682 shown for September, 1971, a 
gain of 32.0 per cent.

Jefferson Township continued to lead 


Cook County's 33 townships hi .sales ac- 
tivity, with 8.9 per cent of the total dollar 
volume and 9.1 per cent of the total num- 
ber of sales, with 323 sales totaling 
$10,549,500 


Second In number volume was Lake 


Township with 292 sales, 8.2 per cent of 
the county total. Calumet Township with 
206 sales. 5.8 per cent, was third. 


Wheeling Township placed second In 


dollar volume with $3,224,000 for 7.0 per 
cent of county receipts. Lake Township 
was third, with $7,368,000 for 6.2 per cent 


The month's figures bring 1972's total 


to $842,523,918 for 26,232 sales. This rep- 
resents an 8.6 per cent increase in dollar 
volume and an 8.1 per cent gain in num- 
ber volume over the $775,883,600 In sales 
on 24,273 transactions reached by this 
time last year. • 


Commeinting on the current mortgage 


market, James C. Fitzmaurlce, who 
heads First Federal Savings of Chicago's 
mortgage department, said: "The real 
change in the home mortgage market 
has not been interest rates, or even the 
immense volume it has rolled up, al- 


though those things are real enough." 
The real change, be said, is in the atti- 
tude of realtors, builders and lenders to- 
ward private financing, especially the 
growing acceptance of the low down- 
payment plans with 90 to 95 per cent fi- 
nancing. 


"The low downpayment purchase has 


become acceptable. There is no longer a 
social stigma attached to it for the buy- 
er," Fitmaurice said. "The seller likes it 
— it broadens his market. Even the 
regulatory agencies have accepted it as 
part of the real world." 


Construction activity in the six county 


metropolitan area of Chicago declined 36 
per cent last month from figures report- 
ed for the same month In 1971, according 
to the Bell Federal Savings Survey of 
New Building. 


According to that survey, the number 


of housing units (apartment and single- 
family) for which permits wire issued 
last month reached only 4,775 compared 
to the 7,455 reported in September, 1971. 


Single-family homes declined 44 per 


cent (from 3,341 to 1,875) and multiple 
permits decreased 30 per cent 
(from 


4,114 to 2,900). 


The sharpest decrease was noted in 


apartment units in the City of Chicago 
where only 87 permits were reported 
while 592 were recorded in September 
last year. 


The combined totals of permits issued 


for single-family and apartment units in 
the first nine months of 1971 were 11 per 
cent lower than figures reported for the 
same period last year reaching only 
40.833 compared to 45,944 in 1971. 


Again the largest gap in the nine 


month analysis occurred in multi-family 
units in the City of Chicago which 
reached 6,308 in 1971 while 2,938 were 
recorded during the first nine months of 
this year.

Realtor Board Supports 
Tax Freeze Proposal 


IdMltor Arthur W. Pipcnhagon, presi- 


dent of the Northwest Suburban Board of 
I It-alters, has announced the board's sup- 
port of Gov. Richard Ogllvlc's stand to 
freeze real estate taxes in Illinois. 


The Illinois Association of Real Estate 


Hoards, he said, has long been in favor 
of this kind of action and has urged relief 
of the property tax burden in one form or 
.•mother. The Northwest Suburban Board 
is a member of the Illinois Association. 


Pipcnhagcn went on to say that gov- 


ernment must find other sources for fi- 
nancing the various projects it under- 
takes. Property owners in Illinois have 
lone shouldered the burden of financing 
government and particularly the schools, 
.iml have reached a point where higher 
real estate taxes would moke it imprac- 
tical for many small property owners to 
continue ownership of their real estate. 


Real estate owners no longer can be at 


the top of the priority list for tax Increas- 
es when government, at any level, needs 
more money to finance a new or broad- 
ened project. 


IlKALTOIt Vincent D. Penza, 1973 


president of the Illinois Association of 
Heal Estate Boards issued a similar 
statement. an<| also said monies coming 


from 
federal government tax-sharing 


programs will give county and local gov- 
ernments in particular more money than 
they have received in the past. The ideal 
situation, he said, would be for those 
governments to cut real estate taxes by 
a certain percentage of the amount of 
monies received from those tax-sharing 
programs. 


Pipcnhagon said he also hoped that 


property owners will prsonally contact 
their legislators and urge their support of 
the freeze. This is what real estate 
people and property owners have been 
waiting for, he said. 


He urged all interested parties to im- 


mediately contact legislators, and candi- 
dates for the Legislature, before the elec- 
tions so their stand can be determined 
before going to the ballot box. 


Pipcnhagen pointed out, however, that 


the realtors arc fully aware that the 
mncy that might be received from the 
federal government is money that first 
was taken from Illinois taxpayers. 


The members of the Northwest subur- 


ban Board of Relators arc among the 
more than 13,000 members of the Illinois 
Association of Real Estate Boards across 
Illinois who arc urging that the real es- 
tate tax freeze become a reality.

When the southeast McIIcnry County 


village of Huntlcy commissioned a plan- 
ning consultant firm to study its future, 
the resulting 1904 report stressed the Im- 
portance of an Interchange between the 
Northwest Tollway and III. Rtc. 47. 


And when that interchange was dedl- 


tMted two mites south of town In August, 
1972. some of the more optimistic resi- 
dents began to talk of the Huntlcy area 
its the "next Schaumburg," referring to 
the rapid growth of that Northwest sub- 
urb. 


Wayne Miller, president of the State 


Hank of Huntlcy, likens the rolling, lake- 
dotted landscape around the village in 
McIIcnry and adjoining Kane County 
more to "another Harrington." 


"WHATEVER DIRECTION It takes, 


the area is sure to grow," said Miller, 
who was chairman of the Huntlcy Plan 
Commission at the lime of the 1964 re- 
port. He cited those findings of Evert 
Kincaid and Associates, Chicago, plan- 
ning consultants, now William S. Law- 
rence and Associates: ". . . The socio- 
economic expansion of this area pushes 
northwest along U.S. Rtc. 14, the Chicago 
.md North Western Rwy., and the North- 
west Tollway. Huntlcy Is located almost 
in the middle of this northwest expansion 
pjlh." 


There have been reports of developers' 


optioning scvcral-hundrcd-acro tracts in 
the area, about 50 miles northwest of 
Chicago, and at least one farm-owner Is 
asking $5,000 an acre for land that could 
have been bought a year ago for $1,800. 


The 1064 planning report emphasized 


the need for modern food-retailing facil- 
ities for Huntlcy, which was established 
as a farm equipment and supply point 
and In addition has become a center for 
light manufacturing. 


Availability of Jobs in Huntley's In- 


dustry will help growth of the area, too, 
Miller believes. Seventeen firms, led by 
Union Special Machine Co. (industrial 
sewing machines) with a payroll of near- 
ly 700, have 15 or more employees. Many 
of the total of nearly 1,500 employed in 
Huntlcy commute from such nearby 
communities as Algonquin, West Dundee, 
Hampshire, Union and Crystal Lake, but 
they help support retail establishments 
in the village. 


"We feel that the area has a strong 


economic base," Miller said. "Our im- 
proved access from Chicagoland's ex- 
pressway system — the Rte 47-Interstate 
90 Interchange — should make the Hunt- 
Icy area a prime target for the next 
wave of suburban residential construc- 
tion for those who work hi the city but 
desire country surroundings for their 
homes."

Use a soft bristle brush of good quali- 


ty. 


Grip the brush by the ferrule, allowing 


the handle to rest between thumb and 
forefinger. 


Dip the brush in the varnish, to DO 


more than one-third of the length of the 
bristles. 


Don't wipe off excess varnish on the 


rim of the can. Do tap the brush gently 
against inside of can. This removes ex- 
cess, prevents dripping, yet leaves brush 
"loaded" with enough varnish for smooth 
application.

his company successfully tested the steel 
joists hi several installatons in its Win- 
ston Knolls subdivision and experienced 
good reactions from home owners. 


"All test installations prior to the Elk 


Grove development had been substitu- 
tions for -wood joists," he said. "How- 
ever, with 1,500 single-family homes 
planned with steel joists, we tailored our 
floor plans to take full advantage of the 
product's features."

When Centex started planning Winston 


Grove, according to Frank, U. S. Steel 
assisted in the design engineering of the 
development's five basic models. 


Based on home-buyer reactions and the 


product's quality and installation advan- 
tages, Cenvex recently began using steel 
joists in townhouses to its Bolingbrook 
development

The day of "seat-of-the-pants" judg- 


ments in deciding where to buy or con- 
struct an apartment building is becoming 
a thing of the past.

The basic factors have not changed: Is 


it good design, close to a trade area, 
proper rental level for potential tenants' 
income? Is land cost in proportion, fi- 
nancing attractive, building construction 
sound? What about competition, popu- 
l a t i o n 
trends, 
prospective 
zoning 


changes? 


Compliling these and other facts that a 


prospective 
owner of an apartment 


should know to make a sound decision 
has become-' the service of companies 
formed just for that purpose. Such real 
estate research companies perform their 
service most often for investments in the 
millions. Because so much is riding on 
the decision, investors want it based on 
all the facts possible. Research comput- 
ers lend themselves to masses of data 
gleaned from a variety of sources. 


THE SMALLER investor can do the 


same thing, but with less sophisticated 
tools. Census data alone can yield facts 
about population growth, income levels, 
housing types in the neighborhood, aver- 
age value of owner-occupied dwellings 
and average rentals. City maps show the 
location of schools and planned new 
schools. A survey from an auto window 


will reveal such items as churches, shop- 
ping areas and recreation spots. 


Out of this jumble of information it is 


useful to do a market analysis. And when 
it is completed and studied, much of the 
mystery of what to buy, where to buy or 
whether to buy disappears. The decision 
becomes a matter of business sense, of 
matching cost to potential. 


None of this is say that a market 


analysis eliminates risk. We all know the 
absolutely sure investment is a rare 
commodity, indeed. Rather, it points out 
the risk, and isolates it,

The wider employment of the methods 


developed by computer-oriented research 
has had another effect in the real estate 
market. It allows the beginner who 
might otherwise turn to other forms of 
investment to seriously consider this 
most basic method of building capital. 


Fortunately, there are a considerable 


number of professionals who are quali- 
fied to help investors use this newer 
method. The real estate broker, the 
banker, the accountant, the tax specialist 
all are aware of the value of market 
analysis and can help take the mystery 
out of successful real estate investment.

How To Fix Noise 
From Your Plumbing 


Noisy plumbing is more than just a nui- 


sance. It costs you money, the Plumbing- 
Heating-Cooling Information Bureau 
said. That's because noise is caused by 
some defect or unusually hard wear on 
parts of the system. 


There are generally three types of noise 


— water hammer, whistling and chat- 
tering. Water hammer is the thump you 
hear when faucets are turned off abrupt- 
ly. It's corrected with an air chamber, 
short length of pipe, or in special cases, 
a shock absorber installed at the appro- 
priate place. 


Chattering is usually caused by loose 


pipe, worn faucet washers or other loose 
parts. Whistling is due to the speed of 
water flowing through too-small pipe. It's 
most common at bends and tees in the 
pipe and can usually be corrected with a 
pressure-reducing valve.

What Americans Think 


Welfare Issue May Be Sen. George McGoven's Waterloo

This conclusion grew out of recently 


completed la-depth research by Behav- 
ior Selene* Corporation (BASICO) on the 
Issues of the 1973 presidential campaign. 


Nearly 800 voters an over the country 


have participated In the ttudy conducted 
by senior BASICO psychologists using 
personal interviews and encounter-type 
discussion groups. 


The study reveals that most voters show 
• strong work ethic, deeply distrusting 
any program that would increase the 
number of persons who receive "wel- 
fare." Further, most Americans have an 
intense desire to reduce the costs of wel- 
fare and eliminate welfare fraud. 


RESULTS OP THE study show that 


welfare and its problems are a very im- 
portant subject to most Americans but 
that McGovern's recommendations put 
him at odds with a majority of the voU 
en, surprisingly Including those who pre- 
sumably would receive the greatest ad- 
vantage from the program: the poor and 
the various ethnic minorities. The re- 
search affirms that, for broad segments 
of the U.S. population, employment In a 


Job that demonstrates one'a skffls and 
abilities is still a primary goal and a 
source of pride. Voters Interviewed take 
a great satisfaction m earning then* own 
way hi life and are strongly opposed to 
the Idea of contributing tax dollars to 
people "who don't want to work." 


The study reveals that the issues of 


unemployment and welfare are closely 
intertwined. Voters participating m the 
research were given a list of seven do- 
mestic Issues and wen asked to rank 
them as to their Importance. The results 
are, hi order of perceived Importance: 


—Crime 
—Pollution 
—Unemployment 
—Education 
—Drugs 
—Welfare 
-Problems of the cities. 
Although the voters rate crime and pol- 


lution the highest, the issues they talk 
most about hi encounter-type discussion 
groups are unemployment and welfare. 
They feel that successful progress to 
combat crime and drugs, clean up the 
environment and solve the problems of 
education and the dtles win require 
many years. But they believe that the 
government can change unemployment 
rates and cut back on welfare ex- 
penditures very quickly — If It wants to. 


THE GREAT MAJORITY of people of 


an ethnic groups want to work. They rec- 


ognize that some people legitimately can- 
not work and they are glad that welfare 
exists to support the needy through con- 
tributions from workers' taxes. Yet there 
is a strong belief that large numbers of 
non-deserving persons are on welfare 
and fte,voters are Irritated with politi- 
cians for not "cracking down" on wel- 
fare fraud. 


Programs that have me appearance of 


increasing welfare costs, such as 
McGovern's original $1,000 plan or his 
more recent $6,500 annual Income min- 
imum, elicit the voters' distrust And our 
researchers found that voters discussing 
welfare frequently expressed opposition 
to McGovern on the basis of his welfare 
programs. 


The strength of feeling about this issue 


can be seen hi the answers to this ques- 
tion: "Which of the following programs 
would you be willing to support if each 
program cost you $15 a year more hi 
taxes?"

ALTHOUGH A majority favors most of 


the programs, voters are strongly 
against adding dollars to'welfare pro- 
grams. Participants hi discussion groups 
cannot understand why welfare rolls In- 
creased during the period 'of. great pros- 
perity in the 1950s and 1960s. Their con- 
cern: If welfare can Increase during 
good times, bow large would it grow and 
how big a burden would it become if we 


had a severe economic recession? 


Their uneasiness is compounded by 


fears about their own futures. During the 
recent economic slump many were tem- 
porarily out of work or had friends who 
tost their Jobs. If they were to lose their 
jobs hi the future, would they be able to 
receive the temporary support and bene- 
fits that welfare is supposed to provide? 


Or would the welfare funds have been 
used up by "freeloaders who got to the 
trough first?" 


Welfare is a vital issue and the feelings 


of the voters about this Issue are unified 
and strong. George McGovern's propos- 
als have Intensified his Republican oppo- 
sition and weakened his Democratic sun- 
port. 


Tragedy Wipes Out Political Hoopla

A tragedy kept President Nixon and 


Sen. George S. McGovern from a cam- 
paign windup contest of parades hi Chi- 
cago this'week. As far as the election is 
concerned, It perhaps doesn't make too 
much difference. 


The presidential candidates have saved 


Chicago and Illinois for two of their last 
and biggest campaign blasts — back to 


• back parades by Nixon Tuesday and 
McGovern Wednesday. 


They were .to be gala occasions and 


that is why they were cancelled. Chicago 
was hardly the place for galas this week, 
as at least 44 persons were killed here 
hi the. nation's worst rail disaster hi 14 
years. 


Actually, the parades bad figured to 


test the endurance of Chicago street clea- 
ners to their limits, but not to prove 
much else. 


MCGOVERN IS COMING up in the Illi- 


nois polls and even Nixon strategists be- 
lieve he probably Is stronger than the 
polls show. But the President apparently 
still has tens of thousands of votes to 
spare. Tbe^Chkago Sun-Tunes poll had 
him ahead 60.4 per cent to 36.6. 


McGovern faithfuls hope a final spurt 


will give the Senator the state most 
agree he must win to stay alive. It would 
have to be some spurt. 


Thomas J. Houser, former Wheeling 


Township GOP committeeman, who runs 
the Nixon show here, said with satisfac- 
tion: "Registration figures definitely fa- 
vor Republicans; they're down hi the 
city and up hi the suburbs." 


Gene Pokorny, his counterpart for 


McGovern, didn't argue the figures. 
"The fight for control of the country 
over the next decade may be over the 
suburban vote," he said. 


Houser and Pokorny have spent a lot 


of money. Together, Pokorny estimates, 
they have been instrumental hi register- 
ing 450,000 to 500,000 new Illinois voters. 
"We know some of them are Republi- 
cans," Pokorny said, "But we go by the 
rule of thumb that two out of every three 
new voters are Democrats." 


Houser sounded confident and a little 


relieved as the last week of campaigning 
began. Pokorny maintained that Illinois 
could stffl be won, that even talk of 
peace in Vietnam worked to McGovern's 
advantage.

BALTIMORE, Md. - Whatever else 


the presidential campaign has been this 
year, it hasn't been witty. Jocular relief 
has been as rare as honest answers. 
Hardly a bo-bo has happened. The candi- 
date* have been about a* funny M bro- 
ken bones. 


George MeCovern was kmd of clever 


after the California primary when he 
said "I can't believe I won the whole 
thing." Sargent Shriver peaked when, af- 
tor the Tom Eagleton affair, he said the 
only skeleton he had in his closet was bis 
wife Eunice. 


As for Nixoo-Agnew? Thud. 
Alas, campaign humor secmcs to be 


going the wsy of campaign oratory in 
America: downhill. Dr. Brownlee Corrin, 
a political scientist who specialized in po- 
litical humor at Goucher College here, 
says this is "the dullest campaign in a 
long, long time." None of the com- 
batants, Corrin suggests, seem to have 
the competence or the confidence to take 


fellow who attended a dinner once for 
New York's Cardinal Cooke and said the 
priest's unfavorite song was: "Those 
Wedding Bells are Breaking Up That Old 
Gang of Mine." 


President Nixon, says Dr. Corrin, is 


• case all his own: "Has he ever told a 
real, ripe Joke?" Probably not One col- 
lection of gags credits the President 
with something about an Internal Reve- 
nue agent who goes to a church to check 
the tax return of a member of the con- 
gregation. "We see be lists a donation to 
your building fund, Deacon, of fSOO — is 
that right?" The minister smiles and 
says, "I don't know offhand, but I prom- 
ise you one thing: If he hasn't, be 
WILL!" Ah, well. No wonder Nixon 
sticks to foreign affairs. 


It was, says Dr. Corrin, not always 


thus for political humor in America. He 
has records dating back to the days 
when pollticos dldnt' take themselves so 
seriously. And that wasn't very far back, 
either. "John Kennedy," says Corrin, 


in history, who went {or a dip in the New 
Jersey surf one day and told his sons to 
wait becuase "The President is using the 
ocean." 


Then there was Calvin Coolidge, per- 


haps the most wryly witty of them alL 
When asked whether chickens lie or lay, 
be replied: "Where I come from we pick 
them up to s«e." At that state dinner, 
during office, Alice Roosevelt Longworth 
elbowed him: "These formal dinners 
must bore you to death, Mr. President 
Why do you attend so many of them?" 
Forking a bunk of beef, Coolidge con- 
fided, "Well, a man has to eat some- 
where." 


Times, for sure have changed drasti- 


cally since the days when politicians 
were confronted with such weighty ques- 
tions as whether hens lie or lay. And, 
says political scientist Corrin, this might 
explain some of the trend away from 
campaign humor. Today's matters — the 
war, the bomb, the explosion of environ- 
mental problems — are often too serious, 
Dr. Corrin feels, "to allow room for 
much levity." Also, he believes, the

the edge off their remarks with levity. 
Consequently, "we wind up with every- 
body attacking everybody else with the 
public the worse for the wear." 


"IT'S NOT THAT THE candidates 


haven't tried, occasionally, to convince 
their audiences that the sky is not really 
falling. But, says Dr. Corrin, even the 
attempts at humor are not so humorous 
as they are bitter. McGovcrn, for ex- 
ample, was once asked if he had any re- 
spect for Nixon's handling of world af- 
fairs except Vietnam. His answer: "To 
say we are doing fairly well in foreign 
policy except for Vietnam Is like the man 
saying, 'I feel pretty good except for the 
cancer in my throat.'" 


Moreover, even when the candidates 


have succeeded this year In cracking 
passable Jokes, they have been less ex- 
temporaneous than staged. Splro Agnew 
can be witty ("When Barge Shriver says 
his foully had six hungry mouths to 
feed, he means himself and five polo 
ponies") but he gets much of his mate- 
rial from Bob Hope. You know him. The 
Pat Nixon-From School 
Teacher To Campaigner

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Pat Nixon, 


veteran campaigner and world traveler, 
has emerged as a personality in her own 
right during her four years at the White 
House, while the vice president's wife, 
Judy Agnew, has remained in the back- 
ground as she prefers. 


If the president is reelected, Mrs. Rich, 


ard M. Nixon can bo expected to become 
increasingly 
active. 
Her daughters, 


Tricla and Julie, are now married and 
away, leaving her more time for the Job. 


Also, because of her performances on 


the presidential trips to China and Rus- 
sia this year plus successes on the cam- 
paign trail, she has become confident of 
her role in the highest non-paid, non-elec- 
tive Job in the United States. 


Mrs. Splro T. Agnew, as the natton'a 


second lady, Joins her husband on politi- 
cal trips around the country and main- 
tarns a limited official schedule of her 
own, but she rarely substitutes for Mrs. 
Nixon at White House functions, a com- 
mon practice In other administrations. 


THE TWO WOMEN are friendly but 


not close. 


Since she moved into 1600 Pennsylva- 


nia Ave., with some trepidation and awe 
on Jan. 20, 1969, Mrs. Nixon has vigor- 
ously promoted an "open door" policy 
based on the idea that everyone is wel- 
come, "not Just the big shots." 


At first, she was under tremendous 


pressure to take on some project like 
Jacqueline Kennedy, who made her 
mark by restoring the White House to its 
colonial elegance, or Lady Bird Johnson 
who promoted outdoor beautlflcation. 


Determined to be herself and confident 


of her own abilities, Mrs. Nixon resisted, 
although the did carry on the campaign 
of her predecessors to reserve and en- 
hance the beauty and antiquity of the 
White Bouse. She redecorated the state 
rooms and had floodlights erected M 
tourists could see the mansion at night. 


Despite her unatrimlng style, her im- 


pact on the public consciousness has 
grown slowly. Meantime, her travels — 


American public expects more of their 
politicians than wit "Look at Adlal Ste-. 
venson. There was a man who could not 
resist a,gag, even when It cost him 
votes." And it cost him plenty. 


Yet for all of today's gloom, Corrin 


sighs, would there were some laughter 
too. Imagine a Nixon, with a rancor, 
flashing a one-liner like "Senator 
McGovern's campaign is the sort that 
gives failure a bad name." Or imagine 
George chiding Dick, gently: "Few 
people blame themselves until they nave 
exhausted all other possibilities."

In- 
stantly the man replied: "A Republican, 
naturally."

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The Search For Mental Health 
Hope May Be Key 
To Depression

"The Swedes are In the midst of a 


depression and itiiclde epidemic," says a 
Natiooal Institute of Mental Health 
(NIMH) psychiatrist, "and I think it's 
because there must be a certain kind of 
depression that goes along with living in 
an environment in which so much is pro- 
vided for you." 


Dr. Raymond Krecman, a clinical re- 


searcher with the NIMH, has studied 
depression and its causes. "In our own 
country the current generation of adoles- 
cents has grown up largely In a milieu 
where what they did didn't have much to 
do with what they got — even if they 
worked. It had nothing to do with work 
or no work or negative reinforcement 
and I think this may make human beings 
far more prone to depression. 


"I think the simplest way to put It," he 


continued, "Is the guy who is used to 
really working for what he gets has a lot 
of resources for what to do. If times are 
hard he won't Just roll over and get depr- 
essed." 


Dr. Freeman makes a distinction be- 


tween what ho calls clinical depression 
and the situations producing an affect of 
depression. "If you lose someone very 
close to you, for Instance, you will feel 
low. The odds ore, though, that you won't 
feel guilty, no good, or as though you've 
done some horrible thing. 


"A CLINICAL depression — one In 


which there Is a lot of anxiety, agitation 
or sometimes hypomanla — is associated 
with • person's awareness of help- 
lessness on either a conscious or uncon- 
scious level.

In other re- 
sponse is a withdrawal reaction where 
the organism withdraws — the cell will 
shrink or the turtle will hide Its bead. A 
human being con suddenly stop every- 
thing and practically go to sleep. The 
core of a clinical depression Is withdraw- 
al." 


According to Dr. Freeman children 


rarely suffer from clinical depression. 
"We know that children rapidly do some- 
thing'about their feelings of helplessness. 
These feelings are intolerable to chil- 
dren. Rarely do you see a child feeling 
totally helpless, lie may feel lousy or 
mope around but that's not the same. 
Why this is we don't know. 


"Perhaps it's because they're still so 


dependent on adults and they don't have 
a sense of selfness to feel overwhelmed 
about or perhaps they haven't built np 
the mechanisms to handle these feel- 
Ings." 


Perhaps it's because children always 


keep on hoping.

Tile Damage Is 
A Flood Threat 


Concerning the articles on flooding and 


the reluctance of property owners to per- 
mit retiling of fields to relieve adjacent 
properties: A fact not mentioned and 
perhaps unknown is that the Mosquito 
Abatement District can come In and do 
the work but any tOe used must bo paid 
for by the owner of the land. Sometimes 
this cost, even though minimal, is more 
than a person on a retirement income 
can pay. 


If the flooding is not doe to any fault of 


the property owner but was occasioned by 
a road crew, a public utility, a builder or 
neighbor who either doesn't understand 
the purpose of the tile or realize (or 
doesn't care) the extensive damage done 
to the entire community by breaking and 
not replacing such tile, for the innocent 
to bear this cost seems unfair. 


I would like to cite an observation 


made by me last summer (1971) when a 
crew was working on Quentin Road be- 
teen Cornell and Wood Street After 
about three years of flooding in a field 
that had never held water (more than a 
small amount or puddle after an ex- 
tremely heavy rainfall), the water dis- 
appeared overnight so we plowed the 
field prepared to plant it this spring but 
Just as soon as the crew finished their 
work on Quentin Road the water re- 
turned worse than ever making the field 
unusable for another year. 


This August between the cooperation of 


our township road commission and the 
Mosquito Abatement a new tile was in- 
stalled but there remains one distressing 
fact to the owner — how much will the 
cost actually be plus the already bur- 
densome real estate tax which now 
amounts to about one-third of my in- 
come.

ing fee had increased by an amount that 
exceeded my total yearly tax payment to 
both the City of Des Plaines and the Des 
Plaines Park District I am now a most 
interested person in what goes on hi our 
city ball, and I am not at all happy with 
what I see.

•teak and cut into thin strips about S 
Inches long. Make a marinade by com- 
bining 1 can onion soup (undiluted) with 
1 cup dry red wine, garlic salt, salt and 
seasoned pepper to taste. Put in the beef 
strips and marinate 4 hours. 


Heat % cup cooking oil in a skillet, add 


beef, cover and cook over low heat until 
red leaves the beef. Add 2 green peppers. 
seeded and cut into bite-sized strips, 2 
large onions, peeled and sliced rather 
thick, 2 small (3H ounce) Jars of sliced 
mushrooms, and 2-ounce jar of pimlentos 
diced. Add 1/3-of the marinade to the 
skillet and continue to simmer over low 
heat, covered, for an hour or more. 
Drain liquid before serving, or thicken 
for a sauce by stirring in a flour paste. 


A GOOD ACCOMPANYING dish for 


the round steak would be potato -birds' 
nests. I like to use a 10-inch iron skillet 
for this dish. Peel 3 medium sized red 
potatoes and grate, using the largest 
holes in your grater (2 cups when firmly 
packed). Grate the potatoes on 2 layers 
of paper towelling, then press down with 
additional towels removing as much wa- 
ter as possible. 


Heat the oven to 400 degrees and warm 


the skillet after covering bottom and 
sides generously with margarine or but- 
ter. Spread the grated potatoes in thin 
layers, making 4 in all, to form a lacy 
pattern and salt and pepper each layer. 
Top with Wz tablespoons margarine or 
butter cut into small pieces. 


Put in the heated oven for 10 minutes 


allowing bottom to brown. Then switch 
oven to broil and place skillet about S 
inches from broiler and brown for 10 
minutes or until top is golden. 


Remove from skillet as soon as cook- 


ing is completed since allowing potatoes 
to cool will cause them to stick. This will 
serve 4, but I warn you that hearty po- 
tato eaters will consume the birds' nests 
like popcorn.

A Different Stew 


A dinner-in-one-dish is a staple in al- 


most any country. Each has a favorite 
stew with meat and potatoes simmered 
to a savory tenderness in a little liquid. 
A different stew is the Greek stefado. It 
has a sharp tomato wine sauce with bay 
and lemon, a far cry from ordinary stew 
gravy. Another taste change is the use of 
a handful of almonds and feta cheese. 
And Idaho baking potatoes add their own 
texture. Stew meat varies in price and 
quality. For this stefado, select the shank 
of veal or lamb. The price is right, the 
flavor dependable and the shank bone 
adds its own flavor as a good beef bone 
should. 


GREEK STEFADO 


2 pounds small Idaho potatoes, 


fresh or frozen 


2 cups canned tomatoes 
1 can (6 oz.) tomato pasta 
% cup red wine 
2 tablespoons vinegar 
2 teaspoons salt 
4 pounds veal shanks or lamb, 


sliced through bone 


% cup olive oil 
1 pound small boiling onions 
3 bay leaves 
3-inch strip lemon peel 
% cup blanched almonds or pecans 
V< pound Greek feta or other

Peel potatoes and slice in half length- 


wise. Blend tomatoes, tomato paste, 
wine, vinegar and salt Brown meat In 
heavy pan on all sides while you brown 
potatoes and onions. Return meat to 
braising pot with vegetables, sauce, bay 
leaves and lemon peel. Cover tightly and 
simmer 1% hours until meat is tender. 
Add nuts and crumble cheese over sauce. 
Continue cooking until cheese melts 
slightly and blends with sauce. Makes 6 
servings.

An operation failure in the home freezer 


may cause, If not sheer panic, much In- 
decision on how to handle the foods. 


If your freezer is full, food will be safe 


for a period of 36 to 38 hours. You should 
bo prepared for such emergencies and 
have the name, address, and telephone 
number of the nearest source of dry ice 
taped to the side of your freezer. 


In the event that you do need dry ice, 


order 25 to SO pounds, depending on the 
stzo of your freezer and be sure to wear 
heavy gloves when handling dry ice. Fif- 
ty pounds will keep a 20-cuWc-foot filled 
freezer for about four days. However, if 
the freezer Is only half fun, it wffl keep 
for two to three days before needing 
more dry Ice. 


If dry Ice is not available, and the pow- 


er is expected to be off for several days, 
you may try to rent a commercial freez- 
er-locker to store the food. 


If completely thawed, red meats 


should be cooked and then refrozea; 
fruits may be used for Jams, jetties, pre- 
serves, syrup, conserves, and sauces 
(discard if there is an undesirable fla- 
vor). Fish that is completely thawed 
should be discarded. Poultry that is 
thawed, but still quite cold to the touch, 
may be cooked and refrozen but any 
stuffed poultry should be thrown out 


Vegetables can often be cooked and 


refrozen but not without some loss of 
vitamins and flavor. 


If freezer food has been allowed to 


warm over a period of several days it is 
not fit to refreeze and should be dis- 
carded. Great caution should be ex- 
ercised and if there are any doubts about 
the food, discard it The general rule to 
follow is that If the food is safe to eat, 
It's safe to refreeze. 


VEGETABLES THAT still show Ice 


crystals may be refrozen, however, the 
quality Is reduced, so it is best to use 
rcfrozcn foods as soon as possible (within 
two or three weeks). 


Red meats that are still hard and have 


Ico crystals may be refrozen. Variety 
meats, sausages, and hamburger, how- 
ever, should be cooked and then retro- 
zcn. 


If the freezer baa been off for an ex- 


tended period and the food is a complete 
loss, you will probably need to combat 
an odor problem. Wash the inside of the 
freezer with a baking soda-water solu- 
tion, making sure you include an the 
plastic parts. If your freezer has a drain, 
pour some ot the solution through it 


Activated charcoal crystals may also 


be used to remove the odor. The crystals 
ore available at hardware and drug 
stores. In addition to removing spoilage 
odors, activated charcoal may be used 
anytime hi the refrigerator or freezer to 
prevent the spreading of strong flavors 
from one food to another. A half-pint can 
of crystals will destroy odors in an eight- 
cubic-foot area. The crystals win collect 
moisture and become Ineffective in about 
tht"« months. However, they may be re- 
vltailzed by placing them In the oven and 
allowing them to dry. 


You may also use an Industrial liquid 


deodorizer available from an industrial 
cleaning supply house. When using the 
product, follow the manufacturer's direc- 
tions. 


If you plan to be away from home for 


more than a few days, make arrange- 
ments with a trustworthy person to 
check the operation of your freezer at 
least twice a week.

Somebody Finally Cares If It's Safe

Few consumer products today have es- 


caped MIDO tort of government stan- 
dards to insure quality and safety, but 
one category has been shockingly free of 
any regulation — infant furniture. 


A Chicago pediatrician estimated In 


1967 that over 1,730000 infanta suffer 
falls during their first year of life, many 
attributable to poor equipment design 
Tho National Commission on Product 
Safety reported In 1971 that as many as 
200 Infants In a year died of crib stran- 
gulation 
(resulting 
from 
too widely 


spaced side bars) 


"Nobody cared" how Infant furniture 


wa* made, says Dr. Harvey Kravllz, au- 
thor of the study on falls. Or. Kravltz 
practice-* pediatrics at Children's Me- 
morial Hospital In Chicago and privately 
In Prospect Heights, and teaches in the 
Department of Pediatrics at the North- 
western University Medical School. 


Now, however, due to prodding by the 


American Academy of Pediatrics, of 
which Dr. Kravltz Is an active member, 
and the report by the National Product 
Commission, which quoted Dr. Kravitz' 
study on falls, steps arc finally being in- 
itiated by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEW) to Insure 
greater safety in juvenile furniture. 


ALTHOUGH Dlt. Kravitz blames the 


poor design of infant furniture on the 
lack of government control, the industry 
until recently seemed to take little inter- 
est 
in self-Improvement. Admittedly, 


there was "nobody to ask" for help on 
the question of safe design, because 
there had been no pcdlatric studies in 
thN area, and neither the Academy of 
Pediatrics nor the National Safety Coun- 
cil compiles statistics on injuries related 
to Infant equipment And, since such 
studies would have been an economic 
burden to manufacturers, according to 
Dr. Kravltz they relied on "guesswork." 


Moreover, when Inadequacies did be- 


come apparent — as In the case of the 
cribs—some manufacturers still were re- 
luctant to make design changes. The Na- 
tional Product Commission reported that 
the manufacturer of a particular style 
crib which had caused the strangulation 
of two babies within three months In 1963 
refused to make It safe or to stop mar- 
keting It, even after requests and a law- 
suit by the parents. Three years later, it 
was still being sold, subject to no legal 
authority. 


But manufacturers of juvenile furni- 


ture have since formed a commission 
which works In cooperation with the 
Academy of Pediatrics safety commlt^o 
on guidelines for safe design. Most crihs 
for example, now arc made with mar* 


slats and narrower spaces to prevent the 
Infant's body from slipping through and 
hanging him. According to the Academy, 
a space of more than three inches Is ex- 
tremely dangerous. 


So far, however, this is about the only 


Improvement that has been made, and 
many more arc needed. 


A LOCAL survey bx The Herald re- 


vealed that many infant dressing tables, 
walkers, jumpers, swings and highchalrs 
on the market do not have restraining 
straps. Only one dressing table with a 
concave surface and side bars was noted, 
two features recommended by Dr. Krav- 
itz 


Mrs. Edward Kubacki, Arlington 


Heights mother of three, reports that her 
year-old baby has successfully climbed 
out of many of these articles due to the 
absence of straps. Her daughter, Julie, 
has also managed to scoot out of her 
hlghchalr under the tray table, despite 
straps, because it was not designed with 
a center piece or strap to fit between the 
baby's legs and hold her in the chair. 


As for mesh-enclosed playpens, Julie 


Kubacki has proven them Inferior, too. 
Mrs. Kubacki said she climbs out of the 
playpen by sticking her toes through the 
holes, and she also gets the buttons of 
her clothing caught In the mesh, result- 
Ing in a tangle of dress around her neck 
after she twists a few times. A finer 
mesh would solve both problems. 


Mrs. Kubacki also pointed out that al- 


though cribs now have plastic on the tops 
of the sides, front and back, it does not 
extend over the corners, which her baby 
chews. 


STUDYING 200 OF his patients at Chil- 


dren's Memorial Hospital and 336 from 
his suburban practice, Dr. Kravitz found 
that in one year, 77 per cent of the Chi- 
cago patients and 30 per cent of the sub- 
urban infants suffered at least one fall In 
their first year of life. In questioning the 
mothers as to circumstances surrounding 
the falls, Dr. Kravitz found that many 
ncro directly attributable to poor design 
of various articles cf equipment. 


For example, 27 per cent of the infants 


In the private practice scries fell from an 
Infant dressing table; 21 per cent fell 
from cribs; five per cent from high- 
chairs; three per cent from strollers. The 
reasons for many of these falls, stemmed 
from the absence of any restraining 
strap, the breaking or slipping of a strap, 
as well as the infant's own climbing ac- 
tivities. 


The most common accident, Dr. Krav- 


ltz found, Is that the Infant climbed out 
of a crib. But even that occurrence can- 
rot be blamed on "human error," he 
said. 


"Much more attention should be given 


to the design of cribs, taking into consid- 
eration the growth and development of in- 
fants," Dr. Kravitz said in his report. He 
noted that cribs often are made to allow 
for only a 4 to 6-inch adjustment of the 
sides. An active toddler, particularly if 
he has large toys in the crib to stand on, 
can climb out of such a crib even with 
the sides up. 


Some manufacturers ore now adding 


metal plates with pegs at different levels 
on the legs of the crib, which allows the 
mattress to be lowered. Dr. Kravitz sug- 
gests also that cribs should have longer 
ratchets for adjusting the sides. 


WHILE THE Child Protection Act of 


1966 enabled the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration (of the Deportment of Health, 
Education and Welfare) to stop the dis- 
tribution of hazardous toys, it was not 
until 1969 that infant furniture came un- 
der the purview of the law, and even 
then, only by inference. 


This amended version, known as the 


Child Protection and Toy Safety Act of 
1969, expanded the law to cover elec- 
trical, thermal and mechanical hazards 
of toys "and other articles intended for 
use by children." This rather vague lan- 
guage apparently reflected the fact that 
there was still little cognizance of the 
specific hazards of infant furniture. 


Nevertheless, there appears to be no 


way that this language could be inter- 
preted to exclude infant furniture, and 
the section specifying "mechanical" haz- 
ards seems to cover the design problems 
Dr. Kravitz cited. 


An article is considered mechanically 


hazardous if "in normal use ... its de- 
sign or manufacture presents an unrea- 
sonable risk of personal Injury ... be- 
cause of instability or because of any 
other aspect of the article's design." 


ALL THAT REMAINS is for this al- 


ready 3-year-old law to be applied to in- 
fant furniture and enforced. According to 
Walter Johnson, director of the Division 
of Children's Hazards, the FDA is cur- 
rently developing safety requirements 
"for a wide range of juvenile products 
including cribs, playpens, highchalrs and 
infant back carriers." Proposals have 
been offered by the Academy of Pediatri- 
cians, and the FDA is also working with 
the Juvenile Products Manufacturers As- 
sociation. 


In addition, Johnson said, the FDA 


"will be developing safety requirements 
for nursery equipment and other items of 
juvenile furniture during the next year." 


What has already been a long time in 


coming will probably take many more 
months to clear the bureaucratic pro- 
cess. In the meantime, the Academy of 


Pediatrics Is issuing a safety tip sheet on 
infant furniture which will offer guide- 
lines to parents in selecting equipment 
for their youngsters. 


But even when safety reforms arc 


made, hazardous equipment will continue 
to be in circulation for some time. Moth- 
ers borrowing cribs and dressing tables, 


etc, or using things left over from an 
older child, should be aware of the dan- 
gers and consider investing in new prod- 
ucts if they have been redesigned.

They shop along an ulcer trail. 


WITH A LITTLE planning you not only 


ovoid the last minute crush, but you 
might even stretch the gift dollars. With 
enough tune, you can search for genuine 
bargains. You'll be ahead. Some tips to 
help you in the days ahead: 


—Draw up a gift list, complete with 


sizes, if clothing purchases are con- 
templated.

An- 
other example: setting standards for 
children's cribs so that the slats are not 
so far apart that a baby could strangle 
when its head was caught between slats.

Folding and unfolding a list on a piece of 
paper wears it out 


Organization also helps you to get the 


Christmas cord addressing job done 
piecemeal.

It all sounds easy and quite simple 


here. Following the tips, however, takes 
discipline.

For a 
long time I kept a container of baking 
soda on the kitchen counter in case of 
fire, but put it In tho refrigerator to ab- 
sorb tome odors. Never did coach his 
nibs about it, either. Anyway, be put 
some frozen tarts In tho counter oven 
and went off to do something else. He 
amelled the business burning and hurried 
back to find tho thing flaming and dash- 
ed a bowl of water on it. It Is the riskiest 
of things to do In a grease or electrical 
fire. It happened to work, even though 
the counter oven got shorted in the pro- 
cess. So this reminder: Keep an open 
dish of baking soda in the kitchen. It will 
smother a small fire quickly and safely.

Dear Oorothey: — Is It true that you con 
rcfreeze meat or poultry that has thawed 
but still contains some ice crystals, or 
has been kept cold at the proper tempe- 
rature for not moro than two daysb 
-Sylvia Field. 


Meat, yes, poultry, no. If meat still has 


crystals and has not completely thawed, 
there Is no danger at all — and probably 
no damage to flavor. Poultry is too chan- 
cy — I'd never rcfreezo poultry once it 
had thawed. Much better to cook It, then 
freeze It. Nothing wrong in that.

The Republican candidate for Congress 


from the 10th district, Sam Young, (who 
Is running aglnst Rep. Abner Mlkva) 
contacted this column last week to add 
his views on consumer issues to those of 
other candidates covered In previous col- 
umns. 


Citing his past experience as Securities 


Commissioner of Illinois, he said con- 
sumers were served by a law he initiated 
to protect the Investing public and by the 
enforcement division which he set up. 


Young said that the regulation of In- 


dustry "often Is more sympathetic to in- 
dustry than the public because Industry 
Is organized." Consequently, he said, he 
would support ft consumer protection 


agency, "although I might like some 
change* (from the recent bin in Con- 
gress)." He added that "the public 
shouldn't have to pay for it, industry 
should." 


But, Young said, some consumer pro- 


posals, such as making advertising pure- 
ly informational and broadcasting count- 
er-advertisements, are "not necessarily 
good, and need much debate."

Many detergents soon will carry a no- 


tice of their phosphorous content on the 
label. The major detergent manufac- 
turers reported to the Federal Trade 
Commission that they will voluntarily 
supply this Information, since many con- 
sumers are concerned about possible det- 
rimental effects of phosphates on the en- 
vironment. But the FTC will take no ac- 
tion in the matter until further scientific 
data are submitted. 


The three big detergent makers partic- 


pating are Lever Brothers, Colgate- 
Palmobllve and Procter and Gamble. 
Their labels will tell the percentage of 
phosphorus and the grams per cup con- 
tained in the product. 


Meanwhile, the FTC Is reviewing the 


use of possibly deceptive words, such as 
"biodegradable," which will be dealt 
with under existing regulations govern- 
ing advertising. 


Procter and Gamble has announced a 


new process which will enable the com- 
pany to produce low phosphate deter- 
gents which the company says are nearly 
as effective as the old phosphate types. 
The system "ties up" the minerals In 
water — formerly the job of phosphates 
— thus enabling the cleaning agents to 
operate uninhlbitedly. 


Initially, the process is expected to cut 


phosphate content in half. In some areas 
of the country where phosphates have 
been banned, such as Chicago, the com- 
pany will market zero-phosphate prod- 
ucts. Except for these areas, the ulti- 
mate phosphate level will be about six 
per cent, P&G said.

Why do so many people suffer bad luck 


with house plants? From some of the In- 
quiries I get on the care and feeding of 
plants Indoors. It sometimes sounds like 
a plague of the dead and dying. 


So let's make some house calls: 
Question: I took a fiuchia plant indoors 


fur the winter. What do I do to keep It 
thriving? 


Answer: Cut half of the new wood from 


the plant, stop feeding it and cut down its 
water supply to stingy. Put it in a light, 
cool room with high humidity. Repot it in 
late January In equal parts of sand, peat 
moM. decayed manure and rich loam. As 
new shoots appear, Increase water and 
fe«| every other week with fish emul- 
sion. 


QUESTION: Help - my rubber plant 


k down to ill last few leaves. What can I 
do In save It? 


Armor: At the spot where the last leaf 


has fallen (near the top) wrap the stem 
with a double handful of damp sphagnum 
moil. Cover it with clear plastic and tic 
it with Twl.<items (or Baggies tics). As 
Mxm a% you sec roots developing, cut the 
now plant loose and pot up rooted sec- 
l urn. Cut back bare stem to three inches, 
rrpot and feed monthly. Rubber plants 
like hliih humidity, full sunlight and 
unrmth. Water only after soil has dried 
thoroughly. 


Question: Why do my African voltots 


lirow well for a while, but produce new 
Iciives that arc stunted? 


Answer: Insects taking over. Destroy 


nil Infected plants, and scrub up the 
area. Isolate all healthy plants so they 
arc not Invaded by cyclamen mites or 
thripi. Mi.it he healthy ones with a weak 
solution of Basic II (detergent) and wa- 
ter. 


QUESTION: The leaves on my aialea 


plants turn yellow and fall. What's caus- 
ing this? 


Answer: The soil isn't acid enough. Re- 


pot In a mix of two parts sphagnum peat 
moss and one part each of soil and sand. 
Use acid plant food monthly, April 
through July. Don't feed them in winter, 
but keep them cool and rather damp. 
(Use vinegar and water occasionally, in 
place of plain water.) 


Question: New leaves on my split-leaf 


philodrendron aren't splitting? What's 
wrong? 


Answer: Your house is loo cold. This is 


a tropical plant, needs day temperatures 
of 83 degrees. 


Question: Why won't my African vio- 


lets flower? 


Answer: Not enough light, or they've 


had too much nitrogen fertilizer. Repot 
them and substitute a high phosphate 
transplant food for the fertilizer you've 
been giving them. 


QUESTION': I got a gardenia plant for 


my birthday. Please advise on proper 
care. 


Answer: Keep gardenias damp at all 


times; feed monthly with fish emulsion. 
Keep the plants in a cool, sunny room 
with very high humidity. They tolerate 
no gas fumes or drafts. 


Question: There are little white bugs 


crawling all over my piggy-back plant. 
How can I discourage them? 


Answer: Dunk the whole plant in wa- 


ter, holding the pot upside down and the 
plant secured In the pot. Swish the leaves 
In the water for a second or two (use the 
bathtub). If the plant is a big one, haul it 
into the shower. After you give your pig- 
gy-back a bath, dab the leaves with rub- 
bing alcohol and kiss those mealybugs 
goodbye.

I attend each production of "Goodbye 


Charlie" with a certain amount of appre- 
hension. The comedy is not an easy one 
to stage successfully. The far-fetched 
theme has a tendency to be overplayed. 
By the second act the action Is apt to be 
tedious. 


The principal clement hi keeping the 


piny above boredom Is a very capable 
actress in the role of Charlie Sorcl, a 
dcvll-may-carc playboy who is shot to 
death by a jealous husband and reincar- 
nated as a woman. 


And Masque and Staff's Judith Hough 


Is n good choice. 


Sho is quite convincing as the poor 


misguided Charlie who has returned as a 
member of the female gender, a possible 
punishment he (or is it she?) believes for 
a prior flamboyant lifestyle. 


CIIAItLIE MAY look every bit of a 


woman but his mannerisms, pacing to 
and fro with a long cigar hanging out one 
corner of his mouth, or unsuccessful at- 
permits to walk in a pair of high heels, 
arc what make the part come alive and 
in turn highlight the play. 


Director Glnny Lobaugh has done an 


excellent Job in guiding Miss Hough. 


Yet though voice and expressions ore 


very well done, there are times when 
Judith Hough looks "too good" for her 
role. 


This is particularly true when she re- 


turns from a make-over session at Eliza- 
beth Ardcn's. 


AN ECCENTIUC chractcr with a very 


willful mind of her own, the female 
Charlie Sorcl arrives home looking too 
striking. It would be more befitting for 
Miss Haugh to be a mild copy of Phyllis 
Dlller rather than a fashion plate with 
every hair hi place. Granted her clothes 
did clash. However, Judith Haugh Is 
much too poised for Charlie's established 
personality.

Spots in the play do have a tendency to 


first act when Charlie's few friends have 
gathered together to listen to a eulogy by 
George. 


The supporting cast must remember to 


project their voices. Lines intermittently 
lose strength by coming out soft and 
muffled. 


Also Susan Woodrow needs to further 


familiarize herself with the role of Rusty, 
Charlie's former mistress and the cause 
of his untimely end. 


MISS WOODROW'S first appearances 


on stage arc stiff. She looks unsure of 
herself. 


She portrays only superficial concern 


when she learns that Charlie is planning 
to publish a diary filled with his former 
sexual exploits when in fact, it would 
ruin her reputation. 


Yet in the final act Susan docs a good 


job In confessing her feelings. Perhaps 
she really did love Charlie Sorcl, regard- 
less of his shortcomings and his cruelty. 
This feeling Is real. She should do as well 
In the first two acts. 


Compliments go to the production crew

To Be Voted On In Next Feiv Months 
New Zoning Ordinance Reviewed 


Elk Grove Village trustees opened the 


way for passage of a now comprehensive 
zoning ordinance for the village Tuesday 
after reviewing the effect of the ordi- 
nance on existing buildings in the indus- 
trial park. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis was told 


to prepare a final draft of the ordinance 
and the accompanying zoning map, to be 
presented for official approval at a village 
board meeting sometime in the next few 
months. Village trustee* indicated Tues- 
day they would approve the entire ordi- 
nance. 
, 


The comprehensive zoning ordinance, 


under study by the village for three 
years, was designed as a com- 
prehensive amendment to the present 
zoning ordinance. Village officials had 
hoped the ordinance would be passed this 
summer. But approval was postponed 
to allow time to study the ordinance's 
effect on Industrial structures. 


After reviewing the study, trustees de- 


cided to eliminate proposals that would 
specify the height of loading spaces at 15 
feet and would regulate the section of the 
loading area that could be used for load- 
ing. 


It was discovered from a survey of 10 


per cent of the industrial buildings 
throughout the village that most struc- 
tures failed to comply with the suggested 
requirements for loading zones. In the 
heavy Industry area, 25 of 33 buildings 
did tot have loading zones 15 feet high. 


IN THE LIGHT industrial district, 


none of the 23 buildings surveyed were 
able to meet the height requirements. 


Concerning the area permitted for 


loading, the proposal stipulated the set- 
back, or distance from the front property 
line to the loading spaces, must be 25 
feet. Only 7 per cent of light industrial 
buildings and 24 per cent of heavy indus- 
trial structures currently have the rec- 


ommended footage between the front of 
the lot and the loading zone. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofcrt said the 


danger with passing a regulation that 
most existing structures don't meet, is 
courts could strike down that part of the 
ordinance unless a good reason is given. 
"Added restrictions must be justified," 
he said. 


Also surveyed In the impact study 


were lot size of the property, the dis- 
tances of buildings to the front, side and 
rear property lines and the number of 
parking spaces. It was found that these 
other requirements would have a moder- 
ate to minor impact on existing build- 
ings, and they were approved by the 
trustees. 


Willis said a policy was yet to be 


formed on whether or not to allow busi- 
nesses in the Industrial park to conduct 
retail sales. Trustee Ed'Kenna, chair- 
man of the judiciary, planning and zon- 


ing committee, said his committee was 
studying the question and would recom- 
mend a position soon. 


Regulations in the proposed ordinance 


would tighten present zoning require- 
ments, but they would not necessitate 
immediate changes on any present struc- 
ture that did not meet the new stan- 
dards. 


However existing buildings that are ex- 


panded, rebuilt more than 50 per cent, or 
put to a major new use would be forced 
to comply with the new ordinance along 
with future construction. 


Concerning residential zoning, the ordi- 


nance contains a controversial provision 
banning home business occupations that 
involve a service performed on a person 
or to an object. The trustees did allow 
parking of commercial or recreational 
vehicles on residential property If they 
are parked on an approved hard surface 
storage area.

Lutheran Welfare Agency In Tacoma, 
Wash. Marilyn Qulnn, a five-year mem- 
ber of the board, was'elected to finish 
Goodrich's unexpired term as chairman. 
She will serve until April. 


Community Service provides mental 


health care and counseling service to 
residents. The village started the agency 
in 1966 under a three-year pilot program, 
funded by the village, YMCA and Hull 
House In Chicago. 


Rev. Goodrich became a member of 


the Community Service Board near the 
end of the pilot program. 


When the pilot program ended in mid- 


1969, the board wanted to make Commu- 
nity Service an independent organization, 
said Rev. Goodrich. 


The board wanted control over the hir- 


ing of personnel and turned to the village 
as the chief source of funds. 


ONE OF THE first acts by the board, 


after the village assumed principal fund- 
ing of Community Service, was the hir- 
ing of a new executive director, Tom 
Smith. 


"Tom Smith was an unfortunate 


choice," said Rev. Goodrich. "He Imme- 
diately got himself into hot water and 
was seldom out of hot water." 


"Basically, Tom was an idea man, but 


a poor implemcntor. He couldn't decide 
what was really practical," said Rev. 
Goodrich. 


"Tom was also insensitive as executive 


director. Part of an executive director's 
role is to act as a buffer between the 
establishment which supplies Community 
Service's funding and the clients, many 
of whom are youths who are anti-estab- 
lishment," according to Rev. Goodrich. 


The problems with Smith finally led to 


a confrontation between Community Ser- 
vice and the village trustees. 


"I got a phone call one night at 11 


o'clock from the trustees," said Rev. 
Goodrich. "They wanted me to come 
down to the village municipal building 


and talk about Community Service." 
According to Rev. Goodrich, Village 


Mgr. Charles Willis had stopped by at the 
Community Service office at the Park'N 
Shop Center and found the place a sham- 
bles. He reported the situation to the vil- 
lage board. 


"The trustees were livid," said Rev. 


Goodrich. In the proceedings that Mow- 
ed, the trustees finally agreed to contin- 
ue funding Community Service's oper- 
ations, but said the office would have to 
be cleaned up and subject to regular in- 
spection. 


Later, Smith resigned as executive di- 


rector, and Jordan Rosen, the present 
executive director, was hired. 


In the 1% years that Rosen has been 


executive director, "We have grown to 
about a dozen staff members," said Rev. 
Goodrich. "Things have solidified." The 
community has made 'a commitment to 
keep it (Community Service) going. The 
board has had to develop policies and 
take positions." 


"IT WAS A REAL test we had to go 


through as an organization. We had to

Them Quit Smoking Habit

Fred Schiavo put on quite a show. He 


pointed at the crowd, his speech was ani- 
mated. You might say he had the crowd 
in a trance. 


The basement of the. Recreation Park 


Field House was full of smoke. Cigarets 
were being devoured by the fiends in the 
audience, fiends that hoped Schiavo 
might, just might, be able to do some- 
thing for them. 


Schiavo is a hypnotist, president of 


the Arlington Heights-based 
National 


Hypnotic Research Center. And for the 
hundred or so smokers in his audience, 
Schiavo was one more gimmick, one 
more chance to kick the habit. And oh, 
how they wanted to kick the habit. 


The crowd listened to Schiavo tell them 


how hypnosis works, how it would help 
them quit smoking. They listened like 
flyers ready to go Into combat, getting 
their battle plan. Indeed, they were 
about to go into combat against what 
they see as an enemy that takes their 
money, their health, perhaps eventually 
their lives. 


"WHATEVER YOU accept will hap- 


pen," Schiavo threw at the crowd. "The 


subconscious mind is like a computer. 
You put in a suggestion, and the subcon- 
scious accepts It for fact." 


Did you ever say, "Boy, this is gonna 


be a lousy day,"- and it was? Schiavo 
asked that and a half dozen questions 
like it. He tried to convince the crowd 
that lousy days are their own faults, 
brought on by the suggestion to the sub- 
conscious that It would be a lousy day. 


The same goes for smoking, he said. 


You just think you can't quit. You just 
convince yourself you need a dgaret. But 
you don't. Not really. 


"I smoke four packs a day. I flip out if 


I don't have a smoke," someone shot at 
Schiavo from the audience. 


"You will only become more nervous If 


you want to," Schiavo shot back. And he' 
added hypnosis may be just the answer 
for such people. He said fewer people 
who quit smoking via hypnosis return to 
the habit than people who quit by any 
other method.

But Schiavo was un- 
daunted. He went on to the next fellow. 


He was tall, with dark curly hair. 


Schiavo had a hard time convincing him 
his clgaret would taste like castor oil, 
but he finally succeeded. 


The first clgaret tasted okay, the man 


said. Schiavo got him another brand, 
saying the man couldn't possibly believe 
his own brand would taste bad. 


THIS TIME the man gagged, coughed 


and turned red. Schiavo had done it.

But the big moment had arrived. The

The lights were dimmed, the room 


filled with a kind of rumbling as each 
hypnotis attempted to put his or her sub- 
jects into a trance. 


THEY WEREN'T always successful, 


primarily because most of the subjects 
didn't know what to expect. When in a 
trance, a subject Is still highly aware of 
what's going on around him. He is not 
really asleep, and it's not a wlcrd feeling 
It's Just a very relaxed feeling. 


After convincing the subjects that ciga- 


rets would taste like castor oil, gasoline 
or whatever else tastes bad, the hypnot- 
ists taught them to hypnotize themselves, 
to reinforce the suggestion implanted in 
their subconsdousness.

Area Taxing Rates Are Far 
From Easy To Figure Out 


by NANCY COWGER 


All residents of the Village of Schaum- 


burg do not pay property taxes at the 
same rate. Neither do those of Hoffman 
Estates or unincorporated areas. 


Tho tax map of Schaumburg Township 


looks like a giant jig-saw puzzle, with the 
color of each piece signifying the total 
tax rato paid by residents within its 
bounds. The same color pieces might be 
scattered in many sections of the puzzle, 
but there are 34 different colors, for 34 
different total tax rates. 


Naturally, land owners in unincorpo- 


rated Schaumburg Township pay a dif- 
ferent tax rate than those In villages. But 
it is not necessarily the village lines that 
make the difference. The Village of 
Schaumburg docs not levy a property 
tax, but Its residents pay a tax anyway, 
In some cases to 12 other governmental 
units, and in other locations to 13 units. 
And the puzzle pieces in the Village of 
Schaumburg are seven different colors. 


THE DIFFERENCES stem from spe- 


cial district boundaries — those which 
separate districts for junior colleges, 
parks, fire service, high schools, or ele- 
mentary schools. Or they may result 
from a combination of these varying 
boundaries, none of which coincide with 
village lines, or the limits of any other 
districts. They lace through the township 
along their own paths, creating divisions 
In the tax structure. 


In Hoffman Estates, four different to- 


tal tax rates are applied to property own- 
ers, varying from a maximum of 8.778- 
cents per $100 of assessed property value 
to a minimum of 8.236-cents. 


Seven different rates are levied In the 


Village of Schaumburg, ranging from 
7.650-cenU to 7.218-cents. And the village 
does not even levy a property tax of its 
own. 


Those who live In unincorporated 


Schaumburg Township encompass 11 dif- 
ferent taxing groups. The maximum for 
them Is B.OW-ccnts, while the minimum 
Is7.208-cents. 


THEN THERE are residents of other 


municipalities, communities whose city 
or village limits extend Into Schaumburg 
Township although their main jurisdic- 
tlonal area is In another township and 
may even be In another county. These 
are the villages of Roselle, Stream wood, 
Elk Grove and Hanover Park, and the 


City of Rolling Meadows. 


Even within these small Schaumburg 


Township pieces of villages or cities, 
there Is no uniform rate applied. Roselle 
residents who also live in the township 
pay their taxes at one of three different 
rates. Hanover Park and Elk Grove vil- 
lages each have two groups paying taxes 
at unique rates. Only the City of Rolling 
Meadows and Village of Streamwood 
contribute just one group each to the tax 
rate puzzle. 


For these nine incorporated taxpaying 


divisions, the rates vary from 8.548-cents 
to 8.092-cents. 


Municipalities really have little control 


over total tax rates levied on home- 
owners. 


THAT SCHAUMBURG Village does not 


levy a property tax has no bearing on the 
fact that they pay land taxes. 


By way of a sample, everybody in the 


Village of Schaumburg pays property 
taxes to the Cook County Hospital Gov- 
erning Commission, Cook County Forest 
Preserve District, Suburban Tubercu- 
losis Sanitarium, Schaumburg Township, 
Township Road and Bridge Fund, Town- 
ship General Assistance Fund, Metropoli- 
tan Sanitary District of Greater Chicago 
and Northwest Mosquito Abatement Dis- 
trict. 


Six of the seven groupings also pay 


taxes to High School Dist. 211 and 
Schaumburg Township School Dist. 54, 
while the seventh pays to Unit Dist. 46 
(Elgin) instead. Four pay to Harper Ju- 
nior College, while three pay for Elgin 
Community College. 


THREE OF THE seven Schaumburg 


Village groups pay to the Hoffman Es- 
tates Park District, three to the Schaum- 
burg Park District, and one pays no park 
district tax at all. Six are still paying off 
bonds Issued by Hoffman Estates Fire 
.Protection District between 1959 and 
1967, when the village started a munici- 
pal fire department, and one is not pay- 
Ing for fire protection, although it receiv- 
es It, as do all, from the village. 


In Hoffman Estates the situation is 


similar, although the village levies a 
property tax. Residents may pay to Dist. 
211, or to High School Dist. 224; to either 
Hoffman Estates or Schaumburg park 
districts; to either Hoffman Estates or 
Palatine rural fire protection districts.

chael llowlctt, 329 to 06. 


The students voted after a rally and pa- 


rade that featured predominantly Re- 
publican posters and signs. There have 
been no official analyses of the student 
vole, but speculation is that Nixon, as 
president, carried more weight because 
he Is the head of the nation. 


Walker's campaign to make his name

give South Vietnam to the Communists, 
and said his cuts of national defense will 
hurt the country if it ever has to show 
strength, like It did in the Cuban crisis of 
1962. 


"Senator McGovern's way out of this 


question is 'No one will test me, I'm 
friendly,' " explained one Nixon suppor- 
ter as the crowd laughed. 


THE GOP panel reminded the au- 


dience that the Democrats were in power 
when 550,000 soldiers were sent to Viet- 
nam. "Since the' Republican takeover, 
that number has been lowered to 34,000," 
said one supporter. 


They also reminded the group it would 


be unwise to change'parties when peace 
is so near. 


Another Nixonlte said no president In 


recent history has done so much to help 
foreign relations. "His trips to China and 
Russia have been the turning point In 
peace relations," said one student. 


When the program opened to the au- 


dience, the first item discussed was the 
"dumping" of Sen. Tom Eagleton as a 
candidate for vice president. 


Tho Dcmocractlc representatives said 


it was malnlydue to the fact that the ear- 
ly vice presidential choice lied when he 
was asked by McGovern if there were 
any skeletons in the closet he should 
know about. 


THE GROUP also blamed the mass

Fred Schiavo put on quite a show. He 


pointed at the crowd, his speech was ani- 
mated. You might lay he had the crowd 
in a trance. 


The basement of the Recreation Park 


Field House was full of smoke. Clgarels 
wen being devoured by the fiend* in the 
audience, fiends that hoped Schiavo 
might. Just might, be able to do some- 
thing for them. 


Schiavo is a hypnotist, president o( 


the Arlington Heights-based National 
Hypnotic Research Center. And for the 
hundred or so smokers in his audience, 
Schiavo was one more gimmick, one 
more chance to kick the habit. And oh, 
how they wanted to kick the habit. 


The crowd listened to Schiavo tell them 


how hypnosis works, how it would help 
them quit smoking. They listened like 
flyers ready to go Into combat, getting 
their battle plan. Indeed, they were 
about to go Into combat against what 
they sec on an enemy that takes their 
money, their health, perhaps eventually 
their lives. 


"WHATEVER YOU accept will hap- 


pen." Schiavo threw at the crowd. "The 
subconscious mind Is like a computer. 
You put In a suggestion, and the subcon- 
scious accepts it for fact." 


Did you ever say, "Boy, this is gonna 


be a lousy day,"- and it was? Schiavo 
asked that and a half dozen questions 
like it He tried to convince the crowd 
that lousy days are their own faults, 
brought on by the suggestion to the sub- 
conscious that it would be • lousy day. 


The same goes for smoking, he said. 


You just think you can't quit You just 
convince yourself you need a dgaret But 
you don't Not really. 


"I smoke four packs a day. I flip out if 


I don't have a smoke," someone shot at 
Schiavo from the audience. 


"You will only become more nervous if 


you want to," Schiavo shot back. And he 
added hypnosis may be just the answer 
for such people. He said fewer people 
who quit smoking via hypnosis return to 
the habit than people who quit by any 
other method. 


BUT THE crowd was more concerned 


about what hypnosis would do for them 
— no, do to them — than it was about 
Schiavo's statistics. 


"What makes you qualified to hypno- 


tize me?" someone asked through the 
smoky haze that hung in the room. 


"Experience," Schiavo replied. 
But that wasn't enough for the man. 


He didn't want some "quick" playing 
with his mind. 


Schiavo went through his background. 


He said he picked up hypnosis to use in 
an act when he was in the army 27 years 
ago. Since then, he has realized it is 
serious than a good party game. 


HE TALKED ABOUT his organization, 


formed a year and a half ago to explore 
hypnosis and dispel myths about It. 


Hypnosis can't make you do anything 


you don't want to do, he said. And it's 
not dangerous. 


Schiavo then told the people in the au- 


dience to clasp their hands, and no mat- 
ter how hard they try, they wouldn't 
be able to pull them apart. The idea of 
this exercise was to find some particular- 
ly good subjects, subjects who follow 
suggestion easily. 


He called the ones with their hands 


still clasped up front. All 10 of them were 
smokers. Schiavo would demonstrate 
how hypnosis would help these people. 
He wouldn't even put them in a trance. 


"Are any of you hypnotized?" Schiavo 


asked. 


"NO, BUT I wish I was," one nervous 


woman answered. 


Schiavo tried to get the woman to be- 


lieve her next cigaret would taste ter- 
rible. He used a good deal of suggestion 
on the woman before he allowed her to 
take a puff.

THEY WEREN'T always successful, 


primarily because most of the subjects 
didn't know what to expect. When in a 
trance, a subject is still highly aware of 
what's going on around him. He Is not 
really asleep, and it's not a wierd feeling 
It's just a very relaxed feeling. 


After convincing the subjects that ciga- 


rets would taste like castor oil, gasoline 
or whatever else tastes bad, the hypnot- 
ists taught them to hypnotize themselves, 
to reinforce the suggestion implanted in 
their subconsciousness. 


Not everyone was convinced, but all 


thought it was worth a try. And there 
were a lot of half-full cigaret packs 
crumpled on the floor when the crowd 
was gone.

Site For New Building? 
Youth Group Puzzled By Library

Organizers of an urea youth group 


can't understand why Palatine library 
board members haven't jumped at the 
chance to buy a portion of their property 
for a new library site. 


Nearly 18 months ago, members of the 


Palatine Township Youth Organization 
(PTYO) were asked about the possibility 
of selling part of their 4%-acre site 
northwest of Palatine to the library, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Samuel LaSusa, a chief 
coordinator for the teen group. 


Since that time, no word or feedback 


has come from the library board, Mrs. 
LaSusa said. 


The property, located on Smith Street 


north of Northwest Highway, is nestled 
alongside the Palatine Hills Golf Course. 
According to Library Board President 
Dorothea Gllpln, the land hasn't been 
forgotten by the board, but it isn't a 
prime candidate for the new library, ei- 
ther. 


"IT DOESNT exactly meet the cri- 


teria we have set up," Mrs. Gilpin said 
when contacted by the Herald yesterday. 


Formerly known as the Levade Ranch, 


the site is a mile north of the downtown 
Palatine area. Village trustees, who 
must give final approval to a library 
site, are anxious to keep the new library 
in the downtown area. . 


Northwest Highway is a more logical 


site,'say sponsors of The Joint, the teen 
center being planned by the PTYO for 
the property. Parking is a pain at the 
current library at 149 N. Brockway .St., 
and business is moving out along North- 
west Highway, Mrs. LaSusa insisted. : 


The PTYO's proposal would offer 2V4 


or 3 acres of the site for the library, at a 
cost of $100,000. The remaining land 
would be used for construction of a com- 
munity center with rooms that could be 
rented for Scout meetings, anniversary 
celebrations, and teen activities. 


"We're not naive anymore. We know a 


teen center is not the thing," Mrs. La- 
Susa added. Instead, the PTYO has 
shifted its purpose to provide a facility 
that supposedly can be.used by many 
levels of the community. 


The PTYO has been paying taxes on 


the property while they waited to hear 


from the library. 


"They told us 'wait for the water and 


sewer.' We got the water and sewer.

The poll also indicates that what was

According to the results of the Herald 


poll conducted yesterday, SI per cent of 
tho respondents have not yet made a 
choice between President Richard Nixon 
and Sen. George McGovcrn. Of those 
who had made a choice, 33 per cent said 
they will vote for Nixon and 1C per cent 
said they would vote for McGovcrn. 


In the senatorial race between in- 


cumbent Republican Sen. Charles Percy 
and Democratic challenger U.S. Rep. Ro- 
man Puclnskl, only half the persons 
questioned had decided for which can- 
didate they will vote. Percy received 39 
per cent of the votes, Puclnski only 9 per 
cent, while 52 per cent were undecided. 


SIMILAR RESULTS were reported in 


the race for governor, in which more 
than half those answering the poll had 
not decided between Gov. Richard 
Ogllvlo and Democratic challenger Dan- 
iel Walker. Of those who had decided, 
Ogilvlo received 28 per cent and Walker 
received 20 per cent. 


Of. those who have made decisions in 


the three races the poll reflects a tenden- 
cy toward ticket-splitting rather than 
straight party voting. Most of the re- 
spondents said they preferred to vote for 
the man rather than for a party label. 


Only five persons contacted said they 


would not go to the polls at all Nov. 7.

Schaumburg Tax Map Looks 
Like Giant Jig-Saw Puzzle 


by NANCY COWGEIl 


All residents of the Village of Schaum- 


burg do not pay property taxes at the 
•ame rate. Neither do those of Hoffman 
Estates or unincorporated areas. 


Tho lax map of Schaumburg Township 


looks like a giant jig-saw puzzle, with the 
color of each piece signifying the total 
tax rate paid by residents within its 
bounds. The same color pieces might be 
scattered In many sections of the puzzle, 
but there arc 34 different colors, for 34 
different total lax rates. 


Naturally, land owners in unincorpo- 


rated Schaumburg Township pay a dif- 
ferent tax rate than those in villages. But 
It is not necessarily the village lines that 
make the difference. The Village of 
Schaumburg docs not levy a property 
tax, but Its residents pay a tax anyway, 
in some cases to 12 other governmental 
units, and in other locations to 13 units. 
And the puzzle pieces In the Village of 
Schaumburg arc seven different colors. 


THE DIFFERENCES stem from spe- 


cial district boundaries — those which 
separate districts for junior colleges, 
parks, fire service, high schools, or ele- 
mentary schools. Or they may result 
from a combination of these varying 
boundaries, none of which coincide with 
village lines, or the limits of any other 
districts. They lace through the township 
along their own paths, creating divisions 
In the tax structure. 


In Hoffman Estates, four different to- 


tal lax rates arc applied to property own- 
ers, varying from a maximum of 8.778- 
ccnts per $100 of assessed property value 
to a minimum of 8.236-cents. 


Seven different rates are levied in the 


Village of Schaumburg, ranging from 
7.650-ccnts to 7.216-ccnts. And the village 
does not even levy a property tax of Its 
own. 


Those who live in unincorporated 


Schaumburg Township encompass 11 dif- 
ferent taxing groups. The maximum for 
them Is 8.064-ccnts, while the minimum 
Is 7.208-ccnts. 


THEN THERE arc residents of other 


municipalities, communities whose city 
or village limits extend into Schaumburg 
Township although their main jurlsdlc- 
tional area Is in another township and 
may even be In another county. These 
are the villages of Roscllc, Streamwood, 
Elk Grove and Hanover Park, and the 
City of Rolling Meadows. 


Even within these small Schaumburg 


Township pieces of villages or cities, 
there Is no uniform rate applied. Rosclle 
residents who also live In the township 
pay their taxes at one of three different 
rates. Hanover Park and Elk Grove vil- 
lages each have two groups paying taxes 
at unique rates. Only the City of Rolling- 
Meadows and Village of Streamwood 
contribute just one group each to the tax 
rate puzzle. 


For these nine Incorporated taxpaying 


divisions, the rates vary from 8.548-cents 
to 8.092-cenU. 


Municipalities really have little control 


over total tax rates levied on home- 
owners. 


THAT SCHAUMBURG Village does not 


levy a property tax has no bearing on the 
fact that they pay land taxes. 


By way of a sample, everybody in the 


Village of Schaumburg pays property 
taxes to the Cook County Hospital Gov- 
erning Commission, Cook County Forest 
Preserve District, Suburban Tubercu- 
losis Sanitarium, Schaumburg Township, 
Township Road and Bridge Fund, Town- 
ship General Assistance Fund, Metropoli- 


tan Sanitary District of Greater Chicago 
and Northwest Mosquito Abatement Dis- 
trict. 


Six of the seven groupings also pay 


taxes to High School Dlst. 211 and 
Schaumburg Township School Dist. 54, 
while the seventh pays to Unit Dlst. 46 
(Elgin) instead. Four pay to Harper Ju- 
nior College, while three pay for Elgin 
Community College. 


THREE OF THE seven Schaumburg 


Village groups pay to the Hoffman Es- 
tates Park District, three to the Schaum- 
burg Park District, and one pays no park 
district tax at all. Six are still paying off 
bonds issued by Hoffman Estates Fire 
Protection District between 1959 and 
1967, when the village started a munici- 
pal fire department, and one Is not pay- 
ing for fire protection, although It receiv- 
es It, as do all, from the village. 


In Hoffman Estates the situation is 


similar, although the village levies a 
property tax. Residents may pay to Dist 
211, or to High School Dlst. 224; to either 
Hoffman Estates or Schaumburg park 
districts; to cither Hoffman Estates or 
Palatine rural fire protection districts. 
' 


One resident pays Hoffman Estates vil- 


lage taxes, Schaumburg park taxes, Pal- 
atine fire and high school taxes. 


Is It any wonder a Hoffman Estates 


resident recently told the village board 
he had lived in the community two 
years, all the time believing he resided 
in the Village of Palatine? 


•There are 491 persons living In a Roll- 
big Meadows precinct who will help de- 
termine the outcome of the Nov. 7 elec- 
tion long before the final votes are tal- 
lied. 


They have been selected by ABC tele- 


vision in Chicago along with persons liv- 
ing In 99 other "key" precincts in the 
state to represent voting throughout Illi- 
nois — to predict the way all voters in 


want to see him President," but Mrs. Jo- 
seph Mesch, 2406 Park, said she intends 
to vote a straight Republican ticket. 
"They blame the Republicans for every- 
thing and they've only been in the White 
House 12 years out of the last 40 years, 
so who are you going to blame for 
things?" she said.

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Pair Complete 2.200-Mile Canoe Adventure 
Alaskan Trip Leads To—Another 


by KURT BAER 


When a five-month, 2,200-mile canoe 


trip up Alaska's Yukon River leads you 
to dream about someday tackling the 
McKcnzie or even the Amazon, you know 
you're hooked. 


And that's exactly the way 24-year-old 


Randy Mogytych sums up the five 
months he spent hunting, fishing, canoe- 
Ing and photographing his way across 
the Alaskan wilderness. 


For Mogytych, who lives on north Dry- 


den Avenue in Arlington Heights, and his 
partner, John Mossey, a former village 
resident, the long trip was the realization 
of two years of planning and dreaming. 


"We planned most of the details of the 


trip while John was in Vietnam. It kind 
of gave him something cUc to think 
about and look forward >o," Mogytych 
recalled. 


TO MAKE THE trip, Randy gave up 


his job, $1,000 and about 30 pounds but 
the odysscy was worth every bit of it, 
ho says. 


It all began May lit when the two men 


packed their gear, including a 17- 
foot aluminum canoe, onto a red pickup 
truck and set out for the town of White- 
horse in Canada's Yukon Territory, a 
stop along the Alaskan Highway which 
Mogytych calls "the world's greatest 
gravel road." 


"We got Into Whitchorsc on June 2 and 


found the headwaters of the Yukon still 
frozen over. So we left the truck and rode 
the White Pass Railroad 100 mllci south 
to Lake Bennett." 


There on the sandy edge of the Ice blue 


lake they packed their canoe and pad- 
dled out onto the 2,200-mile-long water- 
way that eventually would carry them to 
the Eskimo fishing village of Alakanuk 
on the Bering Sea. 


HOTtl MEN ARE experienced hunters 


and the two high-powered pistols they 
carried, a .337 magnum revolver and a 
.•It calibre Lugcr, filled their campflre 
skillet with a variety of game. 


"Dried food is convenient and portable 


but we really developed a craving for 
fresh meat," Mogytych recalls. "We ate 
everything from moose to goose and bea- 
ver to bear." 


In addition to the game they shot, the 


two men fished the Yukon River und Its 
mountain tributaries, hooking trophy-size 
specimens of Arctic char, pike and trout. 


They also gobbled up some 20 dozen 


powdcrd eggs and untold quantities of 
canned bacon, coffee and powdered or- 
ango juice. 


THK 
YUKON 
RIVER 
was clean 


enough to drink Randy says, adding that 
the two men would sometimes observe 
the cocktail hour by cutting a capful of 
190 proof alcohol with water and stirring 
up a Tang-flavored screwdriver. 


Excessive drinking among some of the 


Indians and Eskimos in northern Alaska 
is a continuing problem, Mogytych says, 
and most of the small villages ore dry. 


"The villages don't have much crime 


and most of them don't even have a sher- 
iff. If there la o murder or anything, the 
state police will handle it" 


Meeting the Eskimos, hunting and fish- 


ing with them wcro some of the most 
rewarding moments of tho trip for the 
two adventurers and they took special 
time out to explore the tiny villages that 
lie along the river. 


"WE RARELY paddled more than five 


or six hours a day. We'd pull up on an 
island and fish or hunt and then make 
camp." 


Except for Its remoteness, the Yukon 


is an ideal river for canoeing. It is rela- 
tively wide and smooth with many suit- 
able campsites along its banks. 


Tho dangers intrinsic in a Yukon River 


trip nrc very real but for experienced 
outdoorsmcn, not as threatening as 
might be expected. 


Only once, when John was attacked by 


an uncharacteristically aggressive Ulack 
Bear, did the pair feel seriously threat- 
ened. Mogytych says. 


THE BEAR had stumbled on Masscy 


while ho was fishing one of the cold clear 
streams that flow down from the moun- 
tains to tho Yukon River. 


"John sold he was going up behind a 


beaver dam to do some fishing. He had 
been gone several minutes when I heard 
a shot. Seconds later he called and told 
me to grab my camera — he'd just shot 
o bear," Mogytych recalled.

Both men were puzzled by the animal's 


actions since Black Bears normally will 
not attack men. Grizzly Bears are re- 
garded by hunters as a much more 
serious threat. But Mogytych said the 
only evidence of grizzlies the two men 
found were tracks and the skeletons of 
fish on which the large bears had 
feasted. 


Not until they had skinned and quarter- 


ed the animal and found its belly bulging 
with fermenting berries did they begin to 
understand its unusual behavior. 


"YOU COULD smell that the berries 


had begun to ferment and I figure the 
bear must have been a little light headed 
when no came at him," Mogytych says. 


Because the men had not bought a spe- 


cific license for bear hunting, killing the 
animal was technically a violation of 
state game regulations. But under the 
circumstances, shooting first and an- 
swering questions later seemed to be the 
best, in fact the only policy. 


"Wo did go in to buy the togs and ex- 


plain what had happened," Mogytych 
says. "Some of the meat we otc our- 
selves and the rest we gave to a group of 
Eskimos." 


A much smaller but no less vicious at- 


tacker encountered along the Yukon also 
demanded special defensive action. 


"THE ARCTIC mosquito is said to be 


the worst in tho world, and I believe it," 
Mogytych soys. In this cose the remedy 
was some heavy mosquito netting and 
generous doses of repellent. 


In the end it is the beauty of the coun- 


try and the hospitality of its people that 
stands out in Randy Mogytych's mind to- 
day, one month after he left the fast 
freezing north to return to. Arlington 
Heights and a new job with Skil Power 
Tools. 


"All the way along the people were 


just super. The Mountics gave us a lot of 
help and we were taken moose and seal 
hunting by the Eskimos." 


At Alakanuk, where the Yukon spills 


into the icy waters of the Bering Sea, the 
men sold their canoe to an Alaskan 
couple and prepared for the plane trip 
bock to Whltchorse where the red pickup 
was still parked, waiting to carry them 
home. 


A trip of o lifetime? Probably so tor 


most people. But for Randy Mogytych it 
may bo just one of many. 


"Maybe some day wo'll try to take the 


McKcnzie or the Amazon. But that's just 
talk right now. First, I've got-to get back 
to work for a while." 


That too is part of returning to Arling- 


ton Heights.

Park District Taxing Control Case 
To Court On Jan. 3 


A tentative date of Jan. 3 has been set 


for a hearing In the legal dispute be- 
tween the Salt Creek Rural Park District 
and the Rolling Meadows Park District 
over taxing control of an industrial park 
In Rolling Meadows. 


At present, however, the status of the 


dispute remains locked in a scries of pre- 
trial briefs and counter briefs being filed 
by both parties in an attempt to win the 
case before a court session is called. 


The latest brief must be filed by Salt 


Creek before Nov. 30 to respond to a 50- 
page brief by the Rolling Meadows dis- 
trict. The Rolling Meadows brief, filed in. 
circuit court last month, detailed me his- 
tory of that park district and gave rea- 


sons why the industrial park in question 
should remain port of the Rolling Mead- 
ows district 


Salt Creek had originally been given 


until Oct 30 to reply to the brief, but 
Michael Stronberg, attorney for -Salt 
Creek, said yesterday be has been grant- 
ed an extension until the end of this 
month. 


AFTER THE Salt Creek brief is sub- 


mitted, the Rolling Meadows district will 
be given another thirty days to reply. 


"One way or another, most of the facts 


will be laid to rest at this (pretrial) lev- 
el," Stronberg said. "But if we lose at 
this level and have to go further, we will 
be taking two steps back to go one step 
forward^ 


"By that I mean that if we are ruled 


against, we will have to appeal to reopen 
the case in order to resume court ac- 
tion."

Stronberg said the next brief to be filed 


by Salt Creek will, present their argu- 
ments and legal reasoning why the indus- 
trial park should be controlled by that 
district rather than by the city park dis- 
trict. A thirty day period, or until Dec. 
30, will be allowed for the Rolling Mead- 
ows Park District to answer the Salt 
Creek brief. 


At the heart of the controversy, is 


which district should have taxing author- 
ity of an industrial park located on 
.Rohlwing Road, northwest of the'Arling- 


ton Park Race Track.' The park, which is 
assessed at $6.9 million, is currently con- 
trolled by the Rolling Meadows Park 
District. 


THE SALT Creek district began the le- 


gal action in January, charging that the 
6.5-acre park was illegally annexed to 
the Rolling Meadows district in 1959. The 
suit seeks to have the • park returned to 
Salt Creek's jurisdiction and in additioi 
to have the Rolling Meadows district 
reimburse Salt Creek for $78,000 for tax 
revenue lost since 1959. 


• If the park is placed under the control 
of Salt Creek, it would mean a loss of 
almost nine per cent of the yearly reve- 
nues collected by >tbe Rolling Meadows 


district 


At the same time the taxing rate of the 


industrial park would be reduced by one 
half, from a 43 cents per $100 assessment 
by the Rolling Meadows district to the 22 
cents per $100 rate by Salt Creek. 


Officials for the Salt Creek district 


have denied that financial support for the 
suit is coming from Arlington Park Race 
Track, although the Chicago Thorough- 
bred Enterprises, which operates th'e 
track, last year bought $20,000 in tax an- 
ticipation warrants from the district. 


Salt Creek officials have not calculated

If we 
have to say we have used it for some- 
thing, we will comply with the law." 


But he pointed out that the money can 


really be used for anything. To do this, 
the village board would merely budget 
less than sufficient funds in certain cat- 
egories and say that the federal money 
will make up the difference. 


"It becomes a bookkeeping affair 


only," Tclchert said. "It would be most 
difficult to trace every dollar we spend." 
He added that he would not want to raise 
any "false hopes" by mentioning pos- 
sible places to spend the extra money. 
With a tight budget such as the village 
has this year, much of the federal mon- 
ey, be said, may be needed just to cover 
the expenses of already budgeted items.

Defense Gears For Disasters 


by TOM VON MALDER 


Although it may never happen, they 


have to be prepared to deal with it, to 
survive it and to help others survive. 


The "it" could be anything from an 


atomic attack to an overflowing retention 
basin, from an airplane crash to a down- 
ed electric wire during a storm. No mat- 
ter what the emergency or the disaster, 
"Mount Prospect's Bureau of Emergency 
Planning (commonly known as Civil De- 
fense) has members who feel they can 
handle it 


"We have trained our people for the 


worst possible disaster, an atomic bomb 
attack. We feel secure that those left af- 
ter an attack could survive," W. Roy 
Martin said last week. Martin, and Clar- 
ence Dunsing, share duties as deputy 
chief of operations for the bureau. 


Martin has been involved with Civil 


Defense activities in Mount Prospect for 
11 years. Until three years ago, he was 
also active in the Air Force Reserve and 
was a military adviser to the CD group. 
He joined the program for the "personal 
satisfaction and as a way of doing some- 


thing for the village." 


Dunsing lives in Des Plalnes but got 


Involved in Mount Prospect Civil Defense 
through,his job at the local Addresso- 
graph Multigraphics Division plant,For 
three years he has worked with the 
emergency planning bureau while acting 
as Addressograph's director of mainte- 
nance and safety. 


A THIRD MEMBER of the bureau is 


Ralph Bobbins, a mechanic with United 
Ah* Lines. Bobbins became interested in 
the program five years ago when he took 


a medical-self-help course offered by the 
bureau. He said be thought he could be 
of help to the community and the pro- 
gram personally interested him. 


Bobbins now handles all registrations 


for the bureau's medical self-help, emer- 
gency home prepardness, shelter manage- 
ment and radio handling courses for the 
public. 


They all enjoy Civil Defense work. As 


Martin put it,-"We're having fun with 
each other and helping the people in the 
village." In all, 43 men contribute time 


regularly to the program and other men 
are available if certain skills or equip- 
ment are needed. 


"Our basic purpose," Martin said, "is, 


where necessary, to augment the village 
personnel with radio and visual contact 
and with traffic control." 


They relieve a policeman who is direct- 


ing traffic when all the power is out or 
at a fire, or they relieve a fireman who 
is stationed to watch a live, downed wire 
through a long, stormy night. They also

Pair Complete 2.200-Mile Canoe Adventure 
Alaskan Trip Leads To—Another 


by KURT BAER 


When a five-month, 2,200-mile canoe 


trip up Alaska'* Yukon River leads you 
to dream about someday tackling the 
McKenzle or even the Amazon, you know 
you're hooked. 


And that's exactly the way 24-year-old 


Randy Mogytych sums up the five 
months he spent hunting, foiling, canoe- 
Ing and photographing his way across 
the Alaskan wilderness. 


For Mogytych, who lives on north Dry* 


den Avenue In Arlington Heights, and his 
partner, John Masscy, a former village 
resident, the long trip was the realization 
of two yean of planning and dreaming. 


"We planned most of the details of the 


trip while John was in Vietnam. It kind 
of gave him something eke to think 


about and look forward to," Mogytych 
recalled. 


TO MAKE THE trip, Randy gave up 


his Job, $1,000 and about 30 pounds but 
the odyssey was worth every bit of it, 
he says. 


It all began May IS when the two men 


packed their gear, including a 17- 
foot aluminum canoe, onto a red pickup 
truck and set out for the town of White- 
horse In Canada's Yukon Territory, a 
stop along the Alaskan Highway which 
Mogytych calls "the world's greatest 
gravel road." 


"We got Into Whitehorse on June 2 and 


found the headwaters of the Yukon still 
frozen over. So we left the truck and rode 
the White Pass Railroad 100 miles south 
to Lake Bennett." 


There on the sandy edge of the ice blue 


lake they- packed their canoe and pad- 
dled out onto the 2,200-mtte-long water- 
way that eventually would carry them to 
the Eskimo fishing village of Alakanuk 
on the Bering Sea. 


BOTH MEN ARE experienced hunters 


and the two high-powered pistols they 
carried, a .357 magnum revolver and a 
.41 calibre Luger, filled their campfire 
skillet with a variety of game. 


"Dried food is convenient and portable 


but we really developed a craving for 
fresh meat," Mogytych recalls. "We ate 
everything from moose to goose and bea- 
ver to bear." 


In addition to the game they shot, the 


two men fished the Yukon River and its 
mountain tributaries, hooking trophy-size 


specimens of Arctic char, pike and trout. 


They also gobbled up some 20 dozen 


powderd eggs and untold quantities of 
canned bacon, coffee and powdered or- 
ange juice. 


THE YUKON RIVER was clean' 


enough to drink Randy says, adding that 
the two men would sometimes observe 
the cocktail hour by cutting a capful of 
190 proof alcohol with water and stirring 
up a Tang-flavored'screwdriver. 


Excessive drinking among some of the 


Indians and Eskimos in northern Alaska 
is a continuing problem, Mogytych says, 
and most of the small villages are dry. 


"The villages don't have much crime 


and most of them don't even have a sher- 
iff. If there is a murder or anything, the

"John said he was going up behind a 


beaver dam to do some fishing. He had 
been gone several minutes when I heard 
a shot. Seconds later he called and told 
me to grab my camera — he'd Just shot 
a bear," Mogylych recalled. 


Both men were puzzled by the animal's 


actions since Black Bears normally will 
not attack men. Grizzly Bears arc re- 
garded by hunters as a much more 
serious threat But Mogytych said the 
only evidence of grizzlies the two men 
found were tracks and the skeletons of 
fish on which the largo bears had 
feasted. 


Not until they had skinned and quarter- 


ed the animal and found its belly bulging 
with fermenting berries did they begin to 
understand its unusual behavior. 


"YOU COULD smelt that the berries 


hod begun to ferment and I figure the 
bear must have been a little light headed 
when ho came at him," Mogytych says. 


Because the men had not bought a spe- 


cific license for bear hunting, killing the 
animal was technically a violation of 
stale game regulations. But under the 
circumstances, shooting first and an- 
swering questions later seemed to be the 
best, in fact the only policy. 


"We did go in to buy the tags and ex- 


plain what had happened," Mogytych 
says. "Some of the meat we ate our- 
selves and the rest we gave to a group of 
Eskimos."

Supreme Court 
Refuses To Hear 
Vote League Plea 


The Illinois Supreme Court refused to 


hear the appeal by the League of Women 
Voters from three Northwest suburban 
townships yesterday, contending there 
wasn't enough time remaining for a de- 
cision before Tuesday's election. 


A last-ditch effort to get a referendum 


abolishing township government on Tues- 
day's ballot will be made tomorrow 
morning In the Illinois Appellate Court. 


Attorneys for the LWV and Maine, 


Nltes and Palatine townships were noti- 
fied by the Supreme Court order early 
yesterday. The court's statement read: 


"It Is hereby ordered that, as there is 


not adequate time to permit a thorough 
examination by this court of the many 
and complex issues presented in this 
cause prior to Nov. 7,1972, the motion be 
and Is hereby denied." 


The appeal to the state high court 


came last week after a circuit court 
Judge dismissed the case on a township 
motion. The winning argument in that 
hearing claimed that the state deadline 
for publication of an election notice had 
already passed, and holding the election 
would consequently be Illegal. 


COURT ACTION started in late Sep- 


tember, after Palatine Township auditors 
refused to allow the referendum because 
no government body was legally desig- 
nated to take over township functions if 
It was defeated at the polls. 


LWV Atty. Richard J. Troy will enter 


an emergency relief appeal before three 
Appellate Court judges tomorrow. 


That hearing will supposedly get to the 


heart of the matter, Troy said, and he is 
hoping for some immediate action.

The Ocs Plnlncs City Council paved

Avenue, Pine Street and Highland Drive; 
$100,000 to Improve Hlggins-Wlllow Creek 
flow and relieve flooding problems, and 
$180,000 to separate storm and sanitary 
sewers west of River Road between Ash- 
land Avenue and Algonquin Rood. 


The Pork District report proposes ex- 


pansion of the mentally handicapped pro- 
gram and a Maine-Niles Association of 
Recreation for the Handicapped. 


The handicapped program would be 


expanded from six weeks at 20 hours per

agreement over ward ^districting when 
members unfurled the newest map pre- 
pared by City Clerk Eleanor Rohrbach. 


Aid. Charles Bolek (3rd) immediately 


challenged Mrs. Rohrbach's authority to 
draw another map because a special 
council committee has approved a redls- 
trlcting proposal.

Young, Mikva Race Most Expensive

Republican Sam Young and U.S. Rep. 


Abner Mikva have generated the most 
expensive congressional campaign hi Illi- 
nois, and one of the most costly in the 
country. 


Totals released today by Common 


Cause in Washington, D.C., showed that 
the candidates have spent more than 
$291,000 In the battle for the Illinois 10th 
Congressional district seat. 


Based on reports filed Oct. 15 with the 


Clerk of the U.S. House, Common Cause 
claims the Mikva-Young total doubles 
the second most expensive Illinois r«ae 
— the nth District where Democratic 
Rep. Frank Annunzio and Chicago Aid. 
John Hoellen have spent more than 
$140,000. 


Latest figures show Mikva backers 


have "out contributed" Young. Mikva re- 
ceived $161,105.79 prior to Oct. 15 and 
spent $135,50821. 


YOUNG RECEIVED $156,696.81 and 


spent $126,769.24. Young told the Herald 
Monday his contributions have topped 
$160,000 and the funds are committed. 
"I've said all along that my campaign 
will be run in the black," he said. 


Young's largest contributor between 


Sept. 1 and Oct. 15, according to Com- 


mon Cause, was insurance tycoon, W. 
Clement Stone, who donated $7,500.

If a motorist 
refuses to take a breathalyzer test under 
the implied consent law he faces the pos- 
sibility of a three month suspension of 
his driver's license.

Group Counseling Proves Successful 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


Eight high school students sit facing 


each other, legs crossed on the floor of a 
small classroom. The chairs, tables and 
desks all have been pushed aside, the 
lights are dim, and a girl talks about her 
plan to drop out of school. A counselor 
listens and jobs the group in asking the 
girl questions about success in school 


Group counseling has been very suc- 


cessful at all four Maine Township High 
Schools but has been used most 
frequently at Maine West in Des Plaines. 


The groups, which are usually no larg- 


er than eight students, are organized and 
led by a guidance counselor. They may 
be composed of students who have a 
common problem such as truancy, drug 
abuse, minimal success In school, or a 
tendency to drop out before graduation. 
Or they may be students who just want 
to increase their self-awareness and sen- 
sitivity toward other people. 


WAYNE ROSENQUIST. director of 


guidance at Maine West, said one of the 
purposes of group work Is to provide 
"honest conversation" between students. 
During the group encounter, students 
may express their feelings, fears and de- 
sires, about school, finding a job, going 
to college or getting along with parents, 
teachers and other students, he said. 


Some students find it "threatening" to 


meet on a one-to-one basis with a coun- 
selor, said Rosenquist, but feel more re- 
laxed talking to their peers. While the

counselor is always present during the 
group session, be does not play the role 
of the "teacher" but communicates to 
students as a peer and a group leader. He 
does not take an active role in group dis- 
cussions but helps to guide the conversa- 
tion and pull shy students into the dis- 
cussion, said Rosenquist. 


One of the first criteria for students 


who participate in the group is secrecy. 
Everything that is discussed in the group 
is confidential, said Rosenquist. The con- 
tent of group discussions is kept con- 
fidential by the students and-the identity 
of students is not divulged to the public 
by the counselors. 


Group counseling should be required 


for all students, said one student partici- 
pant In the group session. It Increases a 
student's awareness in class, he said. 


AWARENESS is almost essential in to- 


day's impersonal society, said the stu- 
dent. Two hundred years ago a person 
met a few hundred people during his life- 
time and was able to have a close rela- 
tionship with many of them. Today, one 
person may meet thousands of people 
and the chances of having a close rela- 
tionship with more than a handful are 
slim, he said. Awareness is the key to 
effective communication between people, 
said the student. 


There are three levels of commu- 


nication, explained Rosenquist. The first 
usually includes people and things as top- 
ics of conversation. "This store is having 
a sale on shoes this weekend," and "Did 
you talk to the boss yet today?" are ex- 
amples. The second level deals with ideas 
such as religion, politics, or philosophy, 
said Rosenquist. The third level of com- 
munication deals with feelings, the fears 
and desires of individuals, personality, 
love, hate, and insecurity, said Rosen- 
quist 


Initial communication between individ- 


uals goes through all three levels one 
step at a time, said Rosenquist, but 
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many people don't have the time or the 
willingness to get to know each other, so 
often the third level is never reached. 
Awareness helps people to cut through 
the first and second level of commu- 
nication to reach the third level where 
feelings are expressed. It is here where 
the problems are realized, discussed, and 
solved, honestly and openly, said Rosen- 
quist 


"Not very often do we take the risk of 


sharing feelings with others," said Rosen- 
quist. In the relaxed atmosphere of the 
group, students are willing to take that 
risk, he said. 


THE GROUP discussion really works 


for most students, said the student par- 
ticipant Talking your problems out is 
half of solving them, he said, when you 
share your feelings, they seem a little 
cleaner and a little less overwhelming. 
"You go to your next class feeling dyna- 
mite," he said. 


While the group counseling sessions 


don't try to probe the "deep psychic" 
' like the psychiatrist does, said Rosen- 
quist, it does help the student learn to 
be honest with himself. 


The students have only one complaint 


about group counseling — the amount 
of time they are allowed to spend on 
group work each week. Most groups meet 
once a week for one class period of 42 
minutes. The students don't think it's e- 
nough time to open up and express their 
feelings, according to one student. 


Counselor time seems to be a problem 


at all four high schools and the problem 
Is a little more severe this year at Maine 
West since the counseling staff was cut 
from 11 members to 9 members due to 
the school district's austerity program. 
Last year there were 290 students per 
counselor, this year each counselor has 
about 355 students. 


Rosenquist said the guidance office 


would like to hold more groups of longer 
duration but scheduling of student and 


counselor time has been too difficult. 


WHILE GROUP counseling was not 


implemented at Maine West to conserve 
counselor time, it does make counseling 
more efficient by dealing with eight stu- 
dents at one time, said Rosenquist 


Maine West has had some form of 


group counseling for the past 12 years 
and last year all of the counselors at 
Maine West did some work in group 
counseling. 


The group counseling session is sched- 


uled for the students' free time during the 
school day and student participation in 
the group is voluntary. Many students 
have been in the same group for almost 
a year. 


Two years ago, Maine West counselors 


participated in a group session with a 
Chicago psychologist as training for lead- 
ing group counseling sessions. They met 
each week for 16 weeks at four hours per 
session.

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Infant Furniture 


Somebody Finally Cares If It's Safe

Few consumer products today have es- 


caped some sort of government stan- 
dards to Insure quality and safety, but 
one category has been shockingly free of 
any regulation — infant furniture. 


A Chicago pediatrician estimated In 


1967 that over 1.730,000 Infants suffer 
falls during their first year of life, many 
attributable to poor equipment design. 
The National Commission on Product 
Safety reported In 1971 that as many as 
200 Infants In a year died of crib stran- 
gulation 
(resulting 
from 
too 
widely 


spaced side bars). 


"Nobody cared" how infant furniture 


wa» made, says Dr. Harvey Kravltz, au- 
thor of the study on falls. Dr. Kravltz 
practices pediatrics at Children's Me- 
morial Hospital In Chicago and privately 
In Prospect Heights, and teaches In the 
Department of Pediatrics at the North- 
western University Medical School. 


Now, however, due to prodding by the 


American Academy of Pediatrics, of 
which Dr. Kravltz Is an active member, 
and the report by the National Product 
Commission, which quoted Dr. Kravltz' 
study on falls, steps are finally being in- 
itiated by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEW) to Insure 
greater safety In juvenile furniture. 


ALTHOUGH DR. Kravltz blames the 


poor design of Infant furniture on the 
lack of government control, the Industry 
until recently seemed to take little Inter- 
est 
In self-improvement. Admittedly, 


there was "nobody to ask" for help on 
the question of safe design, because 
there had been no pcdintric studies In 
this area, and neither the Academy of 
Pediatrics nor the National Safety Coun- 
cil compiles statistics on injuries related 
to Infant equipment. And, since such 
studies would have been an economic 
burden to manufacturers, according to 
Dr. Kravltz they relied on "guesswork." 


Moreover, when inadequacies did be- 


come apparent — as In the case of the 
cribs—some manufacturers still were re- 
luctant to make design changes. The Na- 
tional Product Commission reported that 
the manufacturer of a particular style 
crib which had caused the strangulation 
of twu babies within three months In 1965 
refused to mako It safe or to stop mar- 
keting It, even after requests and a law- 
suit by the parents. Three years later, It 
was still being sold, subject to no legal 
authority. 


But manufacturers of juvenile furni- 


ture have since formed a commission 
which works in cooperation with the 
Academy of Pediatrics safety commlt^e 
on guidelines for safe design. Mort cribi. 
for example, now arc made with more 


slats and narrower spaces to prevent the 
infant's body from slipping through and 
hanging him. According to the Academy, 
a space of more than three inches Is ex- 
tremely dangerous. 


So far, however, this is about the only 


Improvement that has been made, and 
many more arc needed. 


A LOCAL survey by The Herald re- 


vealed that many infant dressing tables, 
walkers, jumpers, swings and highchairs 
on the market do not have restraining 
straps. Only one dressing table with a 
concave surface and side bars was noted, 
two features recommended by Dr. Krav- 
ltz. 


M r s . Edward Kubackl, Arlington 


Heights mother of three, reports that her 
year-old baby has'successfully climbed 
out of many of these articles due to the 
absence of straps. Her daughter, Julie, 
has also managed to scoot out of her 
hlghchalr under the tray table, despite 
straps, because It was not designed with 
a center piece or strap to fit between the 
baby's legs and hold her in the chair. 


As for mesh-enclosed playpens, Julie 


Kubackl has proven them inferior, too. 
Mrs. Kubacki said she climbs out of the 
playpen by sticking her toes through the 
holes, and she also gets the buttons of 
her clothing caught in the mesh, result- 
ing in a tangle of dress around her neck 
after she twists' a few times. A finer 
mesh would solve both problems. 


Mrs. Kubackl also pointed out that al- 


though cribs now have plastic on the tops 
of the sides, front and back, it docs not 
extend over the corners, which her baby 
chews. 


STUDYING 200 OF his patients at Chil- 


dren's Memorial Hospital and 336 from 
his suburban practice, Dr. Kravltz found 
that In one year, 77 per cent of the Chi- 
cago patients and 30 per cent of the sub- 
urban Infants suffered at least one fall In 
their first year of life. In questioning the 
mothers as to circumstances surrounding 
the falls, Dr. Kravltz found that many 
were directly attributable to poor design 
of various articles of equipment. 


For example, 27 per cent of the infants 


In the private practice series fell from an 
Infant dressing table; 21 per cent fell 
from cribs; five per cent from high- 
chairs; three per cent from strollers. The 
reasons for many of these falls, stemmed 
from the absence of any restraining 
strap, the breaking or slipping of a strap, 
as well as the infant's own climbing ac- 
tivities. 


The most common accident, Dr. Krnv- 


itz found, is that the infant climbed out 
of a crib. But even that occurrence can- 
not be blamed on "human error," he 
said. 


"Much more attention should be given 


to the design of cribs, taking into consid- 
eration the growth and development of in- 
fants," Dr. Kravitz said in his report. He 
noted that cribs often are made to allow 
for only a 4 to 6-inch adjustment of the 
sides. An active toddler, particularly if 
he has large toys in the crib to stand on, 
can climb out of such a crib even with 
the sides up. 


Some manufacturers are now adding 


metal plates with pegs at different levels 
on the legs of the crib, which allows the 
mattress to be lowered. Dr. Kravitz sug- 
gests also that cribs should have longer 
ratchets for adjusting the sides. 


WHILE THE Child Protection Act of 


1966 enabled the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration (of the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare) to stop the dis- 
tribution of hazardous toys, it was not 
until 1969 that infant furniture came un- 
der the purview of the law, and even 
then, only by inference. 


This amended version, known as the 


Child Protection and Toy Safety Act of 
1969, expanded the law to cover elec- 
trical, thermal and mechanical hazards 
of toys "and other articles intended for 
use by children." This rather vague lan- 
guage apparently reflected the fact that 
there was still little cognizance of the 
specific hazards of infant furniture. 


Nevertheless, there appears to be no 


way that this language could be inter- 
preted to exclude Infant furniture, and 
the section specifying "mechanical" haz- 
ards seems to cover the design problems 
Dr. Kravitz cited. 


An article is'considered mechanically 


hazardous if "in normal use ... 
its de- 


sign or manufacture presents an unrea- 
sonable risk of personal injury ... be- 
cause of instability or because of any 
other aspect of the article's design." 


ALL THAT REMAINS is for this al- 


ready 3-year-old law to be applied to in- 
fant furniture and enforced. According to 
Walter Johnson, director of the Division 
of Children's Hazards, the FDA is cur- 
rently developing safety requirements 
"for a wide range of juvenile products 
including cribs, playpens, highchairs and _ 
infant back carriers." Proposals have' 
been offered by the Academy of Pediatri- 
cians, and the FDA is also working with 
the Juvenile Products Manufacturers As- 


• soclation. 


In addition, Johnson said, the FDA 


"will be developing safety .requirements 
for nursery equipment and other items of 
juvenile furniture during the next year." 


What has already been a long time in 


coming will probably take many more 
months to clear the bureaucratic pro- 
cess. In the meantime, the Academy of 


Pediatrics is issuing a safety tip sheet on 
infant furniture which will offer guide- 
lines to parents in selecting equipment 
for their youngsters. 


But even when safety reforms are 


made, hazardous equipment will continue 
to be in circulation for some time. Moth- 
ers borrowing cribs and dressing tables, 


etc., or using things left over from an 
older child, should be aware of the dan- 
gers and consider investing in new prod- 
ucts if they have been redesigned.

They bought cards and 
gifts at big savings. Some of their gifts 
may be well received but many are des- 
tined to wind up as donations to white 
elephant sales. 


Don't envy the early birds. Rather, 


gloat over the fact that at least your gifts 
will be fresh merchandise. Don't try to 
be a last minute type either. They put 
about as much thought behind each gift 
as the early birds. Besides, the last min- 
ute types live dangerously. How do they 
know they'll really get all the shopping 
doge before the store closes Christmas 
Eve? How do they know the right sizes 
will be In stock? And the wanted colors? 
They shop along an ulcer trail. 


WITH A LITTLE planning you not only 


avoid the last minute crush, but you 
might even stretch the gift dollars. With 
enough time, you can search for genuine 
bargains. You'll be ahead. Some tips to 
help you in the days ahead: 


-Draw up a gift list, complete with 


sizes, if clothing purchases are con- 
templated. Put down in advance gifts 
wanted for each person. If that person 
has expressed interest in a specific gift 
(anything that fits your budget), note 
that List bobbies, too. A gift that ties in 
with a hobby always is welcome. 


-Once the list is drawn consider bow 


many gifts can be ordered either via 


phone or by mail or home shopper ser- 
vices of department stores. Gifts ordered 
this way are perfect for the out-of-tow- 
ners on your list.

Shopping for children the guesstimate 
way usually means disappointment for 
the child on Christmas Day and a trip by 
some adult to the mad, mad world of 
exchangeland in the days after Christ- 
mas. 


Careful! 


Twenty million home and playground 


accidents annually make every day a 
day for caution in both places. 


Some of the accidents, according to a 


report from the American Hospital Asso- 
ciation, may be prevented through cor- 
rection of design deficiencies. For ex- 
ample, modifying control knobs on cer' 
tain electric stoves which are too easily 
turned on by brushing against them. An- 
other example: setting standards for 
children's cribs so that the slats are not 
so far apart that a baby could strangle 
when Us head was caught between slats. 


—Some organized types put their lists 


on index cards — the three by five kind. 
They wear better when being toted in a 
purse through the weeks of shopping. 
Folding and unfolding a list on a piece of 
paper wears it out. 


Organization also helps you to get the 


Christmas card addressing job done 
piecemeal. Bring your list up to date, 
first. Then put in a supply of stamps. 
Five or 10 cards a night for a week or 


two and presto — the job is done. 


It all sounds easy and quite simple 


here. Following the tips, however, takes 
discipline. If you need incentive, think of 
all that calm you'll have the week before 
Christmas when all about you arc losing 
theirs. You'll have time to decorate the 
house, make Christmas cookies, shop for 
victuals for the holiday feast, clean the 
house, polish the silver — wax the floors 
and — do a thousand other things.

Why do so many people suffer bad luck 


with house plants? Prom some of the in- 
quiries I get on the care and feeding of 
plants indoors. It sometimes sounds like 
a plague of the dead and dying. 


> 
So let's make some house calls: 
Question: I took a fuschia plant indoors 


for the winter. What do I do to keep it 
thriving? 


Answer: Cut half of the new wood from 


the plant, stop feeding it and cut down Its 
water supply to stingy. Put it in a light, 
cool room with high humidity. Repot it in 
tote January in equal parts of sand, peat 
moss, decayed manure and rich loam. As 
new shoots appear, increase water and 
feed every other week with fish emul- 
sion. 


QUESTION: Help - my rubber plant 


Is down to its last few leaves. What can I 
do to save it? 


Ansser: At the spot where the last leaf 


has fallen (near the top) wrap the stem 
with a double handful of damp sphagnum 
moss. Cover it with clear plastic and tie 
it with Twlstems (or Baggies ties). As 
soon as you see roots developing, cut the 
new plant loose and pot up rooted sec- 
tion. Cut back bare stem to three inches, 
repot and feed monthly. Rubber plants 
like high humidity, full sunlight and 
warmth. Water only after soil has dried 
thoroughly. 


Question: Why do my African vollets 


grow well for a while, but produce new 
leaves that are stunted? 


Answer: Insects taking over. Destroy 


all infected plants, and scrub up the 
area. Isolate all healthy plants so they 
are not Invaded by cyclamen mites or 


'Iff 


thrips. Mist he healthy ones with a weak 
solution of Basic H (detergent) and wa- 
ter. 


QUESTION: The leaves on my azalea 


plants turn yellow and fall. What's caus- 
ing (his? 


Answer: The soil isn't acid enough. Re- 


pot in a mix of two parts sphagnum peat 
moss and one part each of soil and sand. 
Use acid plant food monthly, April 
through July. Don't feed them in winter, 
but keep them cool and rather damp. 
(Use vinegar and water occasionally, in 
place of plain water.) 


Question: New leaves on my split-leaf 


philodrendron aren't splitting? What's 
wrong? 


Answer: Your house is too cold. This is 


a tropical plant, needs day temperatures 
of 85 degrees. 


Question: Why won't my African vio- 


lets flower? 


Answer: Not enough light, or they've 


had too much nitrogen fertilizer. Repot 
them and substitute a high phosphate 
transplant food for the fertilizer you've 
been giving them. 


QUESTION: I got a gardenia plant for 


my birthday. Please advise on proper 
care. 


Answer: Keep gardenias damp at all 


times; feed monthly with fish emulsion. 
Keep the plants in a cool, sunny room 
with very high humidity. They tolerate 
DO gas fumes or drafts. 


Question: There are little white bugs 


crawling all over my piggy-back plant 
How can I discourage them? 


Answer: Dunk the whole plant in wa- 


ter, holding the pot upside down and the 
plant secured in the pot. Swish the leaves 
In the water for a second or two (use the 
bathtub). If the plant is a big one, haul it 
into the shower. After you give your pig- 
gy-back a bath, dab the leaves with nib- 
bing alcohol and kiss those mealybugs 
goodbye.

The Republican candidate for Congress 


from the 10th district, Sam Young, (who 
Is running aglnst Rep.

tice of their phosphorous content on the 
label The major detergent manufac- 
turers reported to the Federal Trade 
Commission that they will voluntarily 
supply this information, since many con- 
sumers arc concerned about possible det- 
rimental effects of phosphates on the en- 
vironment But the FTC will take no ac- 
tion in the matter until further scientific 
data are submitted. 


The three big detergent makers partlc- 


pating arc Lever Brothers, Colgate- 
Palmoblivc and Procter and Gamble. 
Their labels will tell the percentage of 
phosphorus and the grams per cup con- 
tained in the product. 


Meanwhile, the FTC Is reviewing the 


use of possibly deceptive words, such as 
"biodegradable," 
which will be dealt 


with under existing regulations govern- 
big advertising. 


Procter and Gamble has announced a 


new process which will enable the com- 
pany to produce low phosphate deter- 
gents which the company says are nearly 
as effective as the old phosphate types. 
The system "tics up" the minerals in 
water — formerly the Job of phosphates 
— thus enabling the cleaning agents to 
operate unlnhlbltcdly. 


Initially, the process is expected to cut 


phosphate content in half. In some areas 
of the country where phosphates have 
been banned, such as Chicago, the com- 
pany will market zero-phosphate prod- 
ucts. Except for these areas, the ulti- 
mate phosphate level will be about six 
per cent, P&G said.

For a 
long time I kept a container of baking 
soda on the kitchen counter in case of 
fire, but put it in tho refrigerator to ab- 
sorb some odors. Never did coach his 
nibs about It, cither. Anyway, he put 
some frozen tarts In the counter oven 
and went off to do something else. He 
smcllcd tho business burning and hurried 
back to find the thing flaming and dash- 
ed a bowl of water on it. It Is the riskiest 
of things to da in a grease or electrical 
fire. It happened to work, even though 
the counter oven got shorted in the pro- 
cess. So this reminder: Keep an open 
dish of baking soda in the kitchen. It will 
smother a small fire quickly and safely.

•rcfrcezc meat or poultry that has thawed 
but still contains some Ice crystals, or 
has been kept cold at the proper tempe- 
rature for not more than two daysb 
-Sylvia Field. 


Meat, yes, poultry, no. If meat still has 


crystals and has not completely thawed, 
there is no danger at all — and probably 
no damage to flavor. Poultry Is too chan- 
cy — I'd never rcfrcezc poultry once It 
had thawed. Much better to cook It, then 
freeze It. Nothing wrong in that.
